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ONEIDA DAILY JOURNAL: A BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER 


Of all the nineteenth century utopias the Oneida Community (1848-1880) has had the greatest scrutiny 
and commentary. Historians, psychologists, philosophers, sexologists and community organizers have had a 
turn at understanding this varied and successful experiment in “Bible Communism,” as they called it. Yet it 
continues to elude any simple analyses and provides new insights for successive commentators. Researchers 
have prized the Daily Journal (1866-1868)* since it gives an inside and unconscious view of community life 
unfiltered by our current preoccupations, later community scruples, or special pleading. It is a com- 
monplace journal that records letters received, criticisms given, and the commings and goings of 
salesmen — all noted with the same fairness as a reference to yesterday’s temperature. There are few conflicts 
and little heroism recorded in these pages; yet beneath the even statements one can detect major conflicts 
within Oneida and methods used to resolve them. 

In general, there is an enduring sense of purpose, of humor and of collective spirit during what must have 
been the calmest period in community history. Some eighteen years had passed since the prosecuted Putney 
group, fresh from adultery charges against Noyes in Vermont, had moved to the burned-over district of New 
York. They were still a year away from the famed stirpiculture experiment in eugenics and the problems it 
created for the community. The years 1866-1868 are years before the storm which wrecked the society and 
caused it to dissolve into a joint stock operation in 1880. Oneida had been founded in 1848 by John H. Noyes 
and dedicated to his Perfectionist faith in Christian communism which he labelled “Bible Communism.” 
The community was a logical product of Noyes’ career as preacher, publicist and charismatic leader after 
his religious conversion to Perfectionism in 1834. But is was also a logical end product for the membership 
who came to Oneida in search of religious and economic security. These individuals sought and found at 
Oneida a social and sexual system that served their needs as no church or family had done before. 

By 1866 the community consisted of 300 individuals, had a substantial economic base and comfortable 
surroundings, and had continued to sustain a religious life based on the primitive Christian model first in- 
troduced by Noyes in the eighteen forties. Oneida’s most distinguishing characteristic, the practice of com- 
plex marriage, was still in force and gave to the colony a notoriety that attracted both visitors and national 
publicity. Some called it free love, but the members at Oneida practiced it within a tradition of religious 
sharing and, by 1866, were accustomed to the stares and comments of the “outside” world. Noyes 
inaugurated the complex marriage system at the Putney Community (1843-1848) in 1846. For Noyes the 
kingdom of heaven had arrived and he abandoned sexual exclusiveness in much the same way that property 
exclusiveness had been abandoned when the families organized on a communal basis in 1843. Noyes did 
away with the traditional marriage bond and took as his partner Mary Cragin, the wife of Charles Cragin, a 
Perfectionist believer. Noyes saw a new society in process “where the partition of the sexes is taken away and 
man ceases to make women a propagative drudge, when love takes the place of shame.” As part of the com- 
plex marriage system Noyes instituted the practice of male continence, or coitus reservatus, in which part- 
ners enjoyed the early stages of sexual intercourse with men controlling themselves so as to avoid orgasm. 
Members were urged to place emphasis on the “amative” or “social” side of intercourse and to view it as a 
‘Soyful act of fellowship.” In addition, there existed an ascending and descending fellowship in which in- 
dividuals were instructed to associate with members who were spiritually on a higher plane. On a physical 
level young members were introduced into the practice of male continence by women past their menopause. 
As a result of these practices, the average yearly birth rate between 1848 and 1866 was two from.an adult 
population over 175. 

Oneida’s prosperity came by the manufacture of traps and the leadership capacity to temper their ideals in 
a potentially hostile world. They elevated and spiritualized their work and believed that their success 
represented a triumph for Christ over Mammon. The key to success lay in their dedication and flexibility: 
dedication to the proposition that they were establishing a Perfectionist kingdom on earth and flexibility 
with reference to their varied business enterprises. After 1855 the community engaged primarily in the trap 
business; however, they maintained a lively trade in fruit preserves, travelling bags and silk goods. As the 
community industries grew they were forced to hire laborers—and repudiate an earlier idealistic theory 
about “hirelings” —in order to meet the commercial demand for their products. 

Essentially Oneida was a unitary family which combined economic, religious and educational functions 
under one roof and under the guidance of their leader, Noyes. Noyes was at the center because the mem- 
bership accepted his Perfectionist message of millenial salvation, his lineal authority from Christ and St. 
Paul, and his charismatic leadership. “Father” Noyes broods over these journal accounts though his ap- 
pearances at Oneida between 1866 and 1868 were occasional; he preferred to live at Wallingford, Con- 


necticut or at the New York Agency during this period. When the community reorganized itself in 1880 into 
a joint stock company it lacked leadership, religious unity and the will to continue. When these journals 
were recorded there was little to fear since Noyes, then 55, was in good health, the post-war boom held 
steady and a younger generation was schooling itself at Yale’s Sheffield School and Columbia’s School of 
Medicine. 

The Dazly Journal initially began in January, 1863 in manuscript form and was circulated within the com- 
munity for a year before being suspended. A typescript copy of the earlier sections is at the Mansion House, 
Kenwood, New York and has the same flavor as these journals begun in January, 1866 for circulation within 
the community at Oneida and for the membership at Wallingford, and New York City. There are threee 
general areas which the Daily Journal covered: business affairs, internal social life, and communications 
with the outside world, particularly visitors. 


BUSINESS AFFAIRS 


Reports on production problems, canning quotas and sales projections fill these pages. For example, it is 
noted (December 16, 1867) that $40,000 in wages were paid out to workmen and that 230 workers were em- 
ployed at a peak period (February 10, 1868) giving some data about the magnitude of their operation. Let- 
ters from salesmen to the community indicated how far west they ranged (St. Louis), what their concerns 
were while out in the “world,” and how well they were received. It has been widely recorded that their 
salesmen underwent a spiritual “defumigation” when they returned home; there is little evidence in their let- 
ters that they felt threatened by what they saw. G.W. Hamilton reports from Columbus, Ohio (January 16, 
1868) that while on his swing through the midwest he visited with cousin Rutherford B. Hayes, then Gover- 
nor Hayes: “He [Hayes] spoke of visiting Wallingford some eight years since. Expressed himself as having no 
prejudice on account of our peculiar religious beliefs, and was well pleased at having a call from one of our 
people.” Cousin Rutherford later accepted visits in the White House from members of the community who 
were always careful to minimize their illustrious family connections, so as to avoid embarrassing Hayes. 

Insight into the “beeing sessions” at Oneida are valuable because they show how the community responded 
to business demands by a cooperative effort to meet larger orders. A “Queen Bee” account recorded on Sep- 
tember 24, 1866 is a good example. The sudden arrival of 139 crates of peaches halted German and 
Theology classes for the day, brought the Willow Place workers to the preserve house and caused the hired 
help to volunteer their labor to get the job done. Some 171 persons made “the bee a complete success and 
yielded about 800 quarts of fruit to the preserves, which was all put up. We have never seen anything so 
brilliant. It was perfectly electric. The condensation of magnetic life produced a general sparkle and flash of 
mirth and humor throughout the bee.” 

The evening business meetings are detailed with managers reporting, work assignments given, and com- 
mittees formed to investigate production problems or to purchase an implement. Oneida had an 
elaborately shifting bureaucracy with committees for every phase of community life from traps to clothing, 
to a once constructed manure committee that had to investigate a drainage problem. Community elders 
Woolworth, Hamilton and Hinds dominate such meetings and give flesh to the second line leadership that 
ran the community so effectively in Noyes’ absence. 


INTERNAL LIFE 


The Daily Journal enlarges one area of understanding about Oneida that has been difficult to probe: its 
internal life. That religion was central to that life is no surprise, but the details, nuances and meanings from 
accounts of mutual criticisms, religious exhortations by Noyes and other elders, and a constant emphasis on 
spiritial renewal that fill these pages reaffirms the central role it played. It underscores that Oneida was first 
a religious, second a communal, and third, a sexual experiment. 

Individuals offering themselves for mutual criticism did so as sinners approaching the anxious bench 
before witnessing. Those sessions were painful since a person’s “faults” were told to him and he was in- 
structed in the ways that he might improve. Manuscript reports were kept and the sessions were summarized 
in the Daily Journal. This November, 1866 letter from C.E. Underwood is typical of the attitude expressed 
by the membership after receiving community criticism: “I take the opportunity to express my thanks to the 
family for the sincere criticism of me in showing me my faults . . . I confess my love for Mr. Noyes, Mr. 
Hamilton and Mr. Woolworth as inspired men . . . I confess my love for the whole community family, and a 
spirit of subordination to Christ at all times and under all circumstances.” 


Daily problems were the norm in the journal, but some significant ones consumed the community’s in- 
terest. Victor Noyes’ flight from Oneida is chronicled because his apostasy (or illness) had symbolic im- 
portance for the society. Victor (the son of John H. Noyes and Mary Cragin) left in August, 1866 in rebellion 
against his father. First, he fled to Gerritt Smith at Peterborough threatening to tell “all” about the com- 
munity and failed to receive any encouragement from Smith, an old community supporter. Eventually Vic- 
tor would up at the Utica Asylum having been placed there by his father. His “insanity” is discussed as a 
species of religious unbelief and Victor returns only when he has recanted of his sins. Whether insane or sin- 
ful Victor’s case is a painful one for the community and tells us much about their attitudes toward diso- 
bedience, mental illness and the “Boston School of Literature’ which Victor had been fond of reading prior 
to his flight and is cited as the cause of his unbelief. 

Conflict about the social or sexual questions does appear though it is veiled in the community’s language 
about such matters. It was their practice to refer to their sexual theory as a “social” theory: “In criticising in- 
dividuals, sometimes, we talk about their being loose in social matters. I think in this connection we might 
profitabley inquire what constitutes true chastity or what in the kingdom of heaven, is the true standard of 
morality.” The birth of a child was a rare occurence and when a boy, Eugene, was born to Myron H. Kinsley 
and Eliza Burt the event was announced “To the Community” in the Dazly Journal (August 7, 1866): “We 
desire to keep free from all claim on him and offer him to the community as Christ’s boy, to be governed 
and controlled as they see fit.”” There are a few accounts about “exclusive” love affairs, but they are minor 
and readers will have to rely on their imaginations or read between the lines for signs of conventional ro- 
mance. 

Published at Oneida, the Dazly Journal kept members at Wallingford where the Oneida Circular was 
published, and at New York where a business agency operated, informed about vital community affairs. 
There are references to “Willow Place”: it was a self-contained unit at Oneida where the trap production 
was carried on during the year. The journal appeared irregularly and the editor sometimes complained that 
there was little news to print though the internal life seems lively enough for a tri-weekly schedule. 


VISITORS AND CORRESPONDENCE 


One stereotype about communal organizations centers on their retreat from the world and their 
separation from the blandishments of a corrupt culture. Oneida may have fit that type in 1848 when they 
came in retreat from criminal proceedings at Putney, but by 1866 they were well connected with the world 
through commerce, publicity and most clearly through thousands of visitors who came each year. By their 
own count more than 16,000 visitors signed the register during a 54% year period and they estimated that 
three times that number had actually come between 1862 and 1867. Some were famous like Susan B. An- 
thony, Tom Thumb and former Governor Seward; most were simply on a day’s outing from Syracuse or 
Rochester to see the communists, sample their excellent cooking and stroll about the grounds. Many came 
on the Fourth of July and enjoyed the community’s special strawberry shortcake prepared for the occasion. 
Visitors were instructed not to smoke, intrude into private rooms or drive their carriages off the roadway. 
The membership often tired of so many visitors and so many questions even if such contact was essential 
because the outside world had to be convinced that they were not free lovers, just a group of industrious and 
earnest Christians. 

The roles reversed when others came to be looked over by the community and considered for membership. 
After the Civil War they received about 50 inquiries per month from individuals eager to join. How to sort 
the believers from the thrill seekers was a difficult task and prospective members were asked to study the 
community literature, read the Bible and, if their interest continued, come for a short visit. Richard Realf, 
the poet and planned secretary of state in John Brown’s cabinet, was interested during this period; Charles 
Guiteau, Garfield’s assassin, left the community in 1866 after a brief stay and later sued for back wages; and 
a contingent from another “free love” community at Berlin Heights, Ohio were seeking admission. James 
Towner, a member of the Berlin Heights group, was granted admission and eventually became a major 
figure in the leadership struggles of the seventies. There were visitors and inquiries from other com- 
munists— most notably the Shakers—but also from old colony joiners who had been at Brook Farm or the 
North American Phalanx, or from new communards who were trying to start ventures on their own. For 
example, Charles Meeker visited in October, 1866 to do a story for the New York Tribune and may have 
come away with ideas for the 1868 Union Colony at what became Greeley, Colorado. 

The journal ends abruptly during a March, 1868 economy drive and was continued in manuscript form 
according to the final editorial statement. Its brief but valuable history tells us more about Oneida than any 


other source. To be sure there are the periodicals, the books and, though still in private hands, the diaries; 
yet only in the Dazly Journal is there a feeling that the audience was neither public nor private, just the 
“family.” Self reflection and soul searching are absent from these pages as well as public posturing and 
messages: its message was to inform, encourage and instruct the workers in this heavenly community just 
where they stood —in practical and personal terms and on a daily basis —in relationship to the millenial 
kingdom they were working toward.

The demand for traps and bags of late has been light, 
and much less is doing in tho way of manafacturing 

than during last month. 

The hired help at the trap-shop has been discharged. 
Only the following hired men are employed at Willow 
Place now: threo blacksmiths, two machinists and one 
molder. 

Machine-shop hands are busily engaged in making ma- 
chinery and locks for the bag-fuctory. 

The present force in the trap-shop is mainly engaged 
in making chains, a lot of 25,000 being under way. 

J. C. Higgins, is devoting some attention to making 
Patent Bolt Shears. These shearsaro a very convenient 
and labor-saving contrivance for blacksmiths and wag- 
gon makers. There is some prospect that we may make 
@ good profit by manufacturing them; at least it is 
thought worth while to try the markct a little. Mr. 
Daniel Kelly owns the patent right for this State. 

In the bag-factory only seven hired men and five hired 
women are now employed. 

The ice-house has been repaired during the past week 
preparatory to getting in our next scason’s supply. Two 
courses of last scason’s supply arc now on hand. 

Some attention is given to quarrying stone at Willow 
Place. 

The edyeational classes go on as usual and our people 
bid fair to reap arich harvest of intellectual improvement 
this winter. The magnetism of study has passed outside 


the Community classes and affected our hired men and 
women, especially the latter. Somctime ago a wish 
was expressed by some of them that they might have 
classes like the Community family. This coming to the 
knowledge of their employers was of course sympathised 
with. Mrs. L. A Thayer voluntcered to start anevening 
class with them. Theclass has been in operation » num- 
ber of wecks. It mects for an hour inthe evening three 
times a week. The present number of scholars is about 
cight; before many of the employees were discharged it 
numbered more than a dozen. Much enthusiasm has 
been manifested, and considerable improvement made. 


Mr. John Kelly, father of our Wm. G., writes an inter- 
esting letter of sympathy with us. He seems to be get- 
ting hold of the truth in an carnest way; he has been 
studying the Berean and Bible Communism and indors- 
esthem. The spirit of his letter was very much liked. 
Ifis conversion will be another blow to Oberlin.—Emily 
Otis also writes again. She seems to be strong in the faith, 
and growing. She mentions the fact that when Theo- 
dore Otis left Oberlin he gave his Berean toa young man 
who was living with Pres. Finncy. T. used to read Tne 
Cincunar to this young man and he was considerably 
interested. The Obcrlin battlefield grows more and more 
interesting. New persons whom the truth is touching 
come into view every little while. Emily writes that he: 
father and brothers are very much displeased and stirred 
up at her course in leaving Oberlin and embracing the 
truth. But she stands firm like a true soldier—Mr. W.. 
A. Knowles, who is absent at Champion, writes home in 
a good tone of faith and confidence in, and love for, the 
Community. Mrs. Knowles also writes to Mr. Seymour 
Nash. Ifer spirit of hardness and unbclicf seems some- 
what broken, and she apologises and asks forgivness for 
some of her past course, and asks for the fellowship and 
criticism of the Community, It remains to be seen how- 
ever, Whether she is really In carncst for salvation, or 
mercly wants to find a personal home and sympathy. 

There is good news from Bath by G. D. Allen. Mrs. 
Bushnell has another convert. A sister of Frances Hilli- 
man, the girl who took Beulah’s place in Mrs, B's fami- 
ly, las confessed Christ asa Savior from sin. She is 
fourteen years of age, and a bright and interesting girl. 

We more and more realize the great relief brought 
about by the departure of Mr. Carr from among us. Tis 
presence, personally and spiritually has been a night- 
mare of unbelicf and of obstructions to the free flow 
and organizing power of the Community spirit The at- 
mosphere is clearer and more genially electric since he 
has been gone. 

The weather for several days has been mild, threat- 
ning a regular “ January thaw” and break up. To-day, 
however, it has resumed its winter tone, and at one o’ 
clock P. M. the mercury is at two degrees above zero.

Se indications of the working of a bad spiri: 
among the boys, led to » mecting with them on 
Sunday, of those whom the boys had chosen for their 
fathers. The meeting was called, not so much for the 
purpose of special criticism, as for advising with them 
and inducing them to turn their hearts to their fathers. 
In the course of the meeting it became manifest that a 
very disobedient and disloyal spirit had been corrup!- 
ing them, This spirit seemed to have its center in Orrin 
Wright. Since his return from the West, he has had lit- 
tle It any. sympathy or fellowship with the Community. 
His face and heart haye been turncd toward the world. 
and he has been sowing discontent and disobedience 
among the boys. Homer Hazclton appears to have becn 
the most affected by his influence, though all of his 
class have been disaffected toward the Community, and 
were plotting among themselves to Icave, if they should 
be threatened with a whipping. Orrin and Homer werc 
evidently ring-leaders. In regard to these two, Homer 
appears to have been the victim of Orrin, and Orrin is 
the victim of his father's unbelief, disobedience and in- 
fidelity. There was sincere criticism of the boys, and 
nll but these two accepted it and endeavored to clear 
tnemselyes. Mr. Wright's decision to leave and to take 
Orrin with him, appears to settle Orrin’s case for the 
oresent. There have been indications in the past, that 
Orrin was good-hearted, and when obedient to good in- 
Nuences, loveable and disposed to seek typrovement. 
But his fatber's influence and example have constantly 
tended to make him discontented, and insincere. Tis 
trip to the West was one of the worst things he could 
have done; and his father is responsible for it, and for 
his present state. Homer is still in a hal@hearted state. 
Mr. Hamilton was very sincere with Mr. Hazelton in 
the meeting to-night for his attitude, his influence on 
Uomer, and his past religious and apiritual character. 
The state of the boys led te some sincere remarks in 
regard to the conduct of Mr. Wright in taking Orrin out 
West last fall, contrary to the advice and wishes of the 
Community, and allowing him to become filled with the 
spirit of the world, and then bringing him back and en- 
couraging him in spirit to diffuse a corrupting influence 
among the Community boys, It was thought that no 
amount of service could atone for conduct so crucl and 
flestructive. 
Mr. Wright has decided to leave the Community. His

The ictter was received with hearty cheers by the fam- 
ily. W. A. Hinds was selected by Mr. Hamilton to set- 
tle with Mr, Wright. 

We are “ comforted with apples” this winter, notwith- 
standing the prediction of scarcity that prevailed last 
summer, Besides all that are needed for kitchen and ta- 
ble use, Mr. Ackley every morning places three large 
baskets, filled with Greenings, Fall Pippins, Seek-no-fur- 
thers, Swaars, IIenry Sweets, Northern Spys, &c., in con- 
venient situations in the main. passage ways of our build- 
ings. From these baskets all are at liberty to help them- 
selves. 

Our friends from Wallingford seem to find no difficul- 
ty in organizing themselves into Oncida life. Mr. Sey- 
mour finds business every day at the Trap Shop. Mr. 
Perkins we notice is vigorously engaged at his favorite 
pastime of splitting wood. 

Martin Kinsley reports $225,50 worth of pork sold 
since Jan. 1. The whole amount sold last year was 
$1520,30. 

Dr. J. A. Roland, of the Attorney General's Office, 
Washington, who visited the Community last summer, 
has sent to Mr. Underwood, for the Community, several 
volumes of Public Documents. They include the Smith- 
ronian Reports for 1862--3, Report of the Commissioner 
of Agriculture for 1863 and the two Vols. of Diplomatic 
Correspondence for 1864. 

We have genuine winter to-day. Mercury at seven 
deg. below zero at 7A. M. To-night the sky is cloudy 
and bids fair or foul, rather, for snow. We have had but 
littic snow, and no sleighing thus far this winter. The 
ground is nearly bare, and the meadows, grainficlds and 
strawberry plants all need their winter covering. 

For the information of Messrs. Thacker and Barron 
we will mention, that during the cold weather last week 
the lowest figure marked by the mercury, was —20. 

Theo maple grove at Willow Place, sometimes called 
our ene bush, is boing cut down and worked into fire- 
wood. 

Mr. Cragin a.rived at about midnight. We arc all in- 
terested in the plans and prospects of the business of 
silk manufacturing, to which we understand Mr. C.'s 
mission here relates.

SATISFACTORY acttlement has been effected 

with Mr. Wright. The amount of his claim in 
moncy was %523,37. In addition to this he applied for 
a full suit of outside clothes, one muslin R. R. traveling 
bag, No. 9, 1 case (2 doz. cans) of fruit, and $30 worth of 
Fruit stock, mostly grape vines. For Orrin he claimed 
a suit of clothes and onc hundred dollars. ~The Commn- 
nity agreed to pay him $400 and furnish him with tho 
clothes, traveling bag and fruit asked for, and $40 worth 
of fruit stock. It was thought to be no morc than fair to 
deduct from his claim the amount of his expenses out 
West last fall, ashe assumed the responsibility of the 
trip and made it contrary to the advice and wishes of 
the Community. He agreed to this. Ife willleave next 
week, in the meantime visiting some relatives at Dur- 
hamville. 

Orrin now wishes to remain in the Community. He 
has been much affected and apparently under convic- 
tion during the day, weeping much of the time. IIc 
talked with Mr. Ifnmilton and cxpressed his desire 
tostay in the Community./ Ile said he had a sincere pur- 
poec in wishing to stay. "Twasnot because the Com- 
munity was a goed home, but because he believed in Mr. 
Noyes as wedid, and that the Community was the king- 
dom of God. He had talked with his father and told him 
he wanted to remain here. Mr. Wright tried to persuade 
him out of it: told him that he (Orrin) did not believe in 
the Community principles, that- he wanted to stay be- 
cause he had been persuaded to, &e. Te raid that he 
(Wright) did.not delieve in some of the principles of the 
Community, never had and never should. Orrin fully 
sustained to his father his faith in the Communicy and 
his wishtostay. Mr. Hamilton and W. A. IT. afterwards 
had some correspondence and conversation with Mr, 
Wright about the matter. Tle was at first indisposed to 
let Orrin stay ; but he finally agreed to leave him free to 
stay on condition that Orrin should write to him once in 
six months, and Iet him know ifhe was discontented. He 
agreed that such correspondence should be carried on 
under the supervision of the Community, and that he 
would write nothing to Orrin to pretudice him toward 
the Community, or induce him toleave, Ile xlso agreed 
sign acontract relinquishing all claims for wages in ense 
Orrin should hereafter leave the Community. 

In the evening meeting the following communication 
from Orrin was read : 

TO THE COMMUNITY, 


I wish to separate myself from my futher. IT confess 
that Tam not his eon, but belong to the Community, I 
think Ihave hada bad, disobedient spirit ever since I 
went out west. [now wish to join myself forever to the 


cause of Christ and to become obedient and respectful to 
the Community. I confess my soparation from my 
worldly relations. I believe Mr. Noyes is inspired and 
that this is the kingdom of heaven on carth. I would 
like the benefit of a criticism. I confess Christ a spirit 
of meckness. Ornin. 

It was thought there was a spirit of earnestness in this 
note and sympathy was expressed for Orrin in his new 
position, Mr. Hamilton said he should be in favor of 
letting him stay until Mr. Noyes came, at least. The 
change ia Orin was the result of his own reflections 
nnd convic.ions, and took place wishout any interference 
from the Community, No one had talked with him 
since the meeting on Sunday, and he was then in a hard, 
disrespeciiul state. The case is on fateresting one. Tt is 
a batile between the fo.ces of faith and infidelity, and 
faith is proving itself the sivonge:t. 

It appearsthat Mr. Wright was intending to leave in 
the spring, and had been corresponding and making ar- 
rangemiens to that effect. We understand he had written 
tohis wife inquiring if he and Orrin could make their 
home with ber; but she replicd it would not be conyen- 
ient. With his departure from among us we hope to bid 
a final adicu to the spirit of discontent, disunity, ad infi- 
delity. 

Tho case of Mrs. Deborah Knowles was considered in 
the evening mecting. It was thought best before re- 
sponding to her application for membership to adminis- 
ter a criticism ag she requested. This was done, and 
notes were taken and will probably be sent to her.— 
It was thought in conclusion there would beno objection 
to her coming here on a visit. 

A communication from Homer Hazleton confessing 
his purpose to take the Community for his home, was al- 
f0 read in meeting. 

Lady Campbell’s broken leg is doing well. She is 
very cheerful and full-of thankfulness, making it pleasant 
to take cere of her and to mect her at any time. 

The health of the family is buoyant, and we notice that 
colds are less frequent than usual this winter, It is 
cheering to see the vigor and power of the resur.cction 
80 clearly at work, as it isin Mr. Cragin and others. 

The office accommodations are to be enlarged by the 
removal of the bed, and the appropriation of the adjoin- 
ing bedroom. A doorway into the bedroom has been 
cut through the partition. 

The Green House, under the caro of Mr. Kelly and 
Mrs. Scars, is prospering. With its green lIcaves, its 
opening rose and camellia buds, and its blooming prim- 
roses, heliotropes and fuschins, it presents a genial ton- 
trast to the whistling, gusty storm of wind and snow 
outside the doors. Small'and unpretentious as it is, and 
requiring considerable care and labor to keep it in order 
and free from frost, it is a pleasant place to step into 


these wintry days, and refreshes one’s erate of sum- 
mer’s green and bloom. Several of the magnificent Au- 

sta roscs are now in full blossom and fill the house 
with their rich perfume. 
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ITE Bag-bees were brought to a close to-day, the first 

time in cight or ten years, Thesuspension will proba- 
bly be bricf, as it results only from the present light de- 
mand for bags. There is an interesting history of these 
bees which we hope will sometime be written. There 
has been romance in them as thrilling as anything in 
Scott’s Novels. They have been a school of intellectual 
improvement as well as of industry. Hundreds of books 
have been read while thousands of bags have been mak- 
jug. A wide range of literature has been canvassed, 
from Scott and Cooper to Dickens and Thackeray and 
Charles Reade. The last popular new novel and the 
lant Atlantic Monthly have been listencd to while fingers 
were busily stitching. These bees played an important 
part in the solution of the problem of attractive labor.

Going back from the front end, each succeeding 
cutter isa little longer than the onc in front of it, and 
consequently, when the plow is properly held, cuts 2 
little dceper. The plow will cut a groove about half an 
inch wide.gnd eight inches deep. It is provided with 
ordinary plow-handics. In cutting the ice a marking 
plow, with a gauge, Is first used, Tho cutting plow fol- 
lows the groove made by the marking plow. Tho ico is 
cut into square blocks.

~ this afternoon, Mr. Conant went into the shop 
while the machinery was stopped at noon, and wishing 
to grind an axe, asked Jacob, the colored man, to start 
the water-wheel. Jacob did not understand the business 
and raised the gate too high. The consequence was 
that soon the machinery was going uta very rapid and 
dangerous rate. The shop hands in the oflice discover- 
ing the trouble, rushed to the rescue, and the gate was 
shut down and the wheel stopped before much injury 
was done. Some of the bearings to the line shu and 
other mazhinery were loosened and a belt was broken. 
It was a carvless, thoughtless thing for Mr. Conant to 
haye the machinery started without consulting the shop- 
hands, and contrary to the rules of theshop. The affair 
was referred toin the evenixg meeting, and the impor- 
tance of having none but authorized persons meddle 
with the machinery was fully shown. 

The spiritualist ambassador, A. Devine Wright, left fur 
Durhamville this moming.

und had to have some assistance in getting out. He 
appurently received no injury, though Le did not seem 
to relish the experience much. Secondly, one of the 
workmen hada similar bath, Ike took it coolly, which 
considering the state of the thermometer was not sur- 
prising. We understand that Myron came near slip- 
ping in, and in saving himself, was the cause of Old 
Grey's ducking. 

The committee on fruit preserving have decided to put 
up the following amounts respectively of fruit and vege- 
tables the coming season: Sweet Corn, 40,000 cans; 
Peas, 10,000 cans; Tomatoes, 10,000 cans; Strawberries, 
8000 bottles and 1000 cans ; Raspberries, 2000 bottles and 
2000 cans; Piums, 1000 bottles and 1500 cans; Peaches, 
1000 hottles and 3000 cans; Pears, 500 bottles and 1000 
cans; Pineapple, 1000 bottles and 1000 cans; Quince, 
500 bottles and 500 cans; Blackberries, 500 bottles and 
500 cans; Cherries, 2000 hottles and 2000 cans; Pic-fruit 
2000 cans—namounting in all to 87,000 qts.; Jellies of 
various kinds, including strawberry, currant, blackber- 
ry, quince, crab-apple, plum, peach, raspberry, cherry, 
lemon, apple and pineapple, 3,650 pints and 2,450 half 
pints. It should he understvuod that of some kinds of 
fruit, particularly plums, we have a considerable quanti- 
ty on hand. If this is all dispose of this winter and 
spring, some ef the above figures will be increased. 
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WEDNESDAY. 

UR people have reduced the work of getting ice ton 

scientific basis, converting it from a heavy, dreary. 
tedious Job, to a comparatively ensy and pleasant one, 
The cutting machine does away with the old method of 
sawing, which was slow ad diMcult. Two men with 
a horse will now ina short time cut a quarter of an 
acre into blocks suitable for handling. The ice-plow 
does not cut to the fill depth of the ice, but all that is 
necessary to separate the blocks isa blow or two with 
an ice-chisel. Then the loading, on to the aled or wa- 
gon, which used to be the heaviest and most  back- 
breaking work of all, ls now caaily accomplished, with- 
out any direct liNing., From the point where the ice is 
cut out n canal is cat about three feet and a half wide 
and forty or fiNy feet long, extending towards the point 
where the teams come to lond. At the end-of this canal 
next to the teams, an inclined plane, or ice-way, Is 
constructed, of about the aame width asthe canal. This 
Iee-way Is made of five atrips of scantling, twenty five 
or thirty feet long, fiatened equi-distant from each 
other to cross pleces underneath, Upon the upper edgy 
of cach scantling an tron rod, three-cighths of ‘an inch 
in diameter, is fastened, extending the whole length, At 
each side of the ice-way isa guard to prevent the ice 
‘Mocks from sliding off, One end of the ice-way is 
placed in the canal and extends below the depth of the 
ice as it oats in the water, The other end is: clevated 
to just the hight of the wagon-box or sled which is to 
receive the load, and is firmly secured there. 

In loading, one man floats along sections of Ice-blocks 
into the canal and splits them apart with his ice-chisel. 
Then two men, one on each side of the canal, seize each 
block, as it floats past them, with their: iron pointed 
handspikes, and shove it before them up the ice-way 
nearly tothe wagon. Then two other men, with a wood- 
cn cross har, shove it forward into the wagun-box, In 
this way a load of ice is quickly transferred from the 
water to the wagon, The unloading is accomplished 
with similarcase and expedition. Thus the whole work, 
under the prevalence of n good spirit, really becomes 
sport, 

To an observer ata little distance, the operations of 
persons using the ice-plow are somewhat novel, consid- 
ring the time of year—they seem xo much like ordina- 
ry plowing. The old nursery rhyme of Mother Goose, 
rins— 

“ There were three children a sliding went, 
All on a summer's day ; 

The ice grew thin, they all fell in, 
And the rest they run away.”

Same one suggests that this now might be altered to 
There were some men went plowing ice 
All on a winter's day ; 
The ‘ee grew thick, they plowed it quick, 
And drew it all away. 

In the evening meeting E. P. I. was criticised by re- 
quest.

What he most needs is to have his heart more thor- 
oughly pervaded by the grace and spirit of Christ—to 
seck softness of spirit and depth of character.

I hope now that we 
are getting clear of unsympathetic, discordant material 
from among us, we shall be more free to discuss social 
matters here In our meetings, and that such divcusstons 
may enter into our ordivary criticisms; because a mun's 
social state und social practices have much to do with 
his character. My impression is that ——needs help in 
respect to his relations to women; and I think there are 
others in the game position.. I do not know as I can give 
a clear presentation to all the ideas that are working in 
my mind concerning this subject. But [ see there is one 
way of loving a woman, which I would compare to mak- 
ing her your mistress, Ido not mean this in a bad sense, 
exactly. [ have been inclined to think Uhut this was ——'s 
method of loving. In his social relations and combina- 
tions with a woman he has a tendency to make her his 
mistress, According’to my ilea of it, that kind of love 
elevates neither the man nor the woman, It cultivates 
self respect on neither side, und iy not improving. There 
is a much higher standard than that. 

“ By studying Mr. Noyes’s course you will see that he 
does not seck that relation with women. When a man 
marries a woman he elevates his Jove to a higher stand- 
ard than that of treating her as a mistress, Itisa love 
that cultivates more respect on both sides. The story of 
“Dr. Kane's Love-Life,” that we ure reading, shows one 
beautiful trait. The Dr. did not seek te make a mis- 
tress of his sweet-heart—he would not stoop to that, and 
sot] his own honor and self-respect, but was determined 
to rise intoa higher love, consecrated by the sacred bonds 
of marriage. His whole aim was to elevate her and 
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nuke hera holy, pure-minded woman, He was a world- 
ly man and we must take that into account, but his spir- 
it in regard to this matter was refreshing, and something 
to admire and respect. She was much below him in her 
social position, and in her culture and development. 

“ This illustrates what we can seek in our love relations. 
We can seek to raise those we love, up into fellowship 
with God and Christ, and introduce the holy ordinances 
of the church between us us a medium. One very im- 
portant method of securing that end is, in’ all our love 
atfairs to secure some spiritual-minded third party, who 
shall be a medium between us and our sweet-hearts. I 
think persons fail in that respeet, —— has fiiled to se- 
cure good spiritual cooperation. 

“T throw these idens out as something to think of, and 
perhaps we can talk of it again another time. Tum well 
satistied that no one can be very successful and improv- 
ing as a lover until he adopts the higher kind of love.”

There seems to be considerable quilting going on 
among the in-door folks now-a-days.

supper, rather more select than the general course, to 
which a suitable number of the brethren are invited. 
The event is thus made memorable for a season, and the 
recipient of the quilt has the satisfaction of receiving 
with it a pleasant portion of the Community spirit. 

Myron went to Boonville on Monday and sold about 
$700 worth of bugs. We have the unusual good luck 
to have a full assortment of bags on hand to fill the 
whole order. Heretofore, in the casc of nearly overy 
order, large or small, a portion of the bags ordered 
would have to be manufactured before the order could 
be filled. This is the largest order we have ever had. 

This week's CircuLar was highly conmended in the 
meeting last evening. Much satisfaction was expecially 
expressed with Mr. Noyes two articles, and the edito- 
rial on the “ Tighland Penny”. Mr. Hamilton said he 
had wanted this last subject touched upon in the paper 
for some time. The whole paper is very interesting. 

The bag-bees were resumed yesterday, The recent 
large orders are encouraging Indications of jncrensed 
activity in the bay trade. 

Mr. Cragin gave a report of his journey, last evening, 
and of the proposal of Mr. Noyes to get the old horse 
barn ready to start the store by the Ist of April. This 
proposal was received with enthusinsm by the family, 
and we shall move forward at once to prepare the 
building for that purpose. The committee to decide on 
its location met this morning, and all present: were in 
tayor of letting the building remain where it now is.— 
Ii will be more convenient, in many respects, in its 
present location; some expense will be anved by not 
moving it; it will obstruct the view of some scenery 
from the portico, but less pleasant scenery than it would 
hide if moved further towards the present horse barn, 
and if finished up in good style, it will be an attractive 
feature In itself. Being su near it will probably be the 
ineans of relieving us of some of the freight that is now 
unloaded at our front door, sad possibly it may eventu- 
ally be found desirable to remove the present business- 


office to that building. 


It is remarked that the health of the Community was 
never better than it is this winter. Colds, the common 
complaints of winter, are but little known, The children 
share in this general healthfulness, and present  rosy- 
cheeked evidences, of theit good condition. 


This improvement and buoyancy of Community health 
is due we believe to the departure from among us of ob- 
structing clements, and the growing state of unity that 
is prevailing. 

We are conscious of a decided improvement in the 
spiritual atmosphere since the’ sincere elearing by the 
family, the other evening, of all sympathy with the un- 
belicving and disorzanizing spirits that have left us. 


The farmers dispatched their Just load of barley to 
Utica to-day, The amount sold will measure about a 
thousand bushels. On Monday as the teams were re- 
turning home, some of the teamsters gut into a strife of 
running by cach other. One of them run his wagon off 
the side of the road, and got seriously hurt. He was 
taken up Insensible, and remained x0 for eight or ten 
hours. He was cut and brusied considerably about the 
head and face, The doctor, however, says his skull fs 
uninjured, and he will proabbly soon recover. 

This winter is remarkable for its sudden and extreme 
changes, ns well as for the small amount of snow that has 
fallen. Days of springlike milducss are succeeded by 
others with all the snap of winter in them, and these 
again by others sunny and pleasant. On the whole we 
enjoy the freaks of the season, with a considerable de- 
grec of satisfaction: The teamsters would like more 
snow, but on the other hand the skaters probably would 
not. The children find abundant enjoyment on the hiil- 
sides, and drink in some health and hardihood from their 
ont-door sports every day.

I confess my loyalty to the Comununity spirit, 
aud will endeavor to work at any post wherever the 
family place me, according to the best of my ability.

He is very prompt and exccutive in 
his business habits, and has a great deal of foree and 
resolute manhood tn business, Hus licked a litte in 
geome details asa mechanic, is not quite thoroagh enough 
in his arrangements of machinery—is apt to toggle things 
up. He docs not keep his business snug enough. The 
tendency of his spirit heretofore has been toward hard- 
ness. He has had a great deal of pride and Intellectual 
ambition, and the vibration between pride and self-de- 
preciation has tended to make him hard in spirit.— 
There hias been a marked improvement in him the past 
season. Iie is loyal to the Community and Mr. Noyes, 
and his heart seems open to faith. We have confidence 
in him that he will honor the truth in the new position 
to which he is called, and our love goes with him. In 
the course of the criticism Mr Hamilton made the fol- 
lowing remarks: 

“Vardness and pride come from unbelief It is the 
vibration of the mind between egotism and: self-depre- 
ciation that hardens the character and produces lack of 
faith in God, and ennobling faith in one’s self.

No one can ever make 
real heart improvement who has not faith in God that 
introduces hope into his own life, and Iets him see that 
there is noble blood in him through Christ. That is 
is what his JiNed me up; and that is the gospel Mr. 
Noyes preaches. The blood of Christ-i3 poured out into 
human nature, and gives hope and assurance that we 
may become good, noble and pure Jike Christ, and truc 
sons of God. When a person gets in earnest and suffi. 
ciently sincere and refined to appreciate and receive 
such a gospel as this, he will find there ¢ such a gospel. 
The experience that turns into this result is surely good 
for us.”

If the producer and the consumer are related to each 
other as male and female, it Is only neccesary to ascer- 
tain what course of cunduct, on the part of man to- 
ward woman, will fusure the moat permanent bliss in 
the social relation, in order to understand what course 
of conduct, on the part of the salesman (as the repre- 
sentative of the producer), towards the consumer, will 
produce the most perfect happiness in the commercial 
relation. 

Now in the social relation the best interests of man 
requires that he should be considerate and gentle to- 
wards woman; that he should scek her interest and 
happiness ; that his approaches to her should be gov- 
cerned by the laws of attraction; that while it is proper 
for him to call attention to his claims, any thing like 
forcing or extra urging produces repulsion on her part, 
and damages his own suit; that respect and confidence 
are the only sure foundations of love and happiness. 

So, in the commercial relation, the salesman, as 
the representative of the producer, should treat the 
consumg¢r as a maiden to be won and married; should 
pursue such a course of conduct towards her as will 
ain her respect, confidence and love; he should 
ver ectk her best interests as well as his own; in 
presenting his. goods he should avoid all forcing tendcn- 
cies; and his interviews should always terminate with 
mutual satisfaction. Ww. 
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Tae a late conversation in the evening meeting, 
on inspiration, Mr. Hamilton remarked substantial- 
ly as follows: 

“T was interested last night in thinking of Mr. Noyes’ 
definition of inspiration—that it is a “ stimulant or force.” 
Inspiration works in many ways ; I should not wish: to 
say in how many or how few. I was however interest- 
ed in noticing two ways in which it works.. One way, 
and perhaps the onein which we are most accustomed to 
think of it as working, is in giving wisdom and instincts. 
We talk about an inspiration to do this or that thing, ar 
something that has wakened up and stimulated the un- 
derstanding, in a certain direction. This isa true anc 
very important part of the work of inspiration—to have 
our ideas directed rightly and our instincts inspired. 
But the idea is new that it also acts as a general stim- 
ulant to action, like the force of a great watcr-wheel— 
that it is a great force or power. 

“Some of the most interesting idcas I have now-a- 
days, run in this direction. I fcel my limits more in 
the direction of power than in any thing elec; and this 
points me to the resurrection as the great center of 
our hopes. There is the mighty power of God that 
raised Christ from the dead, and overcame death itself: 
There we sec the tremendous clement of force or power 
at work. And in opening ourselves to this clement of 
inspiration, we are opening ourselves to resurrection 
life. It does not matter what direction it takes, wheth- 
cr of business or sumething elsc, the inspiration of force 
ig not the less important. 

“T see that Mr. Noyes fs the source not only of wisdom 
but of power to this Community. He has thrown this 
current of power into Mr. Cragin and madc him a me- 
dium of power to us. This has interested me very 
much, and I wish to be wide awake, and quick in yield- 
ing mysclf to this inspired force. I[ see that God Is go- 
ing to give us prosperity in business not by wisdom and 
shrewdness alone, but by wisdom, shrewdness, energy 
and force combined. I confess my unity with Mr. 
Noycs in this respect. We must be prompt to catch 
hold of inspiration, and respond to it in acts.” 

The seven o,clock readings were resumed last evening. 
The book begun is “ Across the Continent,” by Samuel 
Bowles, of the Springficld Republican, Taking us over 
the line of the coming Pacific Railroad, and through the 
wondrous scenes of the Pacific slope of the Continent, 
it promises to give us much entertainment and instruc- 
tion.

Not leas liable is the salesman, under the diseased 
condition described, to treat the producer without due 
respect. He often dictates the terms upon which he 
shall manufacture goods, the prices at which he shall 
dispose of them; aud these terms are made. primarily 
for his own advantage, and in the spirit which regards 
the producer as his inferior, and without reference to 
the true principle of bringing production and consump- 
tion together with the least dclay and the least expense. 
Many manufacturcrs in the United States are bound by 
written obligations not to scll their goods to the consu- 
incr; othersare bound not to sell their goods to consu- 
mer or retailer except at such prices as will cause the 
goods to pass into the hands of middie-men.

When T feet that the 
Lord sets me to jump at a thing, I expect to get through 
it in some -way. 

“There is a certain principle involved here which i* 
may be well to lay to heart, as it is important to salya- 
tion, and as certain as fate. -God will have long pa- 
tience with us and dig about usand try to make us 
fruitful, and then he requires of us that we shall be in a 
state of readiness to obey his calls promptly and with- 
out a question: and those who cannot obey his inspira- 
tion promptly will find themselves huddled together in 
the rear like the unorganized followers of an army.

Mr Perry's sixticth birth-day was celebrated by a par- 
ty yesterday.

Oneida, Feb, 18, 1866. 


Through the good providence of God I am sixty years 
old to day. Spared beyond the yeara I expected to ve, 
I ace many things to be thankful for, and from this point 
raise my Ebenezer and say, hitherto hath the Lord 
blessed me. Many hair-breadth escapes have I had 
from my youth to the present time. A brother and 
sister next older than myself, both by accident were ta- 
ken away in their childhood, one by being scalded and 
the other by laudanum administered by the nurse 
through mistake. Twice in my childhood I barely es- 
caped being drowned ; once by falling into a well some 


twelve or fifteqn fect deep, from which I crept out alonc 
Thave always thought that the augel of the Lord mut: 
have helped me out. At another tine I fell fron a bont 
on Cayuga Lake; whea Twas golig down for the third 
time an old man caught hold of me und barely save.l 
me. Three times [ came very near being shipwrecked : 
out of six vessels that left port the day we sailed our- 
was one of two that came into harbor, the other four be 
ing lost. I could mention other narrow escapes, bu: 
these arc enough to show the kind providence of the 
Lord tint hag followed me all my days. I was carly 
subject to serious impressions, from ten until twenty two 
years of age, when I was converted and joined the 
church. 

In the spring of 1834 I became n Perfectionist, after 
reading the Perfectionist paper published by Mr. Noyes, 
and, leaving the church I had belonged too, I became a 
member with those who through faith and patience 
have received the promise. My experience since my 
joining the Community IT need not reeapitulate. In 
looking over the past my heart is much softencd and 
my dcsires are being enkindled to run with patience 
the race that is set before me. IT am thankful for the 
privilege of being a member of the OV. C. with Mr. 
Noyes for our leader; the prospect still brightens anc 
my heart says praise the Lord. 


I can say farther that while others at the age of sixty 
are growing old, I feel younger to-day than I did 
ten years ago, and feel better prepared to live or die as 
the Lord pleases. I no longer look at death ns the great 
purifier, but to Christ as my salvation. Iam happy in 
surrounding this table with loving hearts to sympathize 
with. I confess my union with Christ and Mr. Noyes, 
in the great work before us, and pray that from hence. 
forth I may be more devoted to the cause of Truth.

An accident almost of a serious character, occurred at 
Willow Place « few days ago. <A belt having become 
out of order in some way, Douglass Hubbard in trying 
to regulate it got his hand caught and was drawn up 
against the pulley. The belt however broke, and re- 
leased him before any scrious injury was done. 

Charies Cragin writes encourngingly about the silk 
manufacture. Ile says that with the assistance of one 
or two girls, the mechanical part of the business may be 
acquired in three or four. months, without trouble. The 
greatest difficulty, or rather, task, is in learning to judge 
of the raw matcrial. This is where manufacturers blun- 
der oftenest. He says the foreman told him he saw no 
reason why we could not make better silk than any 
one else, as our hands would be trustworthy because all 
arc alike interested. C. writes, “ Every thing goes along 
well so far. Every one is kind and obliging, willing to 
give all the information in their power, and help me 
forward as much as ;ossible. In talking with Mr. A. 
to-day, I described the situation of our building, and the 

room which we intend to devote to silk. The only ob- 
jection that can be made to the room is on account of 
its dryness, as in the first “ winding” if the silk becomes 
dry and brittle it breaks more ensily. But this can be 
remedied without trouble by having a little water at 
hand and occasionally moistening it, We need be at no 
expense whatever, he said, to fix up the room unless we 
choose; and as for the dust and dirt, he remarked point- 
edly, “ Ol! it don’t make the least difference in the 
world how nasty your silk gets, you ncedn’t be afraid 
that the dust or dirt will hurt ita particle, it is thorough- 
ly boiled, in dycing"’—which was just the concluston I 
had arrived at, after a few days observation. 

“ Mr. Swift gave mean account of the way most manu- 
facturers make silk—using Canton stock, which is the 
poorest kind, but being coarse is worked more easily, 
and omitting the “cleaning,” which though important 
is not absolutely essential, and otherwise stighting the 
work so as to sccure a cheap article, But Bottom op- 
crates differently. Ice uscs Shanghai and Japan stock, 
and has it worked in a careful, thorough manncr—the 
result is, his silk is about the best in market. So you sce 
it is providential that we got in here; for after we have 
leamed to make a good quality, we can put up 2nd and 
3rd if we wish.”

Yesterday 
and the day before were comparatively mild, with 
southerly winds and mist and rain; to-day the north- 
west breczes fairly scream over the roofs, and the snow 
that fell during the night is driven in clouds along the 
fields. Tho sunbeams burst through the turmoil of the 
elements occasionally and light up the conflict with 
their golden glory.

R. NOYES, inn letter from New York, received 
yesterday, relative to the business affuirs there, 
writes ns follows: 

The result of my reflections about the relations be- 
tween Oneida and New York is, that the Oncida Com- 
munity must finally cease to consider iiself as a local 
institution, doing business by agencies, and come to be 
an omnipresent body, doing business in propria persona, 
at many points at once, To carry out this principle 
here, we should simply put on our sign, “ Office 
Onida Community,” or even“ Oncida Community” —ne 
I. G. Allen, and no Agency—changing also our bill 
heads &c., correspondingly, and then give some onc here, 
say Theodore, as he ts book-keeper, power. of attorney. 
On this plan the Oncida Community would be present 
here as really as itisat Oncida, with all its power and 
prestige and credit. We could then guarantee and en - 
force contracts, und borrow moncy, just as you can.— 
The only objection thut I sce to this, is, that it gives us 
too much power—more than you can trust us with out 
of your sight. But this is not to be always a baby in- 
stitution; nor are we to be always cramped for moncy, 


either here or at Oneida. We shall havo to learn to 
trust one another, and trust God with our interests, out- 


side and beyond the care and watch of the business 
board of any local Community. As long as I keep 
watch and ward here (which 1 mean to do till our inter- 
ests here are safe and triumphant) there should ba no 
special fear of indiscretions directed upon this poiat— 
My impression is, that we ure doing as safe a business 
here as anywhere, and that Oncida’s great business bat. 
tles for profit and power are yet to be fought here. We 
ought all to feel for a good while to come, certainly till 
we haye accomplished aur dream of a daily paper, that 
Oncida is present here, fronting and fighting the great 
world, not by a feeble Agency, but with her own right 
hand, and that bere is the place where she is going to 
show her strength. 

“The name of the Oneida Community has a prestige 
that ought not to be lost, as we progress in other places. 
It ought to go forth into omnipresence, for the sake of 
unity. Every new Community should be a branch of the 
one Oneida Community. The Community at Walling- 
ford is not properly the Wallingford Community (though 
that term mrny be tolerated in common specch), but the 
Oneltda Community at Wallingford, or the Wallingtord 
branch of tne Oneida Community, which might be ex- 
pressed in :ritials by the Ietters O. C. W..B. Of course 
formalities ue superficial and of sinall account in them- 
selves; but ¢ és rery important that we should get nbove 
localisms in our spirits, and make the Oncida Commu- 


nity an omnipresent unit, ready to throw and ever 
hurl the whole of its strength into ary local point at th? 
shortest notice.”

In the conversation last evening respecting the provi- 
dential manner in which the way is opening for us into 
the silk business, Mr. Hamilton remarked, “I was 
thinking of the silk-business and of our business in gen- 
eral, how that it is taking a cleaner shape than ever be- 
fore. Our business may be said to have commenced 
with the trap-business; but that and the silk-business 
were for a long while under a worldly spirit and admin- 
istration. I trace the starting of our business on a new 
basis, and under the direction of faith in God's guiding 
providence, tothe building of the factory at Willow 
Place. In buying that place and building the factory 
we followed Mr. Noyes's advice. He was the leader, 
and the measure was decided upon during the abseace 
of the person most likely to oppose it, und who repre- 
sented the spirit of the world in our business. It was 
by Mr. Noyes’s advice that we were induced to put up 
the wing of the factory, now used for the mach-inesho; 
and destined to accommudate the silk-business, 

“In this way things have been working until now we 
have our business more under the guidance of inspira- 
tion than ever before. I feel good heart that we can now 
go to work with the idea that it is the Lord's business 
we are called to—that we have got our job from him. 
We can all now have the consciosness that we are at 
work for the Lord. The Lord controls the seasons and 
the clements, and if we are about his business we need 
feel no unxiety as tothe result. Let us all, from this 
day, say weare at work forthe Lord. If weare at work 
for him our pay iscertain, there is no failure about hin— 
he is A. No. 1. 


“Tdo not sce through—do not yet see where we ore 
going fo get the capital to pay for all the niachinery and 
meet all the expenses of atarting and stocking the busi- 
ness we have entered upon, but T expect itis sure to 
come in some way, and Tam not going to worry about 
it, Tam going to live by the dey and without unxicty. 

“We have now tive good businesses from the Lord, 
through Mr, Noyes. First, we have the (rap-business, 
and then we have the bag-business, the silk-business, 
the fruit-business, and the store enterprise.” 

At-the conclusion of the meeting Mr, Hamilton said: 
“Perhaps there are a good many who would like to say 
a word to show that they offer themselves to the Lord 
and dedicate themselves anew to his work. All who 
feel like making a new offering of themselves to the 
Lord, and saying to themselves, to ench other, tothe an- 
sels and the heavens above us, Henceforth wo are the 
Lords servants, will please rise.”

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8 Ruins following letter from E. H. gives n glimpse 0 
life at the Willimantic Commune: 
Willimantic, Feb. 15, 1866. 


Dear Sanat:—Myv first day at Willimantic is ovet 
and now I feel just like writing you all about it. The 
bell rings at half past six o'clock and we have just time 
to cat our breakfast, make our bed, then off to the fie- 
tory, which, providentially, is only a few rods from the: 
boarding-house. Harrict and T worked side by side to- 
day at what they call cleaning the silk. The silk is 
wound from one set of spools on to another, the thread 
passing between two little Knives placed so close togeth- 
er that no knols or coarse places can pass through.— 
This you can sce would cause a great deal of breaking. 
Affer the bad place is broken out the thread must br 
tied again with a peculiar knot. This work is not at all 
diMeult, one person can attend a good many spools, 
when the silk is good. HI. and I have workrd ten and a 

uarter hours ut this business to-day, standing all the 
time, only seating ourselves on an old box that stooc 
near, occasionally, fora litle rest. This forenoon ni 
about eleven o'clock, I felt so tired T didn’t know how } 
should yet through the day, but [ felt good courage in 
my heart, and knew where I could find strength and 
Tite. My tired feelings gradually passed away and to- 
night I feel fresh and strong. 

“The machinery makes suclra nolse that we cannot 
‘alk much, so we have good opportunity for reflection, 
ind I found it easy to-day to think good thoughts, 

“Our boarding-house looks some like ours at Oneida 
hough it is not qnite so roomy. The dining-room is 
very small—hnas only one table that seats only twenty 
virls, so Harrict and [eatin the sitting room’ with the 
nen, of whom there are only two at present, Charles and 
Mr. Swift, our foreman. Our room isin the attic and is 
poorer and smailer than any in the Oncida boarding- 
house, and O how cok it is, but we lie close and 89 keep 
warm. The bed is rather hard but clean. We have 
cnough to cat, and the cooking is pretty good. On the 
whole Iam happily disappointed and feel much more at 
home than I expected to. The factory is warm and 
clean, there is nothing dirty about the work.” 


A letter was received recently from Mra, 8. A. Clem- 
nt, in which she expressed a wish to have the Commu- 
dity hire her husband, in order that he might come in 
contact with our influence, and also in order that they 
aight thus be enabled to live near the Community.— 
Ter proposition was not thouzht admissable, Our experi: 
nec in the past has not led us to think favorably of 
seh halfway connection with persons who are secking 
oursympathy, If persons wish to become one with us 
in the. gospel and life of Communism, it ig better for 
them to stand externally disconnected with us and in 

the attitude of students of the truth, until they are pre- 
pared fora closer union, rather than to seck a mere 
outside connection through the hiring system. More- 
over, persons who are in bonds which prevent external 
union with the Community, should remember that they

may become one with usin heart, and labor with us 
in spirit just where they arc, and furthermore, that 
though they cannot come tous, the Community will 
sometime come to them and loose their bonds and let 
the oppressed go free. The mission of the Community 
i3 to vo forth into omnipresence, and fill the world with 
its life, its power and its freedom. 


The Plank-Road Company, who own the Turmpike 
road from Oneida Castle to Utica, have lately proposed 
to erect a toll-gate near Mr. Adams's house, about one 
mile cast of the Castle—which gate would impose a tar- 
iff on nearly all the travel to and from the Community. 
The project meets with much opposition frow our neigh 
bors, and those who will have occasion to pass through 
the gate, or whose interests would be unfavorably affect- 
ed by it. The Community would also seriously regret 
the erection ofa toll-gate at that point, and propose to 
join with others in parchasing one mile of the west end 
of the Turnpike now owned by the Plank Road Compa- 
ny, and at last advices the sum of $1000 had been agreed 
upon as a compensation ; for which amount the Plank 
Road Co. will also guarantec that no toll-gate shall here- 
after be crecied, west of the Willow Piace Trap Factory. 
The Community expect to.pay at least onc fourth of the 
ubove sun, 

Mr. Hubbard came over yesterday for his annual 


‘stipend towards the support of his father and mother. 
-He thought the Community should pay as Tryphena's 


share $100, but the sum of $75, was finally agreed 
upon. It should be understood that the Comnunity, 
several years ago gave Mr. ITubbard written promise to 
pay him $50 a year for the above object, and he urges 
that the increased cost of living entitles him to the ad- 
vance asked.

Miss A. M. Ifutch has commenced taking lessons in 
yook-keeping, In the ofice. She is to devote two hours 
a day to the business at present. 

E. H. writes from Willimantic: “There are about 
twenty-six girls in the factory. They are a good and 
inte‘ligent looking set of girls. They were quite anx- 
ious to sce me in my short dress, so last evening J put it 
ov much to their amusement. Some of them liked it 
very much. We arc in hopes that we shall be able to 
wear them in the factory by and by.” 


H. E. A. says, “ Last evening the girls said they want- 
ed to bear about our home. We answered their ques- 
tions and gave them the O. C. Pamphict to read. None 
of them ever heard of the O. C. before C. came here. 
They all treat us well. We feel that the angels have 
us in charge.” 

In last evening's mecting, Mr. Hamilton referred to the 
iarge amount of attention that has lately been given to 
crochet-work and “tatting,” especially among the young- 
cr portion of the family. [He questioned whether it was 


not being carried to an unprofitable extcat, and divert-: 


ing attention from more important and useful employ- 
ments. It was not very enlarging to the mind. Ii: 
thought the taste for ornamentation might find a better 
scope in the bag business, for instance, and so be brought 
futo the public service. 

A letter was reccived to-day from 4 man in Massa- 
chusetts, inquiring if he could find employment on our 
farm. He is somewhat out of health, and thinks if lc 
could get out of the city and work on a farm for a couple 
of years, and “could get with a congenial society of pec- 
ple, where he could throw off all restraint and act natu- 
ral, he could be perfectly happy.” He isa spiritualist, bas- 
a family “who are all ina measure harmonious, whea 
nithing happens to disturb their equanimity.” Is a bar- 
ber by trade, has worked at coloring photographs, and 
on farms both in this country and South America, and 
is twenty-three years of age, &e. We are hardly pre- 
pared to employ him. 

A bag order was received yesterday but we have 
been unable to learn the amount. Several small trap 
orders have also been received within a few days. 

There have been but few reportable events since yes 
terday. The fimily generally scem in good spirits. — 
Allare busy as usual. There is much interest felt in 
Mr Noyes’s project of a purchasing agency, ad in the 
general aspect of things at New York.

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ope, grand thaw of the winter is now in progress. 

The warm south wind has been blowing strongly 
and steadily for more than fity hours. The snow in the 
valley, except where it is drifted, is gone, and it is fast 
disappearing from the hills, The creck is high, overfl ow- 
ing most of the Cragin meadow and chafing against the 
plank walk. The ice is breaking up, but has not yet 
{at eight 8 o'clock) begun to move. A rain storm ap- 
pears to be now beginning. We shall hardly have so 
great a flood as Inst year, from the fact that the amount 
of snow to be melted has been fur less than then. 

Mrs. Thayer's school of employees, on the 20th pre- 
sented her with an elegant silver cup, as a token of their 
appreciation of her labors, and of their interest in the 
school. We undcrstand tho school is well attended and 
popular among them. 

The bag-business is in a prosperous condition at pres 
ent. The sales during the present month have been: 
thus far, three or four hundred dollars greater than dur- 
ing the whole of February last ycar, amounting to somc 
$1400 or $1500. The number of hands in the shop Is 
being increased. Eight hired -men and five women are 
now employed. The opening of the trade this year is 
more promising than ever before. 

Mr. Insice reports a prosperous state of things in the 
wmachine-shop. The castings for the silk machinery 
have not yet reached us, but will probably soon do so. 
A full set of five machines is to be made to begin with; 
viz.,a winder, a cleaner, a doubler, a spinner anda 
stretcher, Mr. Inslee thinks it will take about two 
months to get up the machines after the castings are 
ready. 

Mr. 8. W. Nash has been appointed assistant in the 
Green-house and flower department, to fill Mr. Kelly's 
place during his absence. 

The bridge at the Foundry was finished on the 19th. 
It is built in the same style as the new bridge over the 
Oneida Creek, and is nearly fifty feet long. The atten- 
tion of the carpenters will now be turned to fitting up 
the store.

which this American empire is marching. Beginning 
at Plymouth Rock, and ‘laying its dynamic foundations 
among the granite hills of New England, the Puritan 
civilization will yet, perhaps, reach its most conspicu- 
ous development amid the majestic scenery, and under 
the glorious climate of the Pacific coast. All who are 
interested in the Pacific Railroad should read this book. 
Its central thought and purpose is to stimulate interest 
in, and to show the importance ot, this zreat enterprise. 
The point in the book which seems to ug most narrow 
in statesmanship and social philosophy, is where tne 
author treats of the Mormon question. Contrary as 
their social system is to the spirit of highest civilization, 
it may be doubted whether the attempt to destroy it by 
legul and governmental repression, is the wisest course. 
It is more important for the nation and its government 
to become representatives of that civilization and right- 
eousness, which can judge the spiritual principality of 
Mormonism, than it is to merely destroy its exterior 807 
cial order. Bring the spiritual root to judgment and all 
that is offensive in the outgrowth will pass away.

My heart 
is full of cheerfulness and courage, and [ have found it 
easy to realize my union with Christ and you all, ina 
way that has fully satisfied my heart.” 

Myron reports sales during the Inst week, of hats, silk, 
bags, fruit, &c., to the amount of some $1200. 


The weather after clearing the Jandscape pretty thor- 
oughly of snow and the creek of ice, and made a vigor- 
ous attack on the frost in the ground, seems to have 
repented itself, and has gone vigorously to work repair- 
ing the damage done to the wintry aspect of things. 
The mercury this morning is down to 10, and the ground 
is all white again. 

In the business-meeting yesterday, G. W. Hamilton 
was appointed to ascertain whether the engine boiler 
needs inspecting, and if so he Is nuthorized to employ a 
suitable person to do it.—The subject of getting castings 
for a “stretcher”, to be used in manufacturing silk, was 
considered, and it was proposed to have Mr. Cragin go 
tu Willimantic and ascertain the best, terms on which 
they ean be obtained and order them. It appears that 
the niachine is a newly patented invention and is owned 
by accompany. The cost of the machine is only $350, 
but the right of using it to the amount of working up 
100 lbs. of silk per week, costs $1000 more. Manufuc- 
turers pay $5,000 for its unlimited use. Tt appears to be 
necessary to have the machine if we would make first 
quality silk, and compete with other muanufacturers.— 
Further effort is to be made to dispose of our stock of 
agricultural implements yet on hand: Messrs. Camp- 
bell, Worden, Clark and C, A. Burt were appointed a 
committee.—It was proposed that we adopt a cheaper 
mode of supplying our people with spectacles, by buy- 
ing the bows and glasses in New York and fitting them 
up ourselyes.—An arrangement is to be made with the 
Shakers, in respect to using the pea-shelling machine. 
as they hold a patent on it, upon which our unauthor- 
ized use infringes. —The Hat manufacturer at the Castle 
proposes to give us 8 per cent. on sales and let us seli 
all the hats he makes. No answer has yet been made 
to the proposal. 

The Bangor Daily Whig and Courier, has republished 
the article on the Oneida Community in the Hoening Post, 


and coupled the Post's cdltorial remarks into its editorial 
columns, giving no credit in the latter instance. 

The editors of the Springfield Jtepublicen appear to 
have observed the article in the Ecening Post, for they 
begin an article this week on “Co-operation in Labor” 
with 9 reference to the Community aud the facts as to 
our financial success. The paragraph ends in the tol- 
lowing characteristic style:— The moral condition of 
these Communities is vitinted by a false theory of mar- 
riage, the fruit of which ina few years must inevitably 
be the general degradation of the members and the 
breaking up of the communities themselves. All past 
experiments of the kind teach the same lesson. The di- 
vine law of marriage has never been detied without 
bringing social misery and ruin, and never can be.”— 
It would be interesting if the advocates of the present 
social system would point out.their exact authority for 
assuming that that «system is founded on divine law.— 
The term, ‘divine Jaw of marriage,” has an imposing 
sound, but it stands much in need of a truc definition: 
Under the Mosaic law, a man ws permitted to have 
more than one wife, and in the Christian dispensation 
of the resurrection there is no. marriage. But where 
between these two does the special divine enactment 
come in on which the present social order is so irrevo- 
cably based? Did the Primitive Church in passing out 
of the marriage system, either Jewish or otherwise, into 
the no-marriage of heaven, enter a state of “social mis 
ery and ruin’? And when the will of God, which tol- 
erates no marriage in heaven, is done on earth, will it 
be attended with such disastrous results as the Repubdlt- 
‘an predicts? Won't the editors and social philoso- 
dhers look into the matter a little more closely? 

Mr. John Flawherty has sent us the ten dollars, con. 
acience money, which he wrote about soine time ago. 

A letter from Mr. Noyes, was received a few days ago, 
in which he criticised the infellectual and spiritual en- 
certeinment at the celebration of the 20th, as a rather 
heavy and sleepy affair. Weare glad of the criticism 
and feel relieved by it. There scems to be a tendency 
to routine in the formal mode of toasts and responses 
which does not favor inspiration, and Mr. N. suggests 
that we shall have to invent a new style of social orato- 
ry. The profane way secms no better than the pulpit 
way.

Te was an interesting account 
of some experiences of our heroic brothers in theis 
Canada campaign, not heretofore reported, together with 
a description of that portion of the country they tray- 
ersed, and of the Kanucks with whom they came ia 
contact, especially of note:| trappers, and of others with 
whom our friends formed acquaintance, not omitting 
to mention Father MeKillican and his genial compan- 
ion, both nearly 70 years of age—their“ splendid girls— 
bright and Intelligent, obedient and industrious,” and 
pointing out the general and special results of the excur- 
sion. We would like tu make copious extracts trom the 
lecturer's MS., but space forbids; yet we hope room 
will be found for the following closing paragraphs: 


“Cunada my Canada.” 


I yote for her—with her granite hills, her primeval 
rocks; her evergreen forests ; her blue-eyed lakes, pure 
nnd beautitul, mirroring forever tho skics of God in 
their liquid depths; her sturdy trappers, plonecrs and 
Jumbermen ; her farmers ; her Scotch hearts and hands; 
her beautiful, strong, magnetic daughters. 


Land of health and hardihood, 

Land of the northwest breezes, 

Land of snow and the long, stern-faced winter, 

Land of the moose and the caribou, 

Land of the deer and the beaver, hunter's and trapper's 

land, 

Land of the rude shanty by the margin of Inke or river, 

Land of the moccasin-shod, dark-eyed Indian, 

Kanuck’s land, my land forever and ever. 

In conclusion I would express my thanks to the Com- 
munity and to God, for that chapter in my Jife which I 
lived in the shadows of the Canada woods, among the 
rough hills, and by the firesides of her simple-hearted 
people.

The camellins have also been d source of 
much enjoyment to beholders, The plants in the green- 
house all look remarkably healthy and repay caro with 
their deep green, thrifty follage, as well as with flowers.

The letter was 
very friendly in its tone.

A hint has been given to the Ex- 
press Company, to the effect that if more regularity and 
prompiness are not exercised, in the transportation and 
delivery of the papers, we shall possibly deem it advisa- 
ble to give the job to Uncle San. 

Our supply of seasoned fire-wood is nearly exhausted, 
and we have to turn to green wood aga substitute, Past 
experience hus shown that seasoned wood is the most 
gconomica!, A large supply is being split and piled for 
next winter's usc. 

The weather begins to give signs of approaching 
spring. The days grow longer, and the sun's rays daily 
occome stronger in their genial, loving power. There 
an subtle influence in the atmosphere that hints of the 
coming of mugnetic days. 

Mr. Campbell concludes to aturt for Canada to-morrow 
morniag, In order to have more time there before the 
Reciprocity Treaty ends. After the 17th of March 
a duty of ten per cent. will be imposed on all furs com- 
ing from the British Provinces. 

We notice among the minor cventa of to-day that 
some of the folks are busily engaged changing their 


quarters, which seems to be one of the pcriodical inci- 
dents of Community life. It is found desirable to de- 
localize persons on the sinall scale as well as on the 
large. And this change. of rooms from time to tiny: 
tends to quicken the circulation of the Community spiz- 
it and throw people into new personal surroundings. 

Carriv Macknet called on the surgeon the other day, 
and found that the sprain in her ankle was rather more 
scrious than she at first supposed. Thorough band ging 
and rest will, however, prubably soon restore it to its 
normal condition. 

Buckwheat cikcs were discussel, verbrly, in the, 
mecting last evening. Some pcople have scruples about 
eating them, deeming them unhealthy. The general 
feeling, however, seemed to be in favor of them. In 
some parts of the country buckwheat is a staple food of 
the inhabitants for six or cight months in the year, and 
we never heard that any deleterious results followed iis 
use. It is sometimes said to be heating, and to produce 
humors in the blood, this however, we understand, is 
due to a small hull that adheres to the grain, and which 
may be removed before grinding, if proper care is cxer- 
clsed. It may be questioned whether the excessive use 
of butter and syrup with buckwheat cakes has nct 
more tendency to produce the humors complained of, 
than the buckwheat itself. A newspaper article lately 
stated that some men, engaged in intellectual pursuits, 
testify Unat they can labor longer without nervous ex- 
haustion, on a meal of buckwheat than on most other 
food. Buckwheat, we believe, is allowed by chemists, 
to be rich in phosphates, and hence is especially nutri- 
tive to the nervous and mental tissues, and stimulative 
of procreative power, 
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i eke young men called here on Tuesday. Both of 
them were bornin England. One came from New- 
York, the other has been living with the Shakers at 
Mount Pleasant, Ky., for five months. They wished to 
become acquainted with the Community, and offered to 
work for their board. If we could not employ them 
they wished to find work in the neighborhood where 
they could have access to our publications. It was con- 
cluded to let then work a month. At the end of that 
time if we are satisfied with them, we may possibly hire 
them. Martin gives them employment on the farm. 


C. C. H. was criticised last evening for a bad, disobe- 
dient, corrupting spirit in social matters. His case is a 
very scrious onc, and shows the power of false love 
In hardening the heart, and letting in darkness of 
spirit and disease of soul and body upon its vic. 
tims. Mr. Hamilton used great plainness and se 
verity in criticising C., and we trust that he wi! 
be able to fully recover himecif from the snarm of th: 
devil into which he has fallen, and become a thorough- 
ly earncst and God-fearing man. A report of tho criti. 
cism will probably be forwarded to the Branches, in 
writing. 

Mr. Campbell left last night about 12 o’cloc’s, for Can- 
ada. 

A letter was received from Mr, Mills, yesterday, 
through his Syracuse lawyers, It had no date, but ap- 
peared, to hnve been written some time atter receiving 
ue money sent him some months ago, and before recviv- 
ing the last payment. (It should have been mentioned 
that Mr. Hamilton went to Syracuse the day previous 
to the 20th, and paid Messrs. Sedgwick and Andrews 
the balance owing to Mr. Mills, and thus cancelled all 
vur obligations to him.) IIe acknowledges the receipt 
ot the former sum. Says he had no right to expect it 
vefore it was due, after what had occurred, and announe- 
vs that he will not be out-done by Mr. Noyes in cultivat- 
ing friendly business relations, but will do what he can 
to extend the sale of our traps, or buy furs for us, &e. 

March comes in “like a lainb,” to quote the old prov- 
erb, + The south wind again prevails, and the snow is 
disappearing from the fields. 

Small fruit and bag orders were received to-day. The 
ales of apples during the past month have amounted to 
$156. 

A letter was received to-day from John Gage of Vine- 
land, New Jersey, making inquiries with regard to the 
fruit-preserving business. He wishes facts as to the cost 


of buildings, upparatus, and gencral expenses of carrying 


the business on, &. He also inquires if we know of a 
man who can be hired to ta’e charge of such business 
and will invest stock in it. He speaks of their not being 
able to plow the morning he wrote on account of a hard 
frost. 

There is not much news of an outward character to 
report to-day. There is much going on of an unreporta- 
ble nature, criticism and heart-searching, whose re- 
sults will sometime appear in improved character, and 
so be reported in living epistles, known and read of all 


men. 
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PLAIN letter of criticism has been writtun to Mrs. 

Chesbro, condemning her course after leaving 
here, and warning her not to represent that the O. C. 
have any fcllowship with her in her present spirit. Af. 
ter leaving here she spent several weeks on her way 
home, in visiting, preaching, proselyting, attending balls 
&c., all ina foolish, fanatical way. She was sincerely 
criticised while here, for her fanaticism and excessive 
tendency to talk and teach. But instead of taking the 
criticism she appears to have disregarded it entirely. 
It also appears from her letter that she is involved in 
social lonsness with a physician, She xcems to be a rep- 
resentative of New York. Perfectionism, and manifests 
some of its most repulsive traits, She has been request- 
ed to visit the Community no more while in her present 
spirit. The Oncida Community has always sct its fuce 
steadily against such works and such a spirit as Mrs. 
Chesbro has manifested, and always will. 

A friend of Mr. Perkins, from the other side of Oncida 
Lake, is here ona visit. He has been in the army, 
where he lost an arm. 

The conversation last evening turned on the present 
disturbed state of the national affairs. It was thought 
that God was humbling and criticising the nation and 
working to destroy the cuntidence of the people in 

nere human government that has no reference to tie 
inspiration and leadership of God. The government 
seems to be crumbling and becoming disintegrated, pre- 

aratory to a new advance of the nation, and tho turn- 
ng of its heart to Christ. In this view of the matter it 
sto be regarded as a good thing that the people are in 
wouble, and made ashamed by Presidential foolishness, 
nnd the work of reconstruction gocs on slowly, It is in 
yain to hope that the old system of government will be 
restored, with no higher guidance than President and 
Congress, and no higher principles of statesmanship 
than those contained in the Constitution of ’37.  Inspi- 
ration must be recognized by governmental authorities, 
and eriticism-and obedience to the truth must take theie 
place in the halls of Congres3 and among the people, be- 
fore peace aud quietness will come to tic national heart, 
and its affairs be settled in righteousness. 

The birds begin to make their appearance. We havo 
reports thal robins, blue-birds and phebes have been 
seen and heard. 

Mr. Hatch tclls an interesting story about the way in 
which he has been supplied with spectacles. Some 
time ago he founrl that he needed some new spectacles, 
but hesitated 40 ask the financiers for the means to get 
a pair. Le thought he would wait on the Lord about 


the matter, and expect to be supplied in some way.— 
He liad been in this: simple-hearted, faith attitude for 
some time, without any indications of the way in which 
his want would be met. The other day he was at 
work at the hen-barn, making some nests for the hens. 
On taking up some hay to place ia one of the nests, his 
hand came in contact with a small roll of hay and pa- 
per, sticking out of whichthe end ofa bent spectactes-bow | 
was visible. On unrolling the paper and hay: the other 
purtsof the spectacles were revealed. They were black- 
ened and rusty but a little scratch showed them to ve 
silver, On bringing them home and cleaning them he 
found that they were good spectacles und exactly what 
he wanted. We regards the whole affuir as an instance 
of providential care, and instructive and encouruging 19 
faith. 

The carpenters have begun work on the Store, and 
teams are busily engaged drawing stono for the founda- 
tion and basement. 

The reign of mud has begun. To-day the mercury 
stands at 44 and signs of rain prevail. 

Our heurts were electrified last evening by the report 
of Mr. Noyes’s talk at Wallingford on business, Success 
to the new business principles which are being devel- 
oped. 

Mr. Jones is somewhat disabled and requires an assis- 
tant in the care of the furnaces. L. B. Jr. is at present 
officiating in that honorable capacity. 

An order for preserved fruit was received this morn- 
ing amounting to $100, only $40 of which can be filled, 
from the fact that our stock of tomatoes is oxhausted. 
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epee conversation last cyening reluted to the question 
of social morality. Mr. Hamilton introduced the 
subject by the following remarks: 

il In criticising individuals, sometimes, we talk about 
their being loose in social matters. I think in this con- 
nection we might profitably inquire what constitutes 
true chastity, or what in the kingdom of heaven, is the 
true standard of morality, that should govern person: 
in their social relations. What is the opposite of this 
looseness we criticise? This is an important question 
There are principles of morality and chastity that gov 
ern in the kingdom of heaven, and in the Community 
as distinct and imperative as those which prevail in the 
world. What is considered in the world to be truc 
chastity? Itis marriage faithfulness and ‘the bed un- 
defiled.’ Now I can sce that the essence of all that, is 
in our system, and that the principles of morality and 
purity are more stringent in the Community than in the 
world. God isa jealous God, and the truth is jealous, 
and makes no compromises, 

“In thinking of this matter, I can see that Spiritual- 
ism and New York Perfcctionism, and all those false 
spiritual principalities that press upon us from without, 
are characterized by what we term looseness. The 
original, independent Perfectionism that Mr. Noyes hud 
to come out against, was especially characterized by 
looseness in social matters, and insubordination. Mr. 
Noyes told us some time ago that we must beware ot 
New York Perfectionism ; and that it would be reach- 
ing out, and secking to assimilate with us. I don't 
snow but the temptation to looseness that we have been 
riticising in some of our young folks, hus been caused 
»y a baptism from these fulse spiritual principalities. 

Mr. Hamilton illustrated this spirit of looseness by re- 
‘erring to Mrs. Chesbro, whom he considered n type of 
New York Perfectionism.) 

“Tam certain that the Lord hates looseness. He has 
his standard of chastity und morality, and he is jealous 
in regard to obedience to it. 

“We have our attention turned especially at the pres- 
ent time, towards being effective and. faithful in busi- 
uess. Well, our social state and character has a direct 
bearing upon our business relutions of all kinds, both 
outward and inward; and we cannot doa better thing 
for improving our business habits and cfiiciency, than to 
haye a true standard of social chastity and faithfulness. 

“The self-righteous world calls us a brothel. It don’t 
believe it is possible to have a state of Communism in 
property and the affections, separate from looseness and 
‘icentiousness. But we are showing the world that we 


are models of economy and order in regard to tho man- 


agement of property; and Tam sure that we shall be 
able to show also to all, that in regard to the affections 
and relations of the sexes, we are not licentious, but are 
improving characters—are governed by higher princi- 
ples of morality, and are more faithful to the laws of 
chastity, than society under the marriage system. We 
have found a way to unite the freedom of Communism 
with the utmost purity of social relations. 

“The glory and beauty of the inarriage system of the 
world, does not consist in the mere play of the affee- 
tions—in the strong action of passion or magnetism be- 
tween male and female. There is. beauty and power in 
all this. But it does not constitute the glory and right- 
eousness of the system in God's cyes or in the cyes of 
worldly morality. That glory and righteousness, con- 
sists in the action of passion and magnetic attraction in 
obedience and faithfulness to certain established rules.— 
It is the subordination of the affections to obedience and 
faithfulness, that is glorified under the morality of the 
marriage system, and the thing which God values and 
approves. And in this thing it will be found, sooner or 
later, that we are far in advance of the marriage system, 
and those who uphold ft. I believe the truth will be un- 
folded, in regard_.to us on this point, in a way that will 
shut the mouths of nll objectors and satisfy all intelli- 


gent inquirers. 


“The idea of the marriage system is that the body of 
the wife is for the husband, and the body of the husband 
for the wife. But do we necessarily come into a state 
of licentiousness where the principle of ownership ceas- 
es? Far-from it. The social order of the kingdom of 
heaven makes the bodies of all belong tothe Lord.— 
Not only the spirits but the bodies of both men and 
women belong tothe Lord. And if we would come 
into fellowship and freedom with each other and the 
heavens we must be faithful and subordinate to that 
great principle. We must love without taking each 
other from the Lord. We must be the Lord’s represen- 
tatives and agents with each other. This is the oppo- 
site of all loosencss, and the very highest obedience to 
principle. 

“Under the marriage system we find men and wo- 
men growing up side by side, full of magnetic power 
and beautiful attraction toward cach other. But the 
Lord says to them, ‘Hands off, till you are marrircd,’ 
And su he says to us, ‘ If you want freedom in love you 
must first become established in principle.” We cannot 
have freedom until we come into the spirit of the Lord, 
‘Where the spirit of the Lord ts, there is liberty.’ That 
sentiment is worthy to be engraved in letters of gold. 
In the light of this principle, it. is prostitution for 
a man to draw a woman's heart away from the Lord, or 
for © woman to draw a inan’s attention to herself. The 
essence of prostitution consists in putting a thing to a 
use below what it was intended for. We should set the 
Lord always before our face, and any kind of influence 
or fascination which tends to subvert that principle, is 
pros utigg us to lower and degrading purposes, 

now if we go to the Lord he will teach us how to love 
without prostituting, either ourselves or the objects of 
our love, but on the contrary our love will become ele- 
vating and refining.” 
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N the meeting Saturday evening, Mr. Hamilton re- 
ferred to the fuct that many of the leading members 
have been drawn off from Oncida, to serve in other 
places, and said, “ What is the meanimg of all this, and 
what are the consequences to follow? I look upon it in 
this light: There isn general promotion taking place. 
Certain persons who have held Ieading positions here 
arc called to other spheres; and their places must be 
made good by those who are left behind. We must all 
calculate to move right up, and have confidence in our- 
selves and extend confidence to others. We must put 
away all childishness and amall-heartedness, and have 
no affection tur sweet-heart or baby. that shall cripple 
usefulness; but cach one count it an honor to be consid- 
cred a soldier ready to be handled as the Lord wishes. 
“ We should expect that the grace of God will abound 
in all directions among us. I feel like extending confi- 
dence to individuals, and expect that they will behave 
well, and do better thay they have done in the past, and 
become good soldiers. .The spirit of criticism and judg- 
ment is working, to be sure; but instead of crippling 
persons, that will set them free. I see that this is the 
result of the criticism that Is working, and Tam glad of 
it. I find itis good for mo to enlarge my heart and 
stand up boldly, expecting the grace of God will be 
fruitful in ime. That fe the only way In which we can 
mect Christ and filfill God's expectations, We must all 
be wide-awake and receptive fo the Inapiration God 
gives us. ‘It is in that attitude that persons behave well, 
and rise out of temptations into harmony with the truth, 
The Lord will not have much to do with us uniess we 
stand in that attitude, He cannot pour his Spirit into 
us If we are shrinking and standing back, (ll of small. 
heartedness and distrust. [feel like exhorting every 
one to stand up straight and be strong in the Lord, and 
take no counsel from fear and unbdcliel 
“We have got to press right forward and fll the places 
those persons have vacated who have gone to Walling: 
ford and New York. Persons may tind themselves 
called upon to fill places they had not even thought of. 
But let us not limit the grace of God. Instend of this, let 
us do justice to the labor that has been bestowed upon us, 
God hns been at. work a great while; and Mr. Noyes 
has labored with us falthtully and given usa great deal 
of truth. I should like to sce a spirit of genuine ambi- 
tion among us, that Mr. Noyes may see the result of his 
labors and be satisfied; and that the Oneida Communi- 
ty may be a splendid medium of power and inspiration, 
and a witness for the truth.” 
Mr. Hamilton thon read the 12th chapter of Mlebrews, 


and remarked that ifthe chapter had been written te 
us, it could not have been more appropriate in the gen 
eral tenor and spirit of its exhortation. 

In the business meeting yesterday, it was thought 
there was no necessity this year of going throagh with 
the usual formalitics of business orgunization for the 
season. Persons are filling Into their right places, anc 
all scem willing to go where they ure wanted. Mr 
Kinsley and Mr. Woolworth were appointed distribut 
ing committee. 

Mr. Aiken, 8. K. Dann, If. M. Hutchins and Mrs. 
Conant, were appointed n committee to investigate the 
matter of getting © knitting machine. A new machtue, 
apparently a very satisfictory one, is now offered to the 
public tor $65,00. 

Mr. Burt and W. A. Hinds were appointed a com- 
mittee to tnke such steps as are deemed advisnble, in re 
spect to getting o patent on Mr: Burt's machine fu 
cutting green corn from the cob, 

Machinery tor making bag trames and bag ornaments 
is nearly ready for use. It was voted that G. W. 
Hamilton employ several hands, by hiring, if uccessary,. 
and begin the business. 

Mr. Burt was tendered a vote of thanks for his long 
and faithful service in the distribution of help. He is 
now turning his attention to the machine-shop. 

W. A, Hinds reports that our use of rubber rollers for 
shelling peas, is no infringment on the Shaker Patent. 

On Saturday we contemplated writing a paragraplr 
about the fine weather we were having—how warm it 
was, how the snow was gone, how it had rained ono 
night, how the grass was beginning to show its (ender 
green amid the brown of the lawn, &., &c. We have, 
however, concluded to defer the matter, at least until 
the present snow-stonm is over, and the northwest 
breezes blow Iess vigorously.

Iam trying to learn how to 
yield myself simply and utterly to the spirit of obedi- 
ence. Iemcertain thot that will transform me and 
make me what God would have me.”

About this time the 
dealers and trappers began probably to find out they 
were not quite equal to the Newhouse Trap. Mr. New- 
House courteously referred the stockholder to that chap- 
ter of the “Trapper’s Guide,” in which are given the 
testimoniils in favor of the Newhouse Trap. He ac- 
knowledged that we had the inside track in’ the busi- 
ness.‘ Our people did not give him any definite encour- 
agement that they would purchase any of his stock,

as that at the South, T want to face the truth. T hope 
there Is better material to build upon in the South than 
some of these alarmists would lead us to think. I re- 
ceived the impression from Alfred after his visit to Wes- 
tern Virginia that there was something better about the 

»ple there than we would infer from the extreme 
Northern views. My own opinion is that we had bet- 
ter keep our minds clear from the strong prejudice 
shown in such papers as the 7ydune and Independent. 

“IT cannot help respecting the high-toned morality 
and steady adherence to principle of such men as Sum- 
ner, Garrison and Wendell Philips. I cannot but think 
that the Lord is working through this class, and that 
he is introducing the great constitutional principles of 
heaven into the society where such persons labor; but 
still I have a feeling that there isa hard clement of Ie- 
gality in these men that stirs up and provokes to wrath. 
They do not speak the truth in love. At any rate there 
is something about them that makes it desirable that 
we should not take them into too close tellowship.

Oncof the lady Shakers observed to Me. Hinds it was c 
pity that our Community being so near right should 
fail on one point.

Communes. 
The project of buying one mile of the road, fromm the 


Castle eastward, and so avoiding the inconvenience of a 
toll-gate, seems likely to succeed. The sum aske:l for 
the roadis $1009. 3942 have already been subscribed, 
including $250 by the O. C. The subscription paper is 
still in circulation, and itis hoped that the balance of 
$58 will be raised without diMculty. 


The fruit-growers, in using paper grape-boxes,. last 
season, found them quite unsatisfactory in some re- 
epeets, When transported Jong distances, the grapes 
sometimes get bruised a litte, and the jrics wetting the 
paper of the boxes often does much damage to the fruit, 
To obviate such difficulties our people have hit upon a 
plan for making wooden boxes, which are cheap and 
casily constructed, and are likely to be much more ser- 
viceable than paper ones, They are to be papered on 
the outside and will thus presenta neat appearance.— 
About two thousand are to be made, The papering of 
them will be performed by some of the women.

0° life, that was not open to the Community spirit, an:t 
a tendency to insubordination, particularly in social 
matters. He never seems tu have opened his hear: 
thoroughly to the Community in a way to be vitaliy or- 
ganized into it. His spiritual life has been more or Ies< 
dormant and negative, Ifis social insubordination was 
prrticularly dwelt upon. Tt was thought he needed te 
Ve in earnest to put himselfin the attitude of obedience. 
and take some one as his head. The general feeling was 
that he is improving. It wus also thought that some c: 
his bad experience during the past year had resulted fron: 
his being associated and iden/ified in business with an 
outside workman. Mr. Hamilton made the following 
remarks: 


“T agree with the remark that Danicl, where his deep 
est interests arc concerned, fs not positive, ashe is iv 
outward things, but scems to be waiting for somcthing 

»be done for him, He is waiting for God to do things 

oe him that he should do for himself, Daniel is a very 

Merprising man tn business; be has excellent Judment 

ad ig very observing.; He may not be exnetly what 

“ou call scientific, yet he is apt to examine closely into 
he causes of outward things pertaining. to hia business. 
Now he needs to have the same kind of enterprise in 
deeper, spiritual things. Tthink he has an insabordi- 
nate, reckless spirit in social matters. Ife has let the 
evil use him as a tool for working temptation in others, 
ind has drifted along without manifesting much parpose 
to be edifying or conservative in Lis influence. [fe has 
caused me a good deal of anxiety in the past, but lately 
{ have been feeling more hopeful and better towards 
aim. Thaye been tempted to look forward to the ap- 
proaching campaign in business with some dissatistie- 
tion aad unpleasantness when thinking of the depart- 
ment Daniel is connected with. In thinking of the 
‘spiritual state he wasin, it seemed to me it would be 
juite unpleasant to be mixed up with him as much as I 
should have to be, if Tymave as much attention to that 
department as T wished to do. 

“T have been feeling that his spirit has been changing ; 
and T have an impression that the new, practical organi- 
zation that we are coming into, is going to help such 
persons as Daniel.

1) the meeting last evening in conversation on the 

the conditions of Communism and salvation, Mr. 
Hamilton said: 

“Communism and fellowship with one another can 
only come as we are saved from selfishness. Salvation 
from selfishness it appears to me comes in this way : be- 
fore we can be saved from selfishness we must find 
some person, some society, government or powcr, that 
we have confidence cnough in to yicld our whole ile te 
it or them and say, ‘ Here we are, take us and do with: 
us what secemeth to you good. I don’t see how per 
sons are going to be saved from selfishness until. the: 
find some such power or person to which they ca: 
yield themselves. I don't believe the spirit of reform 
that has its roots in universal benevolence will save 
people from selfishness. And the reform that cannot 
xaye a man from selfishness will prove to be superficial. 
The great central assertion ef seltishness is, ‘1 belong 
to myself. My business is to first seck my own good, 
and make all things, as far asIam able, work for my 
welfare and happiness.’ The opposite of all that is 
what we must attain to; we must assert that we belong 
not to ourselves, but to God and Christ and the powers 
above us. Such is the only road I can sce out of 
selfishness, 

—‘ Now the question is, [ow can one get out of self: 
ishness who does not believe practically in God and 
Jesus Christ, and in the work Christhas done tor and in 
humanity’ All these reforms that are based on any 
lower and less radical standard than the one Christ pre- 
sented will, it seems to me, never nmount to much.— 
Indeed I have no confidence in reforms that are based 
on universal benevolence. They are superficial in the 
ends they seek, and in the love and works they manifest. 
The spirit that believes in Godis the only onc sure to suc- 

eed. 

“ All folés require to make them happy is to get rid of 

elfishness. They must tind a good power they can yield 
aemselves to, and inatend of working for themselves, 
0 to work for some body else. But, manifestly, you 
‘annot work for a power you have na confidence in.— 
And this leads to onr definition of what it is to join the 
Communily or the kingdom of heaven, — Persons cannot 
join the Community until they see it in such a light 
that they can give themselves to it wholly, and say: 
‘Tere Lam person and property, and you ean do just 
what you choose with me. If I can serve the interests 
of the truth better standing outside, [nam content to do 
4o. I have such entire confidence in the Community 
that 1 can put all my interests into its hands and go to 
work fur it.” That would be what I should call joining 


the Community. And by such a course a person would 
get ont of seliishuess. 

— Suppose a person were to come here and see all the 
happiness and comfortable surroundings that the Com- 
munity has secured and given to us, and should be seiz- 
ed with a desire to share in them? That is not really 
secking to join the Community. “A trac joining of the 
Community is the attaining of such confidence in it and 
is religion, government and central spizit, that you will 
bolilly surrender your dife to it. 

—“T believe that under, God Mr. Noyes will drill the 
Community till we shall all feel that we do not belong 
to ourselves; and we shall carry oul that cidea so thor- 
oughly and perfectly that we shall gain the entire conti- 
dence of the world. We shall show them an organiza- 
tion that_ they can give themselves to, with perfect 
sulety, This is one view of the calling of the Commu- 
nity, and one which kindles my ambition.” 


We are having a thorough spring thaw, and altogeth- 
er arainy, misty, muddy time. The snow has all disap- 
peared except where it has been heavily drifted. — 
Every thing betokens the approach of spring. We feel 
it in the atmosphere, in the sun's rays, in the increasing 
mildness of the nights.

We soon got them laughing ovei 
the matter, and I guess they felt better when we Icft.— 
At another store they thought they were out of pocket 
$10 a day for expenses. 

“ We found the clerks in another place having 4 mer 

‘'y time over an incident that had just occurred in the 
4ore. The store was built with two rooms at right 
wngles and fronting on two streets, A woman came in 
ind called for some article, but the price did not suit, 
ind afer banteringawhile she went out without purchss- 
ing. On going out it seems she passed around she cor- 
ner on to the other street and went into the same. store. 
The same clerk seeing her hastened to wait upon her, 
at the same time changing his countenance as much as 
vossible. She called for the same article as before, and 
he named the same price. She made no objections but 
took it and went out, not discovering her mistake.”

The principal furs to be picked up at thi< 
season are those caught by the Indians. The whit. 
trappers, ns a gencral thing, dv not begin spring trap 
ping till sometime in April.

And now there is an- 
other revival begun, and this doctrine of salvation from 
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sin may be preached, and there may. be another sciec- 
tHion made from this ingathering. In this way we can 
sympathize with the revival as one of the Lord’s meas- 
ures, 

Mr, Eltix.—Mr. Noyes prophesied there would bee 
revival after the close of the war, and it seems to be 
coming on, 

Mr. ILenilton.—That is another intercsting thought.— 
The war was vatrile between the progressive spirlt 0! 
liberty at the North and the barbarism of the South, ir 
which the Norih conquered ; butit was a gross kind o4 
contlict such as we had to keep out of. The revival is 
perhaps a more refined method of carrying on the strug- 
gle. The work of the revival follows the war; and 
probably the work of Pertectionisin is going to follow 
the revival. Weare certain that all these great cvents 
are going to culminate in the kingdom of heaven.” 

The following note from 8. B. C. was read last eve- 
ning in the mceting : 

I have had some thoughts of late on the subject of 
specinl love, or salvation from it which I would like to 
express. I have felt thankful for what has been done 
for me and for the Community in this respect, but have 
found myself hungering and thirsting for full salvation.

They will want a large quantity this year, 
and will give an order on my return from the west.

year at this season. The hired women number seven.

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i the meeting last evening Mr. Hatch spoke of the 

experience he had had in dealing with the colds te 
which the children had been supject of late, He 
thought a spirit came in afer the children were taken 
down that was very different from a quict faith spirit — 
He was led to study it, and was convinced that therc 
Were two spirits at work; one taking Mr. Noyes’s view, 
that sickness begins primarily in the spirit and should 
be treated in that direction, and the other looking main- 
ly to the body. 

Mr. IT. read some passages from the New Testament 
to illustrate his meaning and then said: 

“Tsee that Christ in his dealings with persons who 
were sick looked altogether at the spirit, and hardiy 
consented to say any. thing about the body. In the case 
of the man who was sick with the palsy, it is quite notica- 
ble that Christ did not ask him a word about his body. 
but merely said, “Thy sins be forgiven thee.” This 
made me desirous that we should be in earnest in ow 
dealings with the children, and instead of looking at 
their bodies, learn to luok to Christ. I have found tha‘ 
whenever we have done so, we have been successful: ° 
hope we may as a Community turn our thoughts to 
Christ, when our children arc ailing, and ask that they 
may have faith, and that we may have faith for them. 
The parents should stir themselves up to faith for their 
children. Iam satisfied that if this could be done, it 
vould be of great help to the children. I remember Mr. 
Noyes once remarked that if we would be sucecsstil wo 
nust strengthen the center. I thought this was the 
vay to look, in order to help Mr. Noyes. We know he 
voks at the spirit, for the cause and for the cure of sick- 
ress, I wish to offer myself ancw to Mr. Noyes’s faith 
snd hope. 

Mr. Hilton —You will reatily see by studying the 
New Testament, that Christ's object was not merel y to 
neal diseases, but that this was merely secondary—a 
means to an end. Christ's miracles were means by 
which he sought to get at the spirit aud internal lite — 
He frequently told persons not to mention what he had 
done for them, and forbade them to speak of it. Heal- 
ing the body, in his view of it, was merely a superficial 
thing; and, as Mr, Hatch says, if we get our atiention 
merely upon healing of the body, we are not sympa- 
thizing with the Lord. Frequently the Lord providen- 
tially makes use of suffering of the body, as. means of 
softening and chastening the spirit. If wo wish to be 
in fellowahip with Christ we should take that view of 
it, and try to keep the children in a good spirit. 

Mr, Wooteorth.—I have great confidence in the truth 

as a medicine for the body as well as fur the souL— 


“The truth shall make you free”; free from disease 
from sin, and from bondage to bad spirits, fronxy weak- 
ness, ignorance and foolishness. The truth is a good 
medicine for every thing that folks are’ afficted with.— 
I find myself more and more in love with it, and have 
growing confidence in it as applicable to all conditions 
in all cases. It can be applied externally, internally, and 
elcrnally, Ihave great confidence in criticism, that is 
sincere and truthful, and given in love. I sce when it is 
taken and given in love, its effects are almost instanta- 
neous. Instead of creating soreness or despondency I 
observe in many cases the effect is right the opposite: it 
gives life, hope, strength and salvation. Ihave an am- 
bition to be a good physician in administering the 
truth. I wish to be a physician of Christ, administer 
the truth so it will “go to the spot” as they say. I be- 
lieve every one of us can get that art. 

At this point the subject was changed, and Mr. Ham- 
iltou remarked: “I have been awny to-day, on business ; 
and I find the more I come in contact with the spirit of 
the world the more I appreciate my calling as a member 
of this Community. The life of the world seems very 
superficial and aimless. You do not seem to meet any 
love of the truth, or desire for righteousness, improve- 
ment and growth in goodness. The most that you sec 
is love of moncy, anda great deal of bad principle. I 
notice that persons make a pene of goodness and truth. 
And then there fs a great deal of trouble too, outside, 
as busincss is dull. me persons do not know which 
way to turn, and their happiness seems to center entire- 
ly in the success of their business. I fully sympathize 
with the iden that Jove of the truth should claim our 
attention above all things else. I feel like taking home 
this saying of Christ's as applicable to business as well as 
every thing in life: “Seek first the kingdom of God 
and his righteousness.” Seek first the constitutional 
spirit of the kingdom of heaven, and ali these things 
zhall be added. 

Mr. Kelly—While I was at the New York Branch: 
Mr. Noyes remarked that we should overcome the love 
of moncy by substituting the love of faithfulness and 
thoroughness in business. :

Our present system of cash payment was not very 
popular with our customers when we first started it, 
but by representing to them that we adopted it from 
principle we soon gained thelr confidence, and secured 
to ourselves the very best class of customers in the 
country. I think that this experience should encour 
age us in trying to carry into practice the new princi- 
plies that Mr. Noyes is bringing out. 

I belicve it is the destiny of the Community to revo 
lutionize the worldly systems of trade, and. introduce : 
system of its own, based on true, scicntific principles. — 

The present movement scems to be In this dircction, 
ind I confess my hearty sympathy with it, and my de- 
dre to help carry it out. L. F. Dunn.

If women become take. up with the love of mer 
and men with the love of women, and their hearts get en- 
listed in this way, it is death to spiritual growth. I fee 
very much inenmest avout this lishility, and 2m dis- 
yo ed tobe watchful and careful, and see that this re- 
suit does not tnke place Hit cv be avoided. 

We know all true prosperity is founded on Toving Gor 
first and having the heart fasiencd permanently on spit 
itual things. But when persons come here into this free 
social almosphere, there is a tendency for them to hav: 
their attention too much taken up with their social rela 
tions, and so get their hearts turned away from Christ 
and deep spiritual things. Those who stand as repre~ 
scntatives of the Community spirit, must study this sud- 
ject and sev to tt that their influence gocs to tum the 
hearts of these individuals in the right direction. We 
nre responsible for much of the influence that comes 
upon them. 

I don’t think it isa good pian to surround men o1 
women, who come here and join the Community, with 
a great deal of attention and love, sons to make their 
hearts feel fat, as though they had come into a place 
where all they needed to do was to sail along and enjoy 
themselves ; for that is not so: they bave got to go into 
the judgment, and their hearts must be purificd from 
pleasure-secking and selfishness. I think at the presnt 
time, that some persons arc suffering from the diversior 
of their attention from deep spiritual things, to their so- 
slal experience. There porsons ara not sont horo for 
their own pleasure, or for ours, bat for tho glory of God, 
and if wo love them, wa miatin sons way keop them 
in the fire of Judgment fora good white. That is the 
universal rule, [don't believe persons can come hero 
trom the world without its being nesa3sary for thom to 
co through a good dealof sllexamination, in ordlir to 
rvecome fit vessels for holding the new wine of the king- 
lom of heaven. Of course, there must ba sonic venture, 
ind persons must get into the water if they would learn 


oswim. But Tihtnk wecan doa great deal toward 
velplng these new members, and guiding them in the 
‘vzht direction. There should be a great deal of chas- 
ity and continence on the part of the Community to- 
vardathiachyar

As te the objects of the organization, Iam not very 
well posted, but this much I do know, that the boyshave 
no private cnd in view; the proceeds from the sale of 
the fur going into the general treasury.

Mr. Noyes talked aguin on business last cyening. Tlic 
nomination of Mr. Cragin as Commissioner to sell prop- 
erty, was unanimously ratificd, and Mr. Cragin madc 
oath to be faithful to God and inspiration in the exercise 
of the duties of hisoMca The following were Mr. 
Noycs's remarks at the opening of the discussion: 

“T tind that the Pentecostal text T have been preaching 
on will carry us clear through; that it contains In it all 
the doctrines, really, that I have put on to that poster of 
“Business Principles.” In the first place there ts, “sell 
all.” They sold their goods and Inands, and of course all 
dead property. So far asthe universality of the sales 
went, that point is evidently in the Pentecostal text; and 
it is implied and necessarily involved in it, that they put 
the prices down to the lowest figures, and on all dead 
property invited the luyers to fix their own price. So 
it is evident at once that low prices were included. Pre- 
payment was also a part of the arrangement. It would 
never have done for them in selling goods and lands to 
have taken notes, or sold on credit. They wanted the 
cash to lay at the apostles’ feet. When lively business 
is going on you must have cash. [tis not said or hinted 
that they brought any notes or accounts to the apostles; 
they brought the money, Therefore the doctrine of pre- 
payment is in that example. 


“T don't think we can do better than plant ourselves 
firmly on that good old example and stick to it, consid. 
ering ourselves a Pentecostal Church, and remain so 
forever. The business among the primitive ellevers 
was conducted in the most convenient manner; those 
who had property went and sold it themselves, Our 
circumstances are a iiitle diferent. We have come into 


n state of Communism, where our business is the busi- 
1.c83 of a single family, and we hold our property in 
common, Doing business in an organic way under such 
circumstances it will be necessary that we appoint some 
man as our commissioner. And in order to commit 
ourselyes to the day of Pentecost principles, it is expe- 
dient that we should invite God to appoint a commis- 
sioner for himself, whose business shall be, to see what 
ought to be sold and then sell it. 

“Tamay say that we tdividually deliver our property 
to God, and that in one sense it is important for us to 
do so. A man docs but half own property unless he 
has the power of transferring it. Mere possession is not 
ownership, and God cannot be said to own our property 
here unless he can swing it where he wants it—unles: 
itis in such a state that if he wants to (transfer it for oth- 
er purposes, he can sell it. Ownership is not complete 
until it gives transicrrability—cntails are not complete 
ownership. So fur as our property gets into a shape 
where we cannot transfer it, or into land that we dg 
not transfer, to. that extent we lose the ownership of it. 
Property in that shape is but half as available as it 
might be if we held it where we could turn it. I want 
our property clear from all incumbrances and in the 
hands of inspiration, so that God can really own and 
use it as he pleases. I want to svc it free from our cov- 
ctousness and stickiness, I am not afraid that God will 
squander It, or Icaye it to go to waste. Ihave much 
greater confidence in him than in landed titles. [fhe 
gets it into his hands he will make it the most useful to 
us and to mankind. 

“T feel alittle anxious about giving such power as has 
been proposed to Mr. Cragin. He isa good man and I 
have great confidence in him. I don’t know of anybody 
T would put into this office sooner than I would him; 
but it is a great and very important office. If he stands 
as the agent of God in the matter, he will be sure to do 
sonicthing, and likely as not he will do something that 
will make 9 panic in the Community. But I am pre- 
pared to risk it. What I want is, not that he should 
look out for the interests of the Community, but for the 
interests of God, and ifhe is going to be sworn in I am 
going to swear him to act for God in regard to the prop- 
erty of this Community.”

His first day in office was 
signalized by the sale of the steam-engine, for the sum 
of $1050. It was sold toa man in Clinton, He had 
met Mr. Clark and learned from him that we had an en- 
gine for sale and came over at once to examine it. Ie 
called at Willow Place yesterday aNernoon, and Mr. Cra- 
gin happened to be in the office there at the thac. Mr, 
C. jumped into the buggy with the man and they drove 
overto the engine. The man brictly examined it, and 
inquired the price. Mr. Cragin said $1200, The man 
said he could only give 81000. Mr, C. offered to split 
the difference. No. Mr. C. told him he could have it 
for 1000, if he would deliver it at Clinton himself No, 
he had no teams. Mr. Cragin then offered it for $1050 
and we would deliver it. The man agrecd to this, and 
the engine was sold in five or ten minutes aftcr they ar 
rived from Willow Piace. 

‘The work of removing the engine to Clinton has al- 


ready begun.. It is desirable to have it all transportec 
while the roads are in a good condition. 

The Petrie land ts sold; thirty-two and seventcen- 
hundreths acres. Price $100:per acre. %775 were paid 
down; the balance is to be paid between May and Sep- 
tember 1.

A large amount of enthusiasm prevails in the family 
with respect to the proposed auction, and every one 
considers himself or herself a member of the committee 
of the whole, to hunt up dead property that can be sold.

The conversation last evening was on a variety of top- 
ics and somewhat fragmentary in its character. We 
will give some paragraphs: 

Mr, Noycs.—While I was getting out the poster, “ An- 
tidote to the Cholera” &c., I seemed to come in contact 
with a diabolical spirit that brought a headache upon 
me, with which I suffered tremendously for three days. 
It was not a natural physiological affair, but a spirtual 
pressure producing headache, toothache, &c. I emerged 
from it and havo been consctously more free In mind 
and strong in brain than ever before, But I was tnter- 
ested to-day to notice that when. I turned my mind to 
fixing the poster for the proposed auction, I fell in with 
the same spirit, and was avain struck in the head with 
the saine sensations, I had the headache and toothache, 
and general nervous torment. ‘Ihe heart was at peace 
and all right, but the brain and nervous system scemed 
to be thrown into. the fire. The thing happening so in 
both cases in connection with the attempt to get out a 
poster, makes it a rather curious and interesting fact.— 
Jt will-bear some study. 

My impression is that the devil, the evil one, the rep- 
robate spirit that is keeping-charge of this world, isjealous 
of my getting out before the public, or of my doing any 
thing that points in the direction of a push towards pub- 
licity. Itis the effort of that spirit to keep all things 
quict, as the sailors try to do when their ship gets on 
fire; they batten down the hatches and try to keep the 
smoke from coming out, and are very jealous of the 
blaze, and determined not to let it come out in sight.— 
Such seems to be the devil's theory about me. But 
sometime or other I shall be a public man.

Mr. Cragin.—I guess the devil only hits the shell, and 


perhaps he will make it all the easier for you to get out 
after all, 


Mfr, Cragin,—I feel that we are making good progress. 
in breaking our way through the financial embarras3 
ments that surround and beset us. But I don't want te 
be let up, and gravitate back into a state of unccncern 
T desire to keep wide-nwake to do God's business, ane 
not styp until we get out of debt, nor then cither. 
want to learn to do business on n great scale, and handh 
and get possession of munkind, and be at home in ali 
circumstances. 

And here I will make a remark. Some have dcci- 
ded to give up little articles of fancy, such ns fingcr- 
rings, and scum to feel a new spirit immediately after 
deciding upon such a step. Now I consider finger-rings 
dead property, utterly needless in every sense. Pins, 
that are useful for hulding the ends of collars, inay be 
serviceable to some extent. But I don’t believe the time 
lias come for us to wear finger-rings, which are cre 
ornaments and an inconvenicnee to the hands when at 
work. For myself, 1 had rather wait till Mr. and Mrs, 
Noyes set us the example.

3 the mecting last evening we noted the following 
paragraphs of conversation : 

Mr. Noyea—I should advise the new commission to 
rely mainly on preaching the general principles of the 
Gospel of the day of Pentecost, and not much on per- 
sonal demands. I don't like to have the impression of 
our genéral doctrine on this subject frittered away by too 
much talk about personal and individual matters, and 
small puttering with watches, rings, and such things. I 
should hope the truth finally would tcar open the hearte 
of all, in such a way that whatever is right in these 
things, will come freely and not by dunning.—I think 
we have reason to be thankful for the movements that 
are being made. I see by adding up, that we have dis- 
posed of property within the weck, that gives us extra 
funds to put into our business and mect demands to the 
amount of over $10,000. The figures I believe make 
out just about $11,000. 


Mr. Crayin.—Mr. Noyes is in favor of our selling 
house-lots to our work people. If we do anything 
about it, we ought to have a good Commilttec for the 
purpose of examining the subject, and determining the 
Iccations where we would wish to scll such lots. I 
would suggest Mr. Hamilton appoint such a Cominittec 
to-morrow night. 


Speaking of the auction, Mr. Hemilton said: “ Mr. 
Noyes remarked that if we get free from covetousness 
ourselves, it will tend to remove covetousness in those 
with whom we deal. [have been interesied in think- 
ing of that to-day. I see that will be the way to handle 
masses of men. We must become in spirit what we 
would inake other men. We must be 9 great reservoir 
of the spiritual fascination we wish to throw over 
them.” 

Mr, Noyee.—Thatis a very important idea, All kinds 
of spirits are catching, and the spirit of Pentecost among 
the rest. If we are fairly taken down by that spirit, we 
have every reason to expect there will be a great contn- 
gion of it that will spread all around us. We see what 
in outburst there was from the heavenly world 1800 
yeara ago, of the spirit of true Communism. There is 
no reason for doubting that God will'send forth that 
spirit aguin in the same power, This will be un antl 
dote to the Cholera, a counter check, n counter move- 
ment. [ want to have the Oneida Community take this 
for its ambition: tu keep up within itself, and in all its 
branches and organs, at New York and Wallingford, 
and steadily press upon the world, the genuine spirit of 
the day of Pentecost—Communism with God. That fs 
the fundamental principle of the Communism of the day 


ef Pentecost-—Communism with God; and from that 
growing out into Communism with one another. It 
was the assurance of faith that would resolve mankind 
into onc family, as far as things admitted, and have 
faith take full: possession of the hearts of ail. It is the 
business and ambition of the Oneida Comniunity to be- 
come the constant embodiment, reservoir, and medium 
of that spirit, flowing out and pressing upon the world 
‘around, and holding on patiently, and quictly, ‘in faith, 
till the zreat barriers of covetousness give way, and the 
masses of mankind areund us are swallowed up in the 
same spirit. Then all the capital that is now held it 
the servicc of selfishness will flow into the hands of God. 

Now whatever you want other folks to do and be, de 
and be yourselves. Give place to God in your hearts 
and minds, and don't be afraid that he will make fools 
of you or Iead yen into fanaticism, or that he will waste 
your property. We have taken the principles of the 
day of Pentecost, and worked them out by a close analy - 
sis, and put them into ordinary language in those four 
principles of business, and one of the wisest business 
men In this vicinity—Mr. Henry Wilson—pronounces 
them sound.: It is sure to be found that everything that 
Christ and the Primitive Church did, was sound. It is 
perfectly safe to risk all upon their principles.

N the conversation Thursday evening, Mr. Noyés 

made the following remarks: 

Mr, Noyes.—Mf any body will take the principle that I 
have been insisting upon, that we should be free and 
anxious to sell, and be very chaste about buying, I 
shonld be perfectly willing to risk the whole of our 
financial operations without keeping accounts, for our 
own benefit. I know we should get rich. I have no 
doubt but that if we should steadily pursuc that princi- 
ple and sell off all dead property and keep our produc- 
tions or staple manufactures well sustained, we should 
clear ourselves from all mortgages and debts in a very 
short time. 

IT think it would be well in this connection to discuss 
what our policy should be about tenant houses. Tiere 
are two courses we can tuke. Onc isto go on putting 
up tenant houses and renting them until we get a great 
village of tenants. The other way isto cncourage our 
employces to buy lots and build their own houses, or 
get us tu build them and pay us for them. We might 
encourage those tenants we have over across the ercek 
to buy their houses and lots, and let us keep 8 part of 
their wages until they are gradually pald for. Theso 
are the two policics before us, and it is a fair question 
Which it is best for us to follow. 

Mr. Burt.—TI think this isa tair question, and a great 
deal is inyolyed in it. The present system throws 1 
heavy expense of building upon us, and thus we are lia- 
Vie, from time to time to have our houses unrented, and 
sy getno profit from them. On the other hand get 
inen to build and own their houses and we are free from 
all liabibities and risks. 

Mr. Noyes.—If we place a village off as far as the 
Hitchcock farm I should bz a3 willing to have people 
own their houses as not. If we cannot control 
them by moral and spiritual influences I shoald not ex- 
pect to control them by house rent. Tiere are several 
disadvantages in going on with the present system and 
keeping possession of the houses we build. We should 
haye to get such houses insured or else run the ris’ they 

“are exposed to by men we cunnot control and are not 
insured themselves in heaven. That is one objection to 
furnishing houses. Another is, that it is a notorious 
fuct that it takes © very sharp, hard-hearted man to 
make money a3 a landlord, or to get what he ought to 
have, to make himself whole and cover all the repairs 
and liabilities from tire, &c. And then I may say it is 
not according to our policy or In keeping with our 
principles, to go on and cover the land with little tenant 
houses for single families, Wo expect to build great 
Communities. I had rather if we have got to make use 


of the system for n time, leave it to somebody else to 
build and take care of such houses. This system of lit- 
tle tamilies living in houses by themselves: belongs te 
the old concern, We can spend our time, talents and 
means in something better than putting up isolated 
cottages for other folks. Andat the same time it will 
b2 a good thing for those who live nround us in this iso- 
lated way, and are likely to for some time to come, to be 
encouraged to buy, and live in their own houses. It will 
be an advance for them beyond jiving as tenants and 
paying rent. It would inercase their civilization, inde- 
pendence and self respect, and really bring them nearer 
the state of actual communism. 

So it would not only save us great trouble and respon- 
sibility, but it would benefit our tenants. And if our 
three water-powers are well employed we shall. be atle 
to give employment to a great many werk-people in the 
trap, silk and bag businesses. I hope in time to see a vil- 
lage built up on the Hitchcock farm. Every thing seems 
to favor it. I think it would be good policy for us, in 
our minds at least, to lay that farm out into village lots, 
and perhaps invite persons who want to come and live 
near us to buy there, Such persons could labor for us 
in our factories, or could raise small fruits, and perhaps 
lurge fruits also, for us to use in our preserving depart- 
ment. Idonot know why we may not offer folks a: 
good advantages for making a settlement there as they 
do iu Vinciand. There are more chances of getting u 
living and of building up a village where there is a wa- 
fer power than in such a place ns the Depot. Except 
for their railroads they have no special advantage in 
sich a place as the Depot, while we have three good 
Wwater-powers ; and the Hitchcock farm lies midway be- 
tween them and convenient to all. Jt isa good place 
lor a village. 

T would go on if T could and sell what we have already 

uilt, We must keep in mind that just as fast as wo 
alld up a village around us, we are making customers 
aor our store, xs well as laborers in our work-shops. I 
suppose the whole scheme depends upon our being will- 
ag to scl and on our being liberal enough to sell freely 
and wisely. I think you could casily get up an ambition 
among your tenants to buy and own their houses, I 
know it would be a reul advantage to them.

I believo we can, and that God will give us 
grace. I know Mr. Noyes struck an effectual blow at 
covetousness and selfishness in the late move in re- 
gard to selling out whatever the Lord may wish sold.— 
T am anxious to co-operate with Mr. Noyes and carry 
out his policy effectually, and secure the results that 
his moye anticipated. I believe God is more interested 
in this than in the miner point in regard to our securing 
a good income from the sales. IIe is looking for the des- 
iruction of the works of the devil, so a3 to make room 
for his coming kingdom. Jt is our work to destroy 
selfishness, so that God's kingdom can flow in. The 
work has commenced here in our midst. In a sense we 
have failed as a firm doing business on a worldly basis. 
And now we have made an assigninent of all our prop- 
erty to God and Jesus Christ. Wheno man makes an 
assignment he has no control of the property after that, 
unless it is as an agent. Itis in the hands of the as- 
signee. We have made an assignment of our property ; 
and hereafter We are attending to the business as agents 
of the Lord, to whom the property is made over. I be- 
lieve he will give us his spirit to actuate us in doing bu- 
siness for him. He will help us fix the prices ina way 
to secure the end he has in view. 

The annual dispensation of house-cleaning began yes- 
terday.

NOTES OF LAST EVENENG'S CONVERSATION. 


Mr. Woohcorth—I was thinking to-day of our new 
business principles, and of the proposition that we 
should adopt pre-payment, nas soon as possible. I 
thought Fshould like to get Into Mr. Noycs's spirit, and 
have true faith about this matter, and not look st it 
through unbelief and the spirit of the world. I wow 
look at it in the true light. Tam satisfied there is an im- 
portant revolution involved in this movement, But T 
don't want to see any bug-bears that are not. there—not 
any that unbelief suggests, at any rate. Every such im- 
portant principle as this, before being adopted, has to 
encounter 9, certain amount of opposition from unbaief, 
The devil is always ready to throw cold water upon it 
and make it look very formidable. 

Mr. Ianilion.—W. A. TE and Thad a consultation to- 
day and made a little beginning. in the direction of pre- 
payment. We coneluded to put on all bills going 
away, atter this time, an offer of one and a half per 
cent. discount on all remittances made immediately on 
the reccipt of the invoice or bill, I believe that is, sub- 
stantially, what dhey are doing at the Agency. Proba- 
bly we shall print something on the bills when we arc 
fully determined what to say.” Tam inclined to think 
it would be a good resolution to begin with, to trke all 
the funds we receive in pre-payment and use them in 
pre-payment again. 

Mr, Cragin.—are you now buying on the thirty days 
system for any department ? 

Mr. Hanillon—We have not made any dccided 
change in policy. We have not bought much lately, 
and are not fairly up with the old thirty days accounts. 

Mr. Hindsx—Do you think, Mr, Cragin, we had better 
adopt the policy of pre-payment, immediately ? 


Mr. Cragin.—My feclings run in that direction. The 
more I think about what Mr. Noyes said to the family 
and to me, the more anxious Iam to have a beginning 
made. I should like to have the family go into a com- 
mnittee of the, whole, and have all our business men and 
women make this a matter of prayer, and seck to know 
the best way of pleasing the powers over us, 

Tam anxious to push the'sale of Janded property as 
fast. as we can. I would like to have bills got out very 
soon, offering the Wilson place, saw-mill, foundry, cte., 
and also the stone quarry across the creck on the Wa- 
ger farm, for sale. I have a strong inclination to adver- 
lise. [have got by any sensitivencss in refference to 
having it known that we are pretty: heavily saddlec 
with debt, and are anxious to sell off all: unprofitable 
property in order to’ pay our debts. [don't Know but 
we are going to be called upon to sacrifice our reputa- 
tion for being wealthy, and so lose our credit. We have 
had the credit of being so wealthy that it would be safe 
for any onc to trust us even to the amount of 250,000. 
It is just as safe now as it ever was, for we should meet 
all obligations some way. But perhaps we have had too 
much pride and worldly feeling about our reputation 
and the trust people reposed in us, and may have looked 
to man too much, and not enough to God, to sustain our, 
character as a business Community. I think it-has been 
the fact that we have rather dropped down upon our 
landed property as the basis of our credit, in stead of re- 
garding it as resting in God and Christ. I am now pre- 
pared to be stripped of everything and have no credit 
with the business world, and be obliged to pay cash 
down for everything we buy. Weare agreat deal bet-. 
ter prepared for this now than we were cighteen years 
igo. This ts of course looking at the case in an extreme 


light. But at any rate I want the inspiration of God to 
sontrol us hereafter in both baying and selling. 

Thad some reticctions to-day, in reference to our past 

*xperience, that were profitable tome. When we have 
veen prospered in business our wants have multiplied 
in proportion. Our expenses have increased without 
inspiration. Perhaps God is now putting us throuch 
i discipline calculated to prepare us for handling any 
amount of money without being contaminated and hay- 
ing our personal wants multiplied, or becoming puffed 
up in any way; learning us to handle his property as 
mithtulagents and scrvants. We must attain to that 
state where we can have any amount of property 
vrommd us and net be tempted to any thing that is not 
jictated by inspiration. That is the state for us as a 
fommuinity to attiin. Ttis the purpose of God and of 
{r, Noyes that we should have a great business in Now 
Zork, and make a great deal of moncy without being in 
Uc least contaminated by the handling of it.

Sales at auction on Saturday $1254,89. Sales at the 
Tontine Salesroom $56,57. Two cows, two half-blood 
calves, and some other property were disposed of at pri- 
vate sale after the auction, making the total sales 
on Saturday about $1500. The agricultural implements 
sold generally at fair prices, anil the cows brought near- 
ly their value with two or three exceptions. The mu- 
sical instruments, bee-hives, and some other articie* 
weat at very low prices; but, on the whole, we have 
reason to be satisfied with this commencement of the 
annual sales. The audience was neither so large nor 
respectable as we could have desired, which may he ac- 
counted for partly by the fact that there were at least 
three auctions in operation at the same time within’ the 
distance of a few miles, and partly by the fact that. it 
seemed to the public hardly possible that the Commu- 
nity should have an auction excepting for the purpose 
of selling useless articles, and their poorest cattle. All 
think another ycar will witness a much larger crowd. 
The auctioncer repeatedly informed his. audience that 
the Community intended to have sales of this kind un- 
nually, and no doubt the idea will be cireulated for 
scores of miles around before another Auction and Fair 
takes place here. The goods in the Salesroom were 
well arranged, and excited no little admiration.— 
Many of the men wished they had brought their wo- 
men, and many of the women wished they had “only 
known and told their neighbors.” One table was cov- 
ered with a fine display of green-house plaints ; another 
with preserved fiuits and jellies; another with all the 
varieties of satchels and traveling bags we make; an- 
other table had a show-case which contained sewing: 
ailk, &e.; two other tables were covere.. with contribu. 
tions—ollerings to the pentecostal spirit. The wally 
were hung with pictures and specimens of artistic effort, 
including three beautiful shell-covered what-nots, two 
tlower-wreaths, &e., &e. On the shelves were seen 
wool hats, stecl traps. and “books going at 5cts.".— 
Some of us think a. room thus filled and ornamented 
should be one of the institutions of the Community. 

From the evening conversation which followed it ap- 
peared thatthe spirit, aud manners of the auctloncer 
employed on the occasion were not entirely satisfactory 
to the Community, and the purpose was evolved of edu- 
cating ow own auctioncers, Who shall represent at such 
gales.the truce spirit, and avoid the deceptfons and cor- 
ruptions which ure nuw connected with auctioneering.

I believe the resurrection world is near te 
us, and thatit is good for usto reach our hearts ané 
spirits out toward it. The love of God is back of it al 
and will have its way sooner or Inter. 

Mr. Cragin.—It will be remembered that Christ's ina. 
bility to work mirncies in his native place was on av- 
count of unbelief in those around bim. That spirit of 
unbelief is the only real obstruction to the influx of the 
reaurrection church among us. It is not distance but a 


state or condition that hinders their approach. Then 
what are the specific obstructions to the influx of the 
resurrection life? Fear of death ts one and quite a large 
obstruction.

He cured me by get- 
ding my attention on the interior world ard truth. I 
lesire very much that we may make it easy fur God and 
he Primitive Church to (yell with us and give us their 
wresence, as [ know they are anxious to do, Their pres- 
‘nee will sccure to us happiness and prosperity in every 
lirection.

My health is fair; that of my 
wile ig rather poor, from chronic affection of the liver ; 
that of my children is good.

Should you wish further particulars before answering 
me decisively, they will be freely given.

will cre long attain the fullness of victory. 

The funcral will take place to-morrow. 

Spring operations among the gardeners and fruit 
growers have begun. One acre has been planted with 
potatoes. The early peas have been sown. Yesterday 
the teams were plowing and sub-soiling ground for 
grapes. Some 8,000 raspberry plants are being taken 
up and healed in. They are all to be set in our own 
grounds. About 2,000 plants are required to the acre. 

The journalist would offer Tre JounNnaL to the Wall- 
ingford and New York Branches for criticism. As it is 
written and printed mainly for their benefit it is desir- 
able that we should know how it pleases them, and 
whercin they think it can be improved. 

There are indications that we are gradually getting 
the attention and patronage of the trappers. Yesterday 
another letter was received from Samuel Shannon, oth- 
erwise “ Riley Hunter,” of Sandusky, Ohio. — Ie is one 
of the large trappers of the West. He has been a trip- 
per 35 years; was born on the Indian Reserve, in Ohio, 
and afterwards lived among the Chippewas; trapped 
and bought furs for the American Fur Company for ten 
years; Icft the service of the Company in 1848, and 
since that time has trapped on his own hoox. For 34 
years he says, “IT have been most of my time cither in 
the bush, prairic, marsh, or on some water in the pursuit 
of wild game.” Uc also says, “ I wrote once to the edi- 
tor of Tur: Cmecianr, published at Wallingford. My 
motives for writing were to compliment you trap-na- 
kers, but [thought from the heading that he gave the 
articie, that he thougit T wanted to become the hero of 
some great story, of which [am very clear, for [ never 
cherished flattery.” OF his last trip to Canada he says : 
“Leaught on the Bradford Marshes 937 muskrats, and 
34 minks, and then T left Bradford for the country near 
Lake Nippising, where TL caught, great and small, 66 
heaver, 17 otter, some few fisher, 3 linx, killed two 
moose, caught 3 bears and could have taken many more 
if Leould have used them, they were plenty, killed a 
a great many spruce partridges. Could catch any aiaount 
of brook and salmon trout, the finest [T ever found. 
Caught a few pine marteng, and killed deer enough to 
mnke a hide cover for camp, and we left the skins exact- 
ly where we used them. Brought my birch bark canoe 


back to Lewiston, N. Y., and sold it to the proprietors 
of the American Hotel of that place. I bought the ca- 
noe at Big Winds Islands, ap at Nonogotogamog ‘or 
Lake of Four Bays. [ came down the Northern rivers t 
Collingwood, and then across to Toronto by the North 
ern Railway, and took my canoe across the lake o 
steamer. Was gone 121 days.” He has trapped witi. 
40 doz. traps, new and old, of our make and has only 
had 22 broken springs. 

Another trapper named Me Cluer writes from Austin, 
Nevada, inquiring about traps. He says “DT have trap- 
ped for fourteen years in Calitcrnia and Oregon, and last 
fall I accidentally got hold of a trap in San Francisco, 
bearing the aldress of this letter, which fur excelled any 
thing for power and mechanism that I ever saw in the 
trap line. The trap that I have reference to was a.small 
double spring and would when set probably spread fow 
or five inches.” 

The father and mother of Mr. Bolics were here yester- 
day, on their way home. Their visit here was brief anc 
friendly. They seemed to cheerfully acquicsee in Ma- 
ry’s decision to give herself to the Community. 

A Mrs. Sheldon from Utica is here.

wild anemone blossoms were brought from the woods a 
few days ago.

Muslin common (lined and unlined) 
havo been reduced from 81,50 to 82,50 per doz; Mus- 
lin Pelissicr $4,00 doz.; Gent's. B Sacks an average of 
$5,00 doz.; C ditto %3,00 doz.; Solferino %6,00; Ma- 
genta 810,00; Fancy and Leather Pollasicr $6,00; La- 
dics Satchels from $6,00 to $9,00; and Lunch Bags 
from $12,00 to $16,00 per doz. 

These reductions are made partly on account of re- 
ductions in cost of stock, but mainly with a view to 
making a price list which shall be generally acceptable, 
and which shall represent the new policy of “ sclling as 
low as we can, instead of getting all we can.” 


Our prices may not now be in all respects as low as 
those of some other parties, but we trust they will be 
found nearly so considering the quality of work; and 
we promise further reductions as rapidly as the cost of 
stock and manufacturing can be reduced.

more sagacity and confidence on the part of the buyer. 
The largest mercantile transactions are now carried on 
inthis manner. Larger commission houses sell goods 
by samples; cargoes of flour, grain, sugar, cle. etc., are 
bought and sold by samples. At the great exchinges 
in New York immense values daily exchange hands, 
and beth buyers and sellers base their judgment on 
sample-gcods, This indevd becomes indispensible in 
proportion to the magnitude of business operations.-—— 
It was casy enough, for instance, atone time to carry 
eround the country in satehels nil the sille we had capi- 
tal or cournge to purchase; and at an carlicr period Mr. 
Danie! Nash trundied through New York city ina hand- 
cart allthe Traveling Bags Manufietured by the Com- 
munity! Al this hag become quite Impossible; ou 
agents can now carry with them only a fair assortment 
of samples; and it is quite likely that our manufactures 
will ere long become so extensive that agents will not be 
able even to carry samples, and will have to rely en pic- 
torial representations.

It is truc, as ho says, thai 
he has not been long in the Community, That is some- 
thing of adraw-back, with me, I confess, but in Jooking 
around, I could not see any one else who wa3_ so ayail- 
able for the place as he 

Christ said to some of his disciples who were fisher- 
men, “ Follow me and [ will make vou fishers of men.” 
I think that remark gives us x good hint of the way we 
should deal with visitors, In one sense, we are called 
to be fishermen. Through the good providence of God, 
we have come ashore, and all the world about us are 
floundering around in an indefinite sea. Our hearts 
are established in panctical subordination to God.—

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BLUNDERS ABOUT ORDERS. 


A lot of Traveling Bags were ordered to be sent to 
Cleveland as fre‘ght ; they were sent by erpress, and the 
firm who-ordered them refused to pay the extra char- 
ges. The same firm assert that they ordered bags with 
painted fronis—plain bags were sent them, because no- 
thing was said in the order received from our agent 
about painted fronts. It is not certain whether the 
agent or the firm is responsible for this mistake. 

A firm in Mass. ordered a lot of satchels through one 
ot our agents, expressly stipulating that they showd all 
be furnished with flat handics. The agent negiccted to 
write particularly about the handics until after the 
satchels had been sent off with round handles. Tho 
firm was of course disappointed and displeased. 

A firm In Michigan ordered plain Pelissier Leather 
Bags: Pocket Bags were sent; and the firm refused to 
pay the extra expense, and a considerable reduction had 
to be made to compromise the matter. 

A man in Utica ordered some Delaware Grape vines 
through onc of our agents some time since. Tho agent 
neglected to inform the horticulturists, and when he 
was ready to set out the vines and again spoke to us 
about them, we had none to spare. 

A quantity of groceries was received last’ Saturday 
from New York; the Purchasing Agency will take note 
that of the tea, coffee and molasses sent, no invoice has 
yet been received. Mr. Aiken. has sold some of the 
goods without being able to fix upon a definite price. 

Quite a number of.Bag orders have Jately been re- 
ceived from our agents, nothing being said about rates 
of discount. All such omissions are occasions of per- 
plexity to the home department, 

Orders have been received lately from agents which 
did not state how the goods ordercd were to be sent— 
whether as freight or by express.

NOTES OF LAST EVENING’S CONVERSATION, 


Mr. fatch.—We who live at the children’s house and 
have charge of the children fecl as though God was 


calling upon us to take a higher stand in regard to 
faith. Our experience is of that kind that leads us to 
hope, yet we find we necd more faith, We realize that 
we are dealing with principalitics and powers. The 
old principality that we haye always had to contend 
with more or less—that is the family-spirit, or what is 
called the motherly-spirit—still affects the children to 
some extent. We feel that this is Community business, 
and we want the sympathy of the fathers and mothers, 
and of the Community gencrally. 

fF thougt it best to present our views here, as we have 
been considerably oppressed of Inte. When we find the 
children sick or a little out of sorts, so that we have te 
pay attention to them, then the mothers are interested 
and come to give special care and sympathy to their 
own children. I found formerly the children’s house 
women hada great deal more respect for the mothers 
of the children than for Mr. Noyes’s instincts. I sup- 
pose it was owing to their sympathy, which worked ip 
the wrong direction. [have no particular fault Co find 
with the past, however; but I think we have learned 
better now. I think we have had experience enough so 
that we, as a department, shuuld stand first, before the 
motherly spirit; and we should have the sympathy and 
support of every father and mother. 

Ve can sce that the important thing is to have the 
children possessed of a good spirit. I don’t and can’t 
think so much of the bodies as I do of the spirits. At 
the same time that I fully sympatbize with the trials of 
the mothers, I think we should be reckoned first. We 
want to stand first, as a department that Mr. Noyes has 
taken a great deal of pains with, and Ict his spirit enter 
and direct our course. 

I have no criticism of individuals, but feel that parents 
should hold their children loosely, and fecl that they 
are God's children and that they do not belong to the 
mothers. We should feel that every child that ie given 
to the Community belongs to the Community and not 
tothe mother. ‘We consider our department open to 
criticism at any time. 

Mr. Hamilton —I am surprised from time to time to 
see the great change that takes place in the children 
when their parents cense to give them so much attention, 
and are careful not to get between them and the Com- 
munity spirit. The children have really suffered from 
the effects of the parents standing between them and the 
Community, The parents may think it kindness to their 
children to act in this manner, but it is eruel blindness. 
Discase and trouble follow in the train of the family 
apirit, It isa spiritual law which you may be sure will 
prove true in every instance, that where you Ict the fami- 
ly spirit come between the children and the Community 
spirit, there you will find trouble, disease and a bad 
spirit working. I could point out several marked cases 
where this is the state of things at the present time.

A Mr. Ingersoll, formerly . member of Congress, 
from New Haven, called here yesterday. 

Daniel Abbott started for Cincinnati on Monday, to 
investigate concerning the machine for making tin 
fruit-cans. If the machine is satisfactory it is proposed 
to buy one. The price, we believe, is about $175.— 
According to the accounts we have received of the ma- 
chine, it effects a great saving of labor. 

The stone-wall of the store is gradually approaching 
completion. The south wing is finished; the main part 
nearly so; and the north wing is under way. The car- 
penters have begun work on the south wing. 

The horticulturists are planting grape-vines. 

The remainder of the Virgalieu pear trees in the or- 
chard are to be grafted over with other varietics. The 

Virgalieu has proved an almost total failure, from its 
tendency tocrack. Mr. Bristol is engaged in grafting 
the trees when not working in the bakery. 

Greens are a great institution here now, and nearly 
every day witnesses the disappearance of large piles of 
them into the steam-boilcr. 

Another letter was received from Samuel Shannon, 
‘he trapper, yesterday. Le incloses two photographs of 
lrawings made by his son who once went with him on 
a trapping expedition, Of the pictures he anys: 

“No. 4 represents mysclf and Win. Sofiron, my 
companion, as we were bunting for a beaver-trap that 
was carried away the night previous by a beaver. The 
avimal cut the tally-pole and carried the trap into the 
dam, and I think that that beaver dam will ever retain 
a specimen of the Jabor of the Oneida Community.— 
That dam is on a small stream that empties into Cobba- 
mojeckamog Lake. 

“No. 5 represents Big Winds Island, a station where 
the Indians congregate after their hunt is over, prepara- 
tory to starting homewards. Thatisa point at which 
some one of the agents of the so-called Ion, Hudson's 
Bay Company generally calculates to meet tho Indians 
and swindle them of their furs. The Island in question 
lies about the middle of Nonongotogamog or Lake of 


Four Bays. It appears to be about the center of the 
hunting grounds of the Ramas, Snakes, Muskokas, and 
Chippewas and the Little Currents. It is, os near as I 
can calculate, about four hundred miles from the Sault 
St. Marie River.” 

“T commenced to ascend the Muskoka river last year 
op the 8th day of April, and [ found the snow six feet 
on the level in the heavy wood, but the margins of all 
the streams were clear of snow, and for several rods 
back the gruss commenced to start. The streams very 
seldom freeze over, owing to the great quantity of 
snow. It appears that so much snow kecps the earth 
warn), and as the streams are gencrally rapid, the mielt- 
ing snow furnishes water to keep quite a current run- 
ning, consequently there is very little if any ice, and of 
course the beaver and otter have things atl their own 
way, especially during the absence of Yankee trappers.”

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NOTES OF LAST EVENING’S CONVERSATION, 

Mr. Mamilton —Tlike very much indeed what) Mr. 
Noyes said at New York about working with the heart 
and communing with God, I will read it again. 

“T haye been; threatening to criticise the Community 
for not having enough activity and industry, but now 
feel more like criticising them for not having the true 
kind of activitv—activity of the heart.

We shall not have to force 
ourselves to it, cither, any more than we do to the 
table. We shall fecl hungry and unsatisticd without 
such a season of communion every day. 

Mr. Hamilton.—I cannot help fecling that there is a 
areat Jack in the Community on this point. All bad ex* 
perience can be traced to this want of reilection nnd talk- 
ing with-the Lord.

NOTES OF LAST EVENING’S CONVERSATION, 


Mr. Hamilton. —It we wateh for the resurrection, how 
shall we look for it ? and where shall we expect it to ap- 
pear and take effect? These are questions we might study. 
I desire to be receptive to the truth in this direction. I 
want to know how to watch And wait for the resurree- 
tion in the true way. It has seemed to me sometimes 
that there might be a selfish desire and eagerness for the 


resurrection to come in the body. It may be looked for 
in a selfish way that God cannot sympathize with. I 
am interested at the present time in looking for the ef- 
fects of the resurrection in my spirit. T feel that the 
power of God will work first in the spirit and then in 
the body. 

Christ frequently said when he healed persons, “ Go 
and sin no more, lest a worse thing come upon. thee.” 
Ife recognized an intimate connection between the health 
of the spirit and the health of the body. The more L 
look in this direction and the more I desire to be in. the 
resurrection, the more I am led to pray for purity of life. 
Tt seems to me there are certain principles we can Ja 
hold of and apply ina way to help our sincerity and di- 
rect our prayers. The power of God working in our 
spirits will transform our bodics. We know that the 
character of a person’s spirit expresses itself—a per- 
son’s moral character is stamped upon the face, and is 
couspicuous to any acute observer, If a person yields 
himself to debauchery, crime, or evil passions in any 
form, the effect is marked upon the face, so that every 
body can sec it. And then if a person is moral, studi- 
ous, and upright, this also is manifest in the face. We 
can reason rizht back in this way, and strengthen our 
faith with the assurance and hope that the work of the 
Gospel and the discipline that God is putting us through, 
is breaking up sellishness, self-will aud plensure-sceking: 
and that becoming acquainted with God and giving 
plece to his life aud energy, is going to make its mark 
on our bodies, 

It takes aclear cye to sce the truth; and it takes a 
pure heart to see God. Aud 60 it takes a pure heart to 
see and appreciate the resurrection. We ace that the 
Lord has been purifying us, and that there has been a 
great advance in the general character of the Commun. 
ity within the past two years. Take for instance, the 
time Mr. Noyes started the project of transferring Tire 
CinceLar to Wallingford, and Lthink you will tind a 
great change has taken place since then. The general 
life of the Community is now much purer than it was 
then. Much bad material bas been cast out. There is 
a great deal more compactness and unity of life and free- 
dom of spirit now than there was theu. I believe that 
in all this we are so much nearer the resurrection, and 
so much more available to God and receptive to his spirit. 
And yet probably there is still a great deal to do in puri- 
fying the life of the Community. Idare not hope for 
the resurrection till we attain purity of life. 

Inthe world they are guarding themselves aainst 
the Cholera in a negative way by removing uncleanti- 
ness and corruption. We may hasten the resurrection 
and draw near to it yy helping God.remove obstructions 


in the spirit. We are not doing in this respect like the 
world. They are trying to keep out evil by removing 
the occasion of it. We are trying to invite a good pow- 
er tocome and take possession of us by creating ‘a re- 
ceplive atmosphere and by removing all obstructions. 
If God is stronger than the devil, or the resurrection 
life stronger than the Cholera, then our case is the most 
hopeful. I feel like having a strong heart, and expect- 
ing good to work in my life. I would exhort others. te 
awake from sleep to the consciousness that good is 
strong in all, and not lie down under evil, and tbink 
that evil habits have got hold of them that cannat be 
broken. The resurrection is working back of all these 
things, and I believe it is going to be easy for us to be 
good.

Much of the time 
the cload would be so dense that for ro:ls nothing could 
be seen throwsh it. We heard of no accidents or inju- 
rica. Severn! square feet of the cement-reoding on tie 
'Tontine were bluwn off.

THE LICENSE QUESTION, AGAIN. 


The following reported decision of the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, from Saturday's Tritune, puts: an 
entircly new phase on the license question as applicd to 
the Communily agents : 


“Persons traveling about the country as the agents 
of manuticturers, or dealers seeking orders for goods as 
agents ofone person, or firms only, such as salaried 
clerks, or men hired by the month, should not_ be re- 
quired to take licenses as Commercial Brokers—all parts 
‘of decision No.-159 inconsistent herewith, are hereby 
revoked.” . 


Immediate measures will bo taken to find out just 
what licenses, if any, will be required tor our agents, ia 
view of this recent decision. W. 


The patent walk in front of the New House was laid 
yesterday. It extends from the north cast corner of the 
tower to the south end of the curbing in front of the 
portico, and thence along the south end of the portico. 
The process of laying the walk was as follows: A lot of 
sand and gravel from the creck was sifted. The conrac 
gravel and stoncs were thrown into onc pile and the finc 
gravel and sand into another, coal ashes being mixed 
with each. Then into ench pile n suficient quantity of 
cual-tar is mixed to thoroughly saturate the whote mass, 
so that cach Individual grain or pebble is completely 
coated with it. The foundation of the walk being pre- 
pared by excavating to: tho depth of three Inches, tie 
coarse part of the prepared material is laid down and 
carefully leveled with a rake, Then the fine material 
isylaid on and leveled ina similar way. A sprinkling 
of the dry sand and ashes is then thrown on, and 
the whole surface leveled by being heavily stamped 
with a plank and pounder, Another spriakling of dry 
sand is now thrown on, and evened with a broom, and 
the walk is then rolled with a stone roller about two 
fect long, fourteen Inches in dlameter and weighing six 
hundred pounds. This rolling process fs continucd for 
some time, until the material is thoroughly compacted, 
and the surface well shaped and evenly graded. Anoth- 
er sprinkling of fine sand is added, and the walk is fine 
ished. The result isa very satisfactory walk, smooth, 
impervious to water, and durable. The inventor and 
patentee is Mr. D. French, of Syracuse. Associated 
with himis Mr. W. E. Lansing, formerly member of 
Congress from this district. Messrs. French and Lan- 
sing were both here. Mr. French is an old pavior, sue 
perintends the business and takes hold of the hardest of 
the work personally.

Brinckle’s Orange, Fastolf, Hudson River Antwerp, 
Hornet, Philadelphia, and Doolittle’s Black Cap.

As Ae understands the law we are not obliged to do-this, 
but as others understand it differently he thought our 
our agents would be troubled without these licenses : ang 
we take out four of them to-day.”

He 
thinks ita fine invention, and says if it was generally 
known and appreciated our machine-shop would have 
all the business it could do in filling the orders we 
should reccive. 

Mr. Olds found it necessary to pay $20, for a city li- 
cense in Milwaukee—rendered so by recent action of the 
Common Council of that City. The license can be used 
by any of our men, and is good for one year. 

A long and interesting letter was received to-day, from 
Samuel Shannon. Leis very much pleased with the 
No. 0, and No. 1} traps. He thinks the No. 14 is pref- 
erable to No.1 for trapping muskrats, and that it will 


supersede No. 1 in that part of the country. ITlis rea- 
son for liking it better is that it has greater weight. 
and spread of jaws, whieh for trapping on marshes 
Where there is but little depth of water, be thinks is very 
important, as the rat is linble to be caught higher up, 
and thus prevented from legging himself, and, receiving 
more injury is liable tu die or be drowned sooner. Of 
the No. 0, he says: 

“No. 0 is the very trap thet Pamiin for. Were ita.ot for 
one thing, T would prefer it for my northern and north- 
eastern tramps before any other trap that ever came to 
wy notice, on account of its smallness aud lightness; ag 
I think it is sufficiently strong to hold the marten, and 
northern mink which are not much more than half as 
large as our mink here. 

“The greatest advantage of the Newhouse (raps ig 
thal any trapper can at any time change his springs, 
chains, jaws.or groundworks by means of the nut o1. 
the jawpost. This cannot be done without bending the 
jaws or groundwork of the No. 0, and the rivet Will. be- 
come loose in the course of time, and the trapper is not 
at all times and places provided with implements to 
tighten up the rivets. 

“One more reason why [ should prefer the screw and 
nut, is T could make a No. 1. spring answer on the No. 
0, if [should need it, and only for the absence of the 
screw on the jawpost I should order a few of them for 
marten and northern mink. 

“The No. 1} ign capital mink trap, and better for .rats 
than the No. 1, but I have caught several hundred mink, 
47 this last winter, inthe No. 1 and never yet had one 


pull out.”

It is expeeted that traps will be sold to trappers at List ;

denlers in New York and clsewhere fifteen per cent. 
discount; but that in no instance a greater discount will 
be given. 

With the new list and new discounts the profits of the 
Community in the manufacture of traps will be reduced 
about one half. 

But it is hoped that the reductions made will put an 
end to competition, and enabic us to “sweep the deck.” 

The protits on chains have heretofore been quite lim- 
ited, and the list price of them has not beca correspond- 
ingly reduced. 

New cards containing the revised list will soon be 
printed, and also a Circular notice to be sent to our cus- 
tomers. w. 


TO AGENTS. 


Permit me to call your attention to the sugeestion in 
H. G. A.’s letter (printed in the Journas of the 9th 
inst.), that our Agents should keep a memorandum of 
their customers, and on their return make vut complete 
lists of the same, properly classified, and send them to 
N. Y. B., together with observations respecting their 
business standing and the character of theirtrade. It 
is very important at the present time, and will be indis- 
pensable as we grow into a large Commercial Company. 
Such a system of reporting will prove our best Insurance 
against losses by trade with irresponsible tirms—fur bet- 
ter than the Commercial Reports of Bradstrect and Sou, 
or those of any other Mercantile Ageucy. I hope the 
Agents will commence at once to carry out this sugges- 
tion, We have now here at O. C. a pretty full list of 
all of our Trap Customers and Bag Customers, and mens- 
ures will be taken to make outa classified list of our 
Fruit Customers. If the N. Y. B. would like a copy of 
these lists we will accommodate them. Concerning old 
and proved customers, already classified and listed, it 
will be unnecessary, I judge, for our Agents to take 
note, except of changes in their trade or business pros- 
pects; but of every new customer a_careful record 
should be made and forwarded to N. Y. B. or O. C.— 
perhaps in many eases to both places. About Silk Cus- 
tomers it will only be necessary to report to N. Y. B. 
Let the Agents themselves study this matter, and offer 
such thouchts thereupon as may occur to them, Ww.

dealers it will at once defent this object, or compel us to 
Inercase our discount to the New York jobbers, which 
we cannot afford to do, 

So with our new Price List of Traps, the highest rate 
of discount should be limited to the very largest dealers, 
such as New York houses, Gardner & Co., Hudson's 
Bay Co., the Dailys andothcrs. It fifteen per cent. dis- 
count is given to smaller dealers it will soon make troub- 
Ie in the family, and tempt such firms a3 Gardser & Co. 
to think they should have more than filteen per cent. 
which cannot be afforded. 

Several small orders for Bags, at seven and onc half 
and cven ten per cent. discount, baye lately been re- 
ceived from Agents, without any explanation. Perhaps 
in most of these instances, the Agents had good reasons 
for taking the course they did; but it would be better in 
case of any departure from gencral rule, to send home 
some word of explanation. 

We appreciate the difficultics our Agents have to 
mect in obtaining orders, and will gladly help them all 
we can, especially in the way of acceptable Price Lis‘s, 
we (rust they will sce the importance, on the other hand, 
of wisely managing this matter of discounts. 


Several steps have been taken this spring in the dirce- 
tion of low prices, and others will probably come. We 
are confident that the new Trap List will prove satisfac- 


tory. and a further reduction in the price of Bags (espe- 
cially of Muslin) will soon be made. 

As agents stand where they can best judge of the pri- 
ees of our goods na cumpared with others, Iet them fecl 
free to indicate from time to time what changes they 
would like to have made in prices, quality and style of 


goods, &c. Ww.

ICE-HOUSES FOR PRESERVING FRUIT. 


Some of your renders may be interested to know 
nbout the Patent Ice-House for the preserving of fruits, 
which has come into existence within the last decade. 
There is onc iu Rochester, one in Cleveland, and others 
in other citics. The one in Cleveland is a house 80 feet 
long by 44 feet wide, nearly two stories high. Its sides 
consist of two sheet-iron walls three fect apart, the space 
between which is tightly compacted with shavings. On 
the first floor are the sales- ante- and fruit-rooms; on the 
second, is the icc-room. The fruit- and ice-rooms are 
separated by sheet-iron. The entrance is into the sales- 
room and thence to the ante- and fruit-rooms. The fruit- 
room is divided into two apartments; cach apartment 
is bisected by an aisic, and on cach side of the aisles the 
fruit is placed. 

Appics are kept largely, also grapes, oranges and lem- 
ons. Apples keep good the year round. A bunch of 
grapes which I ate on the first of May were truly won- 
Gerful in goodness and flavor. These are sold at twen- 
ty-five cents a bunch. Such houses must be profitable 
in cities. O.  M

THE LICENSE QUESTION SETTLED. 

It has been decided, by Assistant Assessor Barnett, 
and by other authorities, including the highest tax fune- 
tionary at Washington, that the following recent decis- 
ion of the Internal Revenue Commissioner, applics to 
the Community Accents: 

“Persons traveling about the country ns the agents 
of manufacturers or dealers, secking orders tor goods, as 
agcuts of one person or firm only, such as salaried clerks, 
or men hired by the month, should not be required to 
take licenses as Commercial Brokers. All parts of de- 
cision No. 159 inconsistent herewith are hereby revoked.’ 
E. A. Rollins Com. Int. Rev. 

According to this decision, our agents, in secking or- 
ders, will require no license; but if they carry goods to 
deliver, they become thereby peddlers of the 4th class, 
and will require a ten dollar license. 

As some Tax Officers are not so well posted as they 
should be in respect to the decisions of the Commission- 
er, and might through ignorance call on our agents for 
a Broker’s license, it would be a good plan for cach of 
them to carry a copy of the above docision; and all 
who deliver ~ sods should be provided with a peddler’s 
license or some paper showing that they haye made np- 
plication for such a license. w.

BAG PRICES. 


A New Prico List of Bags was printed yesterday 
afternoon, and copies will be sent to-day to the Commun. 
ity Agents and to a number of our customers. On com- 
paring the new list with its predecessor n number of 
changes will be noted. The price of Enameled Muslin 
has declined six or eight cents a yard since the previous 
list was made out, which cnables us to make important 
reductions in the prices of Muslin Work of all kinds.— 
The distinction about painted fronts to Pelissier Bags 
has been struck out. 

New and thorough estimates have recently been madé 
of the material and labor in a great varicty of Bags; the 
labor of manufacturing has in several cascs Ucen mate- 
rially diminished; and pebbic leather is now purchased 
two or three cents a foot lower than in carly spring, and 
the prices of other materials haye somewhat dcclincd.— 
All these things have been taken advantage of in mak- 
ing out. the new list, and such reductions have been 
mace as ecemed feasible. Leather Pelissiers arc reduc. 
ed six dollars per dozen. Ladics’ Leather Satchels arc 
reduced from four to ten dollars per dozen, and the 
Eagle Lock clause abolished. Persons can have .the 
Quadrille Satchel with choice of lock at list price.— 
Lunch Bags are reduced trom two to six dollars per doz- 
en. The price of C. Sacks is reduced, but a dilference 
of cight dollars instead of six is made between the dif 
ferent sizes to correspond better with the difference in 
cost. A new C. Sack of 16 Inch frame has been added, 
atthe sugeestion of Mr. Burnham; also a smaller size 
of the Ladies’ If. Satchel, which looks well; also a larg- 
er size of the Quadrille. 

The same rates of discount will be continued, as sta- 
ted in the 76th JouRNAL, viz., the best retail dealers are 
to recvive only five per cent discount; country jobbers 
seven and one hndf per cent; and wholesale dealers and 
jobbers in New York, Boston and perhaps u few other 
large citics, ten per cent. The smallest dealers should 
be sold to at list, or at two and a half per cent discount.

LETTER FROM MR. TOWNER. 
Berlin High's, Ohio, May 29, 1866, 


Dean Frrenns or tit O. C.:—Having opportunity 
on Sunday, the 27th, I publicly contessed Christ, avowed 
my faith in Him, and delivered my testimony in favor 
of Oncida Communism belore a goodly number of the 
Berlin. socialists: in their Hall at this place. Two rea- 
sons moved me to thus improve the opportunity afforded 
me; the first was my former connection with them, and 
the second a desire to state publicly and unqualifiedly 
my renunciation of, and separation from the radical 
error of Berlin socialism, viz., individual soverciznty, 
and my surrender to the sovereignty of God and Christ, 
There was a free meeting. The oceasion was quite in- 
teresting, and yet tothe seeker of the kingdom of God, 
to the enrnest’ worker for God and humanity, it was 
mortifying. [It was sad and mortifying in the extreme, 
to sce so large a number of intelligent, and as a general 
thing, superiorly endowed men and women together, 
apparently inquirers nfter the good and true, and yet so 
discordaat and antagonistic, 2 moral and spiritual Babel, 
having no recognized unifying sentiment or power. 


I think there is little hope in this quarter for Christian 
Communism, at present. There is now in existence 
here a small Community, the seventh attempt, I am 
told, at organization here, within as many years; and 


this is based upon articles of faith, professedly religious, 
yet, in one of which, it is stated, that “we sce God in 
death as well as in life, in evil as well as in’ goeod.”— 
This being the case, it seems strange that amy one 
should geck to escape or ward off cither death or evil. 
On such a» basis all moral efforts are absurd aud stultily- 
ing. One thing may as well be as another, nnd all we 
have to do is to fold our hands and float along. Moral 
distinctions are out of place; conscience is an in- 
terloper. 

A few persons here have faith in Christ and look to 
Oneida Communism as the only practical form of social 
re-organization, , Some others give their adhesion con- 
ditionally. Many of the latter elass are wedded to Ber- 
lin Hlights as Ue plaée for work and cannot think of 
separation. They would like to sce Oneida come to 
Berlin, buteannot think of Berlin going to Oneida. The 
animus of Berlin socialism (2) is tor disintegration rather 
than for co-operation, Any attempt to establish) Christ- 
ian Communism here would) doubtless eneounter more 
getual opposition from socialists than any other class of 
people, ere are those who rely upon science alone to 
save the world: those who say itis to be done through 
the harmonial philosophy, to whom every thing nae is 
right and nothing is wrong; those of religious preten- 
sions, who would Jean upon the popular churches if they 
could; these who are indifferent, who have seen only 
failure thus far and prophesy against filure success, pro- 
nouncing the world itsell a failure; those who believe 
Oneida Communism good as fir as it goes, but think its 
light pales before the transeendant: il unmination which 
they are expecting but have not received; and, finally, 
there are the “roughs,” profane in speech, boorish in 
manners, mere distructives; most of whom would con- 
test the field with Christian Communism and resiet in 
one or another form, its cstublishment. 


Faithful testimony from those who confess Christ 
may work a change here, even, before long. The num- 
ber of these is inereasing, and their utterances are be- 
coming more clear and_ positive. Several have come 
out within afew days. I hope the O. C. will find itself 
able to encourage them, to extend to them the hand of 
sympathy, and help them to be steadfast and im- 
movable in the position they have taken.

He said that on his return, he should advise the 
Trustees of his socicty to obtain one of our curn-cutters, 
and if it worked satisfactorily, he had no doubt, it 
might lead to the sale of a dozen among the Shaker 
families at Watervicit, Lebanon and other places, 

Mr. Price said he had seen our Community and Mr. 
Noyes, ina vision, before the Community was started, 
and took great interest in looking at Mr. N’s. photograph. 
He is one of the few live men (comparatively speaking) 
of the Shaker brotherhood, and it was cvident that he is 
unsatisfied with the spirit and genius of Shakerism.— 
Speaking of the cultivation of music, he acknowledged 
that there was no valid objection against it, and that the 
Shakers were now governed in this respect by the preju- 
dices of their old people, who had been taught to look 
upon it as evil. Te said the principal thing now taught 
among the Shakers is obedience, and reverence for those 
who had preceeded them as having been inspired and 
taught the whole truth. To the question, “ Docs that 
satisfy such a mind as yours?” he replicd, “It has to 
satisfy it.” “' That isa singular answer.” “It is the best 
I can give.” 

Mr. Price requested that 20 mention whatever should 


be made in Tie Crncunar of his visit to us, which re- 
quest I hope will be respected; and said confidentially, 
“If you wish to keep on good terms with the Shakers 
yon must stop reviewing,” which remark I> hope will 
not be heeded. It was a cowardly utterance, and ‘indi- 
cates that “ the swamp angel” is doing effective service 
in Shakerdom. w. 


We have come to the last of our apples, Four bar- 
rels were sold yesterday, for $6 a barrel. Mr. Ackley 
says that the last for family use will appear to-morrow. 

The lawn has becn mown, and under the genial in- 
fluence of the warm weather and frequent showers, dai- 
ly adds to its attractions.

PEAT. 


In Scotland, peat is much used by the peasantry of 
certain districts, as fuel. [tis not found in swamps but 
in sections which, however they may at one time have 
beentcovered{with water, are now bigh and dry, and are 
known as peat-mosses, The peat is cut out in pieces ra- 
ther larger than an ordinary brick and of much the same 
proportions. When cut out, they are set upright—somc 
half dozen together—to dry, alter which they are ready 
fur use. There are two kinds of peat; one very dark 
brown, nearly black, and pretty hard, the other of a light- 
er brown, somewhat soft and spongy, and can easily be 
broken to pieces with the hands. Either kind consists 
of a mass of fibres varying in thickness from one eighth 
of an inch to the merest thread, reticulated into a con- 
fused mass, the interstices between, being filled up by 
a blackish, vegetable substance which appears to have 
been formed by sedimentary deposit. It is the greater 
preponderance of this, that makes the difference between 
the two kinds mentioned, the lighter sort being almost 
destitute of it. 

Peat is,a poor conductor of heat, so much sv that a 
small picce of it may be held iu the hand while one 
side of it is on fire. It gives no flame, but merely 
smoulders; und when oncc ignited, it is quite difficult 
to quench the fire. Ihave frequently seen a burning 
picce plunged in water, and on being taken out and: the 
water shaken off, it was found to be burning on as if 
nothing had happened. Ww. A.B

QUICK RETURNS. 


The practice of drawing on partics, when their ac- 
counts are overdue, is becoming more and more common 
here and at the Agency. Hence the importance of our 
Agents making immediate reports of all collections.—

drawn upon who have already paid their accounts, 
which accident is to be avoided If possible. A case of 
this kind happened Intely.

We noticed yesterday « new improvement in heating 
springs at the forge-shop. Ierctofore it has been neces- 
sary to have 8 man at every furnace to attend especially 
to the heating of thesprings. This necessity is now dis- 
pensed with atthe furnace connected with the drop 
presses that punch and shape the bows. Two endless 
chains, running on pulleys and worked by the action of 
the press, are arranged on the front edge of the furnace, 
forming what may be called achain-way. On this chain- 
way the springs aro placed, with one end renching over 
to the hottest surfhee of the fire, ‘The springs are first 
placed on the end of the chain-way furthest from. the 
presses and by the time they have reached the other end: 
by a gradual motion, they are hot enough to be transter- 
red immediately tothe presses, A small boy is employed 
to keep the chain-way full of springs, while one of the 
pressmen can have an oversight of the fire and the 
movement of the springs.. The whole arrangement is 
ingenious and economical.

FROZEN FRUIT. 


Our comniue, Daniel Abbott, is given to close observa- 
tion and useful speculations, Among his fruit. experi- 
ments he placed on the 23d of December, a bow of frults 
and vegetables where they would be exposed to the low- 
est temperature—the fruit ins bottles, the vegetables in 
cans—with the purpose of ascertaining two things— 
whether the botiles would burst, or the fruit and vegeta 
bles be injured in consequence of the frost. Yesterday 
suid box was brought forward and it was found that not 
a bottle had cracked; and those who tested the fruit 
were agreed in saving that it could not have been dama- 
ged in the least. The vegetables, corn, tomatoes and 
peas, were heated and seasoned and put to the teat by 
several judges, and the general verdict was ‘ Not guilty.’ 
Some thought the com had been slightly improved, and 
on the other hand, one thought the tomatoes had been 
slightly damaged by the frost, but the general mind was 
that the vegetables, whieh had been thus frozen, were as 
good as any we have had on the table. 

The result of this experiment is very satisfactory.— 
We have generally been very careful about shipping our. 
fruit in cold weather, fearing that we should lose both 
fruit and bottles; but hereafter we 8 hall not be afraid to 
send it at any time excepting the very coldest weather, 
aud even then there might not be any danger. Our cus- 
tomers too, cannot ask for any better evidence that our 
fruit is put up in heavy syrup. 

The following extract from Lampman and Robinson of 
Cleveland, Ohiv, indicates that another and unwished for 
experiment liad the same fortunate result; 

“With reference to the Fruits sent to us last winter 
which got miscarried and became frozen, we can only 
say, when they reached us, we took them out of cases 
and placed them on our shelves which gave them a mod- 
erate temperature ; though they were badly frozen they 
gradually yielded to the temperiture and so far as we 
could judge, they suffered no material change from hay- 
ing been frozen except to be somewhat softened. We 
sold them all, and never heard a complaint.” 

Mr. Abbott also states, as the result of his observation, 
that our preserved fruit improves by age in the same way 
that wine dees. Fruit which has been kept two or three 
years ing a smooth, rich taste wanting in fruit recently 


sealed. Ww.

The Community have bought Mr. Davis's strawberries 
—about two acres, which are expected to yield 200 bush- 
cels—for $775. Mr. Davis picks the berries in the bargain. 
IIe thinks there will be o 1000 quarts to-day. 

We had consulcrable company yesterday. Among oth. 
crs was a company of abont thirty-two from Canastota, 
Wampsville and a nunber of other places. They had 
a gencral understanding and appointment to meet here. 
Some of them came about thirty miles. Being shut into 
the house during most of the afternoon by the rain, and 
also being at the highest key of hilarity and yood humor, 
they overflowed the house generally.

LETTER FROM W. A. Hi. TO H. G. A. 
Oneida, June 29, 1866. 


Bro. I.:—Small fruits are so high, und likely to con- 
tinue so high, that we think the prices already proposed 
for our new price-list of Preserved Fruits not sufficiently 
high. We shall certainly have to add 50 cts. (perhaps a 
dollar) per doz. on strawberries. We calculated in our 
estimates that strawberries would not cost us more than 
one shilling per quart for canning and bottling. They 
have not been less than 20 cts. per quart here, and are 
likely to be worth 25 cts. or more all next week. “Thua 
you will at once see that we shall be unable to put them 
up as cheaply as was expected. I write this thinking 
you might have opportunities for receiving orders before 
the new price-list is printed. Even if we should make 
the prices for strawberries in cans $7,00 per doz., and in 
bottles $8,50, It does pot appear to us that they would be 
high when compared with the prices at which fresh fruite 
arc now selling. At Wallingford they are selling straw- 
berries at from 50 to 75 cta. per quart; and at the prices 
for our preserved fruits last named we should not aver 
age quite as much for our strawberries afer they are 
canned and bottled, to say nothing about the cans, bot- 
es, sugar, and other expenses incidental to preserving, 
On account of the high price of strawberries, we shall 
put up only a jimited quantity. Fruit orders are now 
coming in occasionally, and the prospect is that we shall 
have little difficulty in disposing of what will he preserv- 
ed. We are now receiving very fine cherrics from 
Messrs. Perry, Woolworth and Vanvelzer. Truly, w.

I. R. P. writing about several of the persons with 
Whom he deals for cherries, says: 

Dear Bro. Hixns:—Mr. M. delivers his cherries and 
quietly sturts for home without saying a word about 
money no more than if he were a member of the O. C., 
but the man who is acting Lieutenant in Mrs. L.’s Empire 
of Cherrydom and who is known here as Joe Parsoll is 
quite another individual. On delivering his fruit last 
evening he suggested that it would be well enough to 
settle for each lot as they were delivered. Tis cherries 
amounted to between fiteeen and sixtcen dollars, and so, 
as he isto deliver another lot this evening, I surprised 
him by handing him twenty dollars and telling him to 
give the O. C. credit for that amount which would be 
less trouble than to figure the matter toa cent.

Having only two 
or three regular customers, and being quite uncduented 
in the business of selling fruit, and unknown to dealers, 
they would have had their hands (ali it’ they: had gone 
ona few days longer, Ag it was they were greatly hur- 
ried In body and mind, Mrs. Davis told me last evening 
{hat one night neither she nor her husband had a mo- 
ment of sleep. At ene o'clock Mr. Davis took bis son 
Frederick and some strawberries to the Depot, and he 
had to mect the next train at half past four with more 
fruit; and the balance of the night was occupied in lev- 
cling and packing. The erates were new and not made 
in the best manner—the boxes did not yo in right in all 
instunces—one crate refused to receive its quota on ace 
count of being too small; whereupon, aller much vexa- 
tious trying, ‘Mr. Davis threw it in his wrath avainst the 
wall, Mr. Davis prides himself on regular hubits—says 
he nearly always goes to bed at about half past nine, 
and “sleeps like a rock until morning.” But all such 
commendable habits had to be entirely abandoned.— 
For several days, he declares, he did not sleep at all; 
but this statement may be questioned, since his wile de- 
clarcs that on one occasion, after returning from the de- 
pot, he undertook to milk his cows, and fell asleep twice 
before i All this vexatious experience they 


now ayoid and receive a reward for their-culture which 
should satisfy any fruit grower. The Community find 
no diMeulty in disposing of all their own strawbrrics, al) 
of Mr. Hubbards, all of Mr. Davis’s; and what we can 
buy of two or three other neighbors. w.

We endeay- 
ored to furnish people with all they wished to eat and 
drink in the form of good dinners, fruit, ice-cream, lem- 
onade &c. There was music in the Hall at various times 
during the day, by the brass band, violinists, pianist and 
singers. Pcople seemed to enjoy themselves well, and 
we heard of nothing especially unpleasant or disturbing. 
$292,68 were taken at the office. Of this amount $52,97 
were for horse keeping, $6 for bouquets, $2,30 for pam- 
phiets. The remainder was for meals. At the store the 
sales amounted to $76,35; at Tontine $30,83; at Fruit 
Room $72,84. Besides attending to visitors considcrable 
business was donc at fruit preserving. 452 cans of straw- 
berries were put up and 315 cans of cherries. 342 qts. 
of strawberrics were picked by hired help. Over $600 
worth of fruit was shipped during the day. 

A letter was received yesterday from Justin Carter, 

son of Henry Carter of Waterbury, Vermont, asking for 
employment with « view to becoming acquainted with 
the Community and ultimate membership. The fetter 
was accompanied by another from his father, stating that 
he had advised his son to write to us; and also saying 
that if his son should jointthe Community he should 
furnish him with his share of money to invest with us. 

A letter wns also received yesterday from Thomas 
Rutter of Winooski Falls, Vt., expressing considerable 
sympathy with us, and a desire to find a location for his 
family near us. Ife also wishes to be instructed in the 
doctrine of male continence, 

FAimily Otis came yesterday morning, She was on her 
way home, with Theodore, and wished to come on here 
before going to her father's, On mentioning the matter 
to Theodore he favored her coming. Her mother is much 
better, and there scems to be no pressing call for her to 
return home immediately. 

She made many in- 
quires while here, and seemed disposed to make the most 
of her time in this respect. She is connected with the 
Kindergarten nnd Training School, corner of Chaales and 
Chestnut Streets, Boston, having charge of the Kinder- 
garten department.

Onc of them, a Mr. Jones, is the editor 
of the Welch paper called the “Drych,” published at 
Utica. This isthe only Welch paper published in the 
United States and has a circulation of some 60,000. The 
company remained till after 9 o'clock and attended meet 
ing. They seemed to be pleasant people, The Editor 
promised to send usa copy of his paper—and sald he 
should be pleased to exchange with us—whieh will be a 
curiosity to those who are unacquainted with Welch or- 
thography.

palring of making good wages picking berries at 2 cts, o 
quart had put bottoms belonging to other boxes into the 
ones they filled. Ninety extra bottoms were found, there 
being from one to five extra in cach box, One box was 
nearly filed with leaves, there being barely berrics 
enough to hide them. 

What added to the “fin” of the thing was, (bat young 
Davis happened to be over here with a party of friends 
Just as the trick was discovered, He joined heartily in 
the laugh against himself, saying he thoughtin the mom- 
ing when he got them to pick for two cents a quart, that 
he had made a good bargain, but concluded now th:.t 
they had got A‘m instead. He had observed a lure 
quantity of hoops with no bottoms lying around and hat 
thought that some of the boxes were lighter than usual 
but had no idea that he was the victim of such a hoax. 
Tt was cvidently a concerted plan as Davis says that every 
time he took the tally of boxes picked he observed them 
to laugh among themselves. One of Davis's friends:ob- 
served that this showed the natural dishonesty of hu- 
man beings. Some one standing near rather objected to 
this wholceale statement, but thought it might show the 
natural dishonesty of certain small boys and girls from 
Onelda Depot.

A different method of preserving peas is in progress 
this year, They are first placed In a large tin cullender 
and eet in a boiler, where they are quite thoroughly 
boiled. ‘They ave then put into the cans and sealed and 
the cans are boiled one hour and then drawn. The re- 
sult is thu! the peas when the process is completed have 
i much finer flavor than by the old method. This 
method was recommended by Mr. Edgett, and we un- 
derstand it is also followed by the New York preserv- 
cra. Mn. Vanvelzer's experiments with it have thus far 
proved successful.

own or sume other Communistic society,

SLEEP. 

Our friend X complains of sleeplessness. 

We reccommend him to adopt our theory that sleep ts 
a far less necessary instltution than ts popularly believed, 
and seck a higher method of reeuperation. 

He rather laughs at the idea, amb thihks be would 
preter having a goo. nights rest to our theory. 

We think, on the other hand, that if he sticks to his 
present position he will soon be in the rear of human 
progress.

he Tontine printing-oflice was moved from the garret 
to the second story room formerly occupied by silk; the 
silk and hat business having been moved to the second 
story of the south wing ot the store. This is a very 
pleasant and desirable change. The low ceiling of the 
room in the garret made it a very warm place to work in 
summer, besides the light was rather insufficent.

Some persons are satisfied with a front-yard containing 
a few trees and rose bushes; others are not content un- 
less they have also a small and well cultivated garden; 
others still desire to have two or three acres of or- 
namental grounds and gardens; while another clas; 
aspires to have a large farm well cultivated, and orna- 
mented with thriNy orchards. Communitics are some 
what noted for having rich and well cultivated lands, 
and some of them aspire to ornamented grounds ona 
largescale. The O. C. might perhaps be reckoned of this 
number. But if this object is attained, should it satisfy 
us? No. That would indicate, it seems to me, a sort 
of Community selfishuess, and would not be in harmony 
with the real spirit of our institution. Let our interest 
in beautiful surroundings by no means be confined to 
our own domain; but, on the contrary, wherever we go 
in this wide world let us do all we can to stimulate the 
love of improvement and beauty in our neighbors. I 
confess that I feel a growing purpose about this Gneida 
valley. Iam notcontent that this Community should 
have pleasant grounds, fine gardens and fruitful orchards. 
T want to see this whole valley of several thousand acres 
all under the highest cultivation—one great garden, de- 
voted to the greatest variety of fruits, vegetables and 
cereals. A beginning is already made in this direction. 
Many ncighbors stimulated by the cxample of the O. C., 
are raising strawberrics and other fruits extensively.— 
Let us encourage this movement and _ help it onward.— 
Let this valley ina few years roll out the strawberri¢s 
and other fruits by the thousand bushels per day. Even 
this season, over one hundred bushels of strawbernes 
have been harvested in a day within an aren of a couple 
of miles. Ten years ago we should have thought it im- 
possible to dispose of that quantity, and the idea of rais- 
ng so many at Icast Quixotic. tus not be content 
wntil we can ride or walk for miles in any direction from 
our home, and be over surrounded with thrift, improv 
ment and beauty.

Wheat growing in ice. Some of the wheat grains from 
the straw covering of the ice have germinated and 
pushed their slender roots into the solid blocks of icc. 
We suppose the evolution of vegetable life in the seed 
generates heat, and as the rootlets push forth they melt 
a space in the ice in front of them. 

The farmers last week cut seventy acres of grass for 
ourselves and sixty acres for our neighbors. They charge 
$1.12} per acre for mowing for outsiders, 

Chauncey Hamilton and wife,.and a sister of Lady 
Hamilton with her husband, came here yesterday. The 
two former went home last night, the others staid over. 

Acall was made in mecting for two volunteers to 
start the pea-shelling machincy this morning at half pas! 
four. One hundred bushels were on hand to begin 
with. Three machines are. now in working order and 
are kept in vigorous service. 

In the meeting there was some conversation on the 
subject of sleep, suggested by the article on the subject 
inarecent Jovrnat. Mr. Tamilton and others indorsed 
the doctrine which had been advanced, and regarded it 
as important that we should have true ideas about sleep, 
and not get into bondage to a mere animal forn of it.

A very large bee was called out this morning by the 
band to pick raspberries, The family seemed to have 
lost none of their enthusiasm afer a respite of a few days. 
There has been a real inspiration attending these bees, 
and every one has enjoyed them and telt-better for at- 
tending them. 

H. B.A. FE. O. and Mabel arrived in the afterucon. 
Charles arrived in the evening having been detained at 
Albany and Troy. They came up on the Troy boat, and 
on arriving at Albany, in having their baggaze removed 
from the boat the Express bag from the Agency was ov- 
erlooked and went on to Troy. Charles went after it, 
leaving the girls to come on alone. 

The enrolling officer of the State militia has called for 
the names of our men between the ages of £8 and 45.— 
The law requires an enroliment once every two years. 

A young man named Griswold, formerly of Westmore- 
land, and an acquaintance of the Scvmours, was here, 
He is now connected with the Cinefnnati Times, and is the 
author of the articles which have been somewhat extens- 
ively copied “By Our Fat Contributor.”

About 500 cans of the peas which were put up uccord- 
ing to Edgett’s method of boiling but one hour after scat- 
ing, have spoiled.

1178 qts. of peas were preserved. The method now 
pursued is to boil them from thirty to forty minutes be- 
fore putting them into cans, and then boil them three 
hours alter sealing. Nothing but pure water is used in 
the cans with the peas,

The 
child shows few if any evidences of improvement, on 
the contrary, she has of late apparently been retrograd- 
ing. Wer influence is bad and stupifying on the other 
children, and we fvel that the fiterests of the cattsc and 
of the children’s department demand that she should 
be removed from here, and that those to whom the care 
of her naturally and properly belongs should assume the 
responsibility, and not allow it to be imposed upon us. 
We have kind feelings toward both and wish to do our 
whole duty in the case, but the Community is not a 
charitable institution and cannot be governed by ques- 
tions of that character... Moreover, so far as the question 


of charity is concerned, we feel that we have done all 
that is required of us, and even more. The case of the 
child is one which neither we nor our prineiples are re- 
sponsible for. Yet while this is true and well known 
to us, it is not known, or not recognized by the public 
who gaze upon us_and judge us merely by the results 
Which they see. The children’s department is one which 
attracts a good deal of attention from the public, and is 
one in which the fruits of our system should be fairly 
shown, But we feel that this is not the case, while Emi. 
ly in her present condition ts there and is a prominent 
object of observation anda medium of obstructing In- 
fluences, Furthermore we think it will he a good thing 
to test Meroa’s carnestness and real love of the truth 
to have her go away and be yaaeed in circumstances 
where faith and «thorough, loyal purpose will be-demand- 


THE STRAWBERRY HARVEST. 

Mr. Thacker, in Tue Cinecnar of July Oth, while 
spcaking of the general failure of the strawberry crop, 
remarks that “in some fayored spots the crop was 
fair.” These words apply to the Community neighbor- 
hood. There certainly has been here a fair, though not 


largo yield; and the prices realized have been unusually 
high: so that, on the whole, it has been a good season for 
strawberry cultivators in this section. The net proceeds 
of their strawberry ventures were never greater. 

The Community, it must be admitted, have not taken 
the lead in successful culture this season. Others have 
raised more fruit on the same space of ground, and haxe 
gathered, with the exception of w few bushels of Tri- 
omphes, as well developed fruit. The winter was an 
unusually cold one, while the depth of suew was less 
than usual, and consequently all the strawberry fields 
sulfered from slight protection, but ours probably most 
of all. To this cause is partly attributed the light crop. 

Another.cause is found in the course of cultivation 
pursued. When the vines were sct out Jast season, trom 
Which the present crop has been harvested, the idea 
prevailed, with those having charge of horticultural 
matters, that some important advantages would result 
in cultivating the vines in beds instead of rows, even 
though the fruit should be suiuller. ‘Tie present sea- 
son's experience has dispelled this illusion, und convince 
ed all that the best manner of raising the Wilson, Tri- 
omphe, and perhaps other varictics, is to cultivate the 
vines in single rows with hills from eight to ten inches 
apart. Tho vines, not exliauated hy throwing out run- 
ners, become Jarge and strong, bear larger fruit, and 
more of it, and the labor of haryesting is diminished. 

Sul with these drawbacks we have occasion for grati- 
tude in view of the harvest just completed. From the 
old bed of seven-cights of an acre 1110 qts., or nearly 85 
bushels were picked—enough to pay well for keeping it 
over, considering the high prices realized. ‘et the 
gardencrs are not gencrally in favor of harvesting more 
than a single crop from the same vines, especially of the 
Wilson varicty. They so thoroughly exhaust themselves 
by the first year's bearing that only a. meager crop can 
reasonably be expected the second season. 


From the new bed of three acres 8498 qts., or ove r 265 
bushels, were gathered, or about 88 bushels per acre. 

The picking from our vines commenced June 18th, 
and ended July 13th—our neighbor Mr. Adams commenc- 
ed picking nearly a week earlier. The greatest picking 
took place July vd, when 1987 qts. were secured, or over 
58 bushels, 

Tt is impossible to ascertain exactly how much has 
been realized from our strawberrics, as several hundred 
quarts have been used at the fumily table—more have 
heen served in various ways to visitors, and 2868 qts. 
have disappeared in the preserving factory. 

For those sold at home and abroad the price has rang- 
ed from 20 to 25 cts. per qt—an few have been sold for 
less than 20 cts. and a few of the earliest at a high- 
er figure, and a few hundred qts. sent to Boston Drought 
from 25 to 30 cts.—one crate of Triomphes were sold in 
Boston at 33 cts. The net value of the Community 
strawberry crop the present season, allowing over one 
hundred quarts as lost and wasted, and rec oning the 
balance at 18 cts. per qt. here, must be $1700. Allowing 
$200 for picking, and $100 for use of crates and boxes, 
and $1400 is Jet\ for the four acres under cultivation.

THE STRAWBERRY HARVEST. 
( Concluded.) 


Of new varietics of strawberries the Agrteulturist prom- 
ises well, though we have not yet given ita full trial; 
Buffalo seedling and Russel’s Prolitic rather poor bearers, 
not good for shipping, but fair in size and flavor; French's 
seedling is x beautiful berry, of fine flavor, nearly equal 
to Burr’s New Pine, good bearer, but too soft for market- 
ing—does best cultivated in hills. 

Some of our neighbors must have realized better fig- 
ures than the Community for the use of their land. Mr. 
Hubbard will receive from some less than two acres, atler 
paying expenses of selling, picking, use of crates and 
boxes, nearly or quite one thousand dollars. 

Mr. Davis, from about the same amount of Jand will 
receive as his reward, afer paying for picking, &., not- 
less than €850—probably over $900. The Community 
purchased the balance of his crop, after he had gathered 
several hundred quarts, at $775, but of this sum about 
$100 must have been paid to pickers. Mr. Adams proba- 
bly received more for his berries than any other one, but 
he is not very communicative on this point. 

The amount of berries receiyed from Mr. Davis was 
5552 qts. During the very hot weather which follow- 
ed the 4th of July we lost of this lot perhaps 100 gts— 
The balance were mostly sold in Troy, and the price re- 
alized could not have been less than 22 cts. above express 
charges, making total receipts-$1199,44. Deduct from 
this amount $24,44, for Martin Kinsley's expenses to 
Troy, and $25 for use of crates and boxcs, and the 
amount left for our labor and profit is $375. Mr. Davis 
himself acknowledges that he probably has realized more 
for his fruit than he would if he had himself marketed 
it, as he was not acquainted with the business, and had 
not the facilities for handling fruit that the Community 
lave. 

For selling Mr. Hubbard’s berries we received a com- 
mission of 15 percent. The total amount of commission 
received from him will be over $160. 

We purchased also some strawberries from our other 
neighbors Parsons, Adams, and Smith, on which there 
were small profits. It is safe to say that $550 were re- 
ceived for selling the fruit of our neighbors; and our hav- 
inz the control of so large a proportion of the strawber- 
ries nuised in this section enabled us to.obtain better prices 
for our own fruit than we otherwise should. 

In conclusion, Ict me express gratitude for the good 
luck which attended all the operations connected with 
the strawberry harvest. There were no accidents, and 
-but few uvpleasant experiences. Let me also express my 
appreciauon of the zeal and good nature displayed by 


Messrs. Thayer, Marks, Barron, Burnham, Joslyn, 
Wright and others. They were ever ready for cheerful 
exertion. Ww. 


YESTERDAY'S ITEMS. 


In the spring of '65, Mr. Kelly sct a cutting of olean- 
der in 2 flower pot andas it seemed to have “ siruck” and 
to be doing well, he sold it; but the purchaser did not 
come for it, so it continued in the greenhouse where it 
still remains, Shortly since, Mrs. Seara, sccing no signs 
of growth in it pulled it up and found that it had never 
struck at all; not a fibre of root was. to be scen. No 
apparent growth or decay had taken place for upwards 
of ayenr. But as its half dozen leaves were still green, 
it was placed in water, where it kas thrown out a thick 


cluster of white roots. 

We are having many more visitors this season than 
last. Already the number of meals sold exceeds by 300 
the number up to the same diay last season. 

T. R. Noyes arrived last evening. 

A new pea-sheller with rollers two fect long is now in 
operation. It shells a bushel in three minutes. We 
have been unable to shell the Champion peas with the 
small machines, on account of the pods being filled so 
compactly with the peas that the rollers would not grip 
them. This new machine, however, shells them with- 
out difficulty. 


Onr Indian priehtor are making good use of the 
opportunities which our fruit preserving business affor ts 
them. Sume of them are raising peas successfully.— 
The best peas we have received have been raised by the 


Indians. The Indian women.and children are also 
bringing us many wild raspberrice. Yesterday they 
brought over one hundred quarts. The wild berries are 
very abundant and fine this season, and make excellent 
Jelly. 

Charlies Underhill, of Bath, brother of Portia, was 
here yesterday with his wife. His wife has been visit- 
ing at Oneida for several weeks und has called here 
twice before. He met Portia in a very friendly way and 
seemed to be quite fnvorably impressed with the Com- 
munity and its surroundings. On leaving he tock with 
dunn “ Salvation from Sia” and-the “ Familiar Exposi- 
ion. 

Mr. ITamilton talked in a very interesting and edifying 
way last evening, on ideas sugested by Meroa’s case, 

Willow Place will by and by need a new wing to 
bold its menagerie. In addition to the woodchuck. 3 
young hawk is in course of reconstruction at the facto- 
ry. But although it seems to know its keepers and con- 
descends to accept the frogs with which they occasionally 
supply it, vet we doubt if it will ever become “as gen- 
tie as u sucking dove.”

Burnham :—In view of the. facts communicated 
in your letter of the 19th inst., that nolwithetanding the 
advance in price of leather, Bag Manufacturers are not 
making a corresponding advance in the price of their 
gooda, and that leather is not likely to go higher at pres- 
ent, it Is concluded to return, as advised by you, to old 
rates, viz., ten percent, discount to wholesnle dealers 
and jobbers, in large citles; seven and one-half per cent. 
to country jobbers; five per cent. to the best retail deal- 
ers—the smallest dealers to be sold to nt Jist or two and 
# half per cent. discount. 

The advance was made in view of the rise in gold 
and of the probable advance of pebble Icather to 25 cts. 
per foot. If it docs not go above 23 cts. we can give 
the rates named above, and make a reasonable profit ox- 
cept on Leather Pelissiera, and we shall not lose on 
them. I trust you and other agents will communicate 
freely with the home department, and make such sug- 
gestions as may occur to you from time to time.

Cornclius Hatch was critcised in meeting. The gener- 
al feeling was that he was in an improving state. Mr. 
Hamilton talked in an interesting way to the young men 
generally, exhorting them to cultivate the revival spirit. 
and become thoroughly devoted to God. 

A letter has been written to Dr. Wellington declining 
his proposal to join the Community. 


Ominous sounds proceeding from the big pyramid of 
Pea-cans, which had been erected in the lower room of the 
Preserving factory, indicated that all was not right.— 
A council of war was held, which resulted in the deter- 
mination to give the pea-cans an additional steam, bath 
of three hours; so at it the preservers went on Monday 
afternoon about 4 o'clock, and continued at it until 
last evening. The number of cans thus re-heated is 
rome over five thousand. The great majority of the 
cans stood the test and will probably give no further 
trouble, but several hundred “swelled heads” are now 
thrown aside. 

Of course there are many inquirics for the cause of 
this luck. The first failure, previously reported, is gen- 
erally ascribed to the short time of cooking the peas; and

posed to be Mr. Edgetts advice of first cooking the pens 
in an open vessel half an hour, and afterwards cooking 
them one hour in cans, But ina letter recently received, 
Mr. E. says he never bas cooked them less than two and 
one half hours in the cans. This last Jot were cooked 
half'av hour in an open kettle, and then three hours in 
cans. This, it was supposed by all, equivaleat to the 
cooking the pens received Inst year, and which generally 
kept well. Peas which are hereafter put up the present 
season will be cooked from four and a half to five hours, 


All realize in the preserving business that they are 
dealing with powerful and mysterious forces, and that 
they need the help of science and inspiration. 

Itimay be mentioned that at the time most of the peas 
were canved the weather was very hot and that the peas 
Were not themselves properly maturcd—some were too 
yreen, While othera hal been willed and became 
uardened before getting their growth. It may also be 
Inentioned that the Community is not alone in their ex- 
perience. H. G. A. writes that the peas put up at the 
North American Phalanx this season are “blowing” and 
Mr. b. writes from Vineland; “Peas ure acting very bad 
here, we have lost some that I cooked three hours then 
opened and cooked five hours longer making cight hours 
in all. They act a great deal as the corn did last year.” 


‘The carpenters are foclosing and fitting up the tool- 
house. 


Half the wheat was brought in yesterday: the other 
half will be got in to-day. There is about sixty loads 
of it altogether. 

Another of our sisters fell heir to the crutches the oth- 
er day by slipping her foot. We give no names, as sho 
has énjoined us “ not to put her in the Journas.” These 
crutches have been used by so many of Jate that onc la- 
dy has been practising with the view of being prepared 
when her turn comes. The spirit of Jameness has been 
so much laughed at of Jate that he ought to be ashamed 
of himself and hobble off, crutches and all. 

Here and there in quiet corners may be seen once or 
two of our elder sisters picking over a nice heap of straw- 
berry leaves. There is something sv provident and moth- 
erly about such work, done inthis quict way, that oue 
fecls like silting down to join in it. say for two or threc 
minutes, just for the sake of the fellowship. 

No, Mr. Ep. Crn., there is no mistake about it, wheat is 
growing in our ice-house in conttet with the ice. The 
seeds germinate while lying directly on the surface of the 
ice; the white shoots, just touched sometinics with « 
tint of green, are found growing along the surface of the 
blocks and melting little channels in which they coolly 
lie; the roots penctrate into the clearest and apparently 
most solid icc—we have just pulled one out of such ice, 
which had penetrated more than an inch. In the porous 
snow ice the roots have in some instances penctrated 
severnl inches. Are you satisfied? P. 8—Mr. Bristol 
has just brought a piece of our best ice into the office 
into which the roofs have grown at Icast two inches.

The fruit-preseryers have béen obliged to abandon the 
attempt to shell the Champion peas with the machine.— 
When they began using the large machine and while 
the apron was dry it promised to do the work, but as 
svon as the apron became wet it did not work well. 
There was great deal of waste. The Champion pods 
seem to be thinner and more compnctly filled with peas 
than the other kinds, and at the same time they do not 
open so readily. The pea campaign is drawing to a 
close. This week from 12 to 50 bushels a day have 
been put up. 

We would inform Mr. Leonard that the bundle of print- 
ing paper has arrived. 

The fruil-crowers are becoming decply impressed with 
the importance of applying more manure to the rasp- 
berry plantations than in previous years, The finer 
varieties, more especially, show the need of it this year: 

The old bridges about here seem to be giving way 
generally. Not jong since the bridge over Mud Creek 
broke down while one of our teams was passing over it. 
The other day the bridge ut the south end of the Mill 
gave way under similar circumstances. 

The various hedges have been undergoing their unnu- 
al clipping tho past week—two of the hired men officiat- 
ing at the business. 


Mr. Townes writes thet he has bean mustered out 


of the U. 8. service, and is now at Berlin Hights, where 
he awaits our answer to his application for membership, 
before entering into permanent business outside. 

Thecans which contained the spoiled peas are under- 
going a process of purification ; they are first taken to the 
creck and rinsed, and are then thoroughly boiled for 
an: hour or more. 

The apple crop does not promise to be so abundant as 
we were led to expect in the spring. The frnit-growers 
say it is “very light.” Probably there will be ‘some 
compensation in the extra size and fairness of the frnit. 
The plum crop. on many of the trees will be good, the 
branches of some of the trees having already to be 
propped up to prevent breaking. The pear crop ‘will 
not be very abundant, but the fruit is large and fair.— 
Grapes promise well, the Delawares ure the finest we 
have ever had at this season.

He goes to effect some 
satisfactory settiemcnt of his affairs with his wife, and se- 
cure her a comfortable, home. _ Ic js not very strong yet. 
but it was thought that it would do him good to assume 
the activity and responsibility of this work. We believe 
he also thinks, as soon ns he is well enough, of engaging 
in selling silk on the northern route, Last evening the 
following communication from him was read:

Frederick Marks reported that he has been setting out 
a lot of raspberry aud other vines on land naturally poor, 
while much of the manure formerly at the disposal of the 
horticulurists is now used for other purposes. It was 
the unanimous feeling of the meeting that manure for 
this purpose must be had. Mr. [familton remarked that 
it seemed tobe the mind of God and is certainly the 
mind of Mr. Noyes, that fruit-growing should take the 
precedence of farming, and that we may expect good 
luck if fruit-growing be made of primary consideration 
in the disposal of manure as well as in the gener 
thought and attention of the Community. Some further 
conversation was held on the desirableness of saving soap- 
suds from the wash-room, after which it was moved and 
seconded that the horticulturists be appointed « commit- 
tee tu.see about obtaining manure. 

8. W. Nash reported that the can-soldering furnace, 
as it now stands, isin rather unsafe proximity to the 
wood-work. John N. Norton was appointed to see that 
it be built around .with brick on the sides next to the 
wood-work. 

G.. W. Hamilton reported that the boat and bathing 
tacilitics at the Willow Place pond arc attracting outside 
boys tothe orchard to an extent that is becoming a 
nuisance. A fecling was expressed that, if possible, the 
public should not be disallowed from bathing in the pond 
nt certain times; und it wag decided that the boat should 
always be locked up when not in use, that the springing- 
board should be taken away, and that suitable posters 
be got up and placed on the fence to regulate the behav- 
ior of outside boys who come there to bathe. 

Myron stated the need of having greater facilities for 
carrying the hands to and from Willow Place, the neces- 
sity being augmented by the circumstance that two of our 
sisters will now have to be taken to the Factory and 
vack every day. Messrs. Kellogg and Clark were ap- 
pointed to make such arrangements as they thought best.

TUESDAY. 

The three principal items. of news which electrificd the 
Community yesterday were— 

1. Cyrus Ficld’s report of the successful laying of the 
Atlantic Cable, 

2. The Atlantic Cable telegram announcing peace be- 
tween Austria and Prussia. 

8. The beginning of Silk Manufacturing at Willow 
Place. 

In the mecting C A. Burt was criticised. Notes were 
taken and a report will be forwarded to the other Com- 
munes. 

John 8. Freeman arrived yesterday. 

Mr. Justin Carter left for home this morning. He says 
he goes to settle up his affairs, preparatory to coming 
back. He thinks he shall be able to work for us if he 
cannot live with us, though he hopes to be able to do the 
latter. 

Mr. Acklcy reports that the fruit-preservers finished put - 
ting up peas this morning. 833 bushcls have been shcll- 
ed, 121 of which were raised by ourselves. The remaining 
712 bushels were bought of qur neighbors at 75 cts. n 
bushel—#534. From 8} to 9 quarts of shelled peas have 
been obtained to the bushel. 

It is probable that John and Andrew Heyl will be hired 
for another year to work in the Satchel Factory. John 
intimates that he may want to live with us always. 

The Sterling Gazette, published at Sterling, Ill, of July 
28th, contains a very enthusiastic und rose-colored 
account of the O. C., written by w correspondent at 
Utica. 

The Community have purchased their annual supply of 
coal, consisting of 2 boat loads of Lehigh from New York, 
and 80 tons of Scranton from Syracuse. 

Mr. Geo. W. Covell has drawn one loud of coal from 
New York, and deducted from his charges $50, as his 
contribution to the Printing-office fund. W. C. will 
please take note. 

Capt. Covell wags delayed ut Little Falls three days by 
the breakage of the Canal. He says there was a string 
of boats extending about twenty-five miles, or about 
twelve miles on each side of the brenk. 

Capt..Corell says cunul boats do not gencrally move 
three miles au hour, but “there is no night there’; and 
some ides of whut they accomplish even at this slow mo- 
tion may be gained from the fact, that since the 20th of 
June hig bont has taken a load of salt from Syracuse to 
Buffulo—a load of grain from Buffalo to Albany—a load 
from Albany to New York, and brought back 102 tons 
of coal to Durbamville, arriving there July 29th. 


The Silk manufacturing {s likely, for n time at leas:, 
to make Willow Place a popular place with visitors.— 
We were there a few hours yesterdny afternoon, and 
during that time, three parties of visitors, of three or 
four persons cach, mostly women, culled in to see the 
works. We also understand that many of the young 
ladies of the region round about are anxious to obtain 
employment at the factory, when the business is far 
enough advanced to demand hired hands. 


A party of young men visited the cascades near Perry- 
ville, eight or ten miles distant, on Sunday. They re- 
port very fine scenery. The fall of water is said to be 
130 fect—90 feet of which is an unbroken leap. There 
is undoubtedly much picturesque scenery within a half- 
day's walk of our bome which we have never 
known or appreciated. The East Hill, for instance, con- 
tains many wild and romantic ravines, down which trout- 
brooks find their way to the creck, aud whicre great 
rocks and old woods meet the eye. The scenery of this 
section has had the reputation of being rather tame, com- 
pared with Wallingford and its environs. But study 
and investigation will reveal new beauties at many a 
turn where we least expected them, aud will show much 
more to admire than the. superficial observer would sup- 
pose, 

WILLOW PLACE ITEMS. 

SILKEN.—The opening year brought a change in the 
Community programme. The order came—“ Prepare 
for silk making—Forward, march!” On the 20th of Jan. 
Mr. Tuslee went east to make investigations in regard to 
the construction of the requisite machinery. By the 15th 
of February, three students had been established in the 
fuctory of C. L. Bottom, whose Machine Twist stands 
highest in market. E’er the 10th of June the last of the 
three had graduated. July 17th Mr. Hudden & Co. sold 
to the Oneida Community onc bale of raw silk, weigh- 
ing 103 Ibs., valued at $12,25 per Ib., 8 per ct. off.

G. E C. in connection with the fruit preservers is 
prosecuting investigations into the causes of the pea 
failures. One point is established and there are indica- 
tions that the main cause of the difficulty is found. It is 
this: Water boils at this altitude from the sea at 210 deg. 
But 212 degrees of heat are required to kill the yeast 
plent which causes fermentation. Hence, though the 
vegetables in the cans are heated to the boiling point, 
and even boiled many hours, if the heat docs not rise 
above 210 deg. there is no certaiuty that they will not 
ferment. Last year in boiling peas, D. A. Abbott says 
that the covers of the boiling vats were fastened down, 
aud hence a pressure of steam was secured which proba- 
bly carried the heat up to 212 deg. or over, and there 
was but little loss by fermentation. This year the lids 
have not been fastened down. Experiments and im- 
provements are being instituted which we confidently 
hope will result in making the whole business a sure and 
successful operation. Fruit preserving generally, we 
judge, bas hitherto been mainly an empirical business, 


We hail the application of more exact scicnce to it with 
much satisfaction.

We 
have not yet heard from many of our old customers, and 
yet of the finer varieties our orders already run far ahead 
of the probable supply.. Agents will keep this fact in 
mind, and not solicit orders for Red and Oranges Rasp- 
berries in bottles or cans, for Yellow Spanish and May 
Duke Chceries in bottles, for Mazzard Cherries in bottles 
or cans, and for strawberries in bottles. Pine-Appies cos, 
so much more than usual that only a limited supply wil’ 
be put up. They can not be affordesl at less than $11.00 
per dozen bottics, amd $9.50 per dozen cans. We have 
a good supply on hand, and not ordered, of Black and 
Yellow Spanish Cherries in cans, and of Strawberrics in 
cans, and expect ‘to be able to fill orders received for 
Pears, Peaches, Plums, Quinces, Huckleberries, Black- 
berrics and all the different kinds of Jellies and Pickled 
Fruits named in the Fruit Circular. If the Peas stop 
spoiling now, we shall have about. 5000 cans, and the 
probability is we ahall have from thirty to forty thousand 
cans of Corn. Several hundreds of cans of String Beans 
will be put up, more than are at present ordered, and a 
large quantity of Tomatocs will also be preserved. 

From this statement Agents and others will be able to 
judge what is the best course for them to take in solicit- 
ing orders.

Among the visitors was Orson S. Murray, formerly 
of Vermont aud now of Ohio, and well known as an 
apostate Baptist minister, infidel and Anti-Slavery lec- 
turer and writer. Le came, ostensibly, to examine Mr.

His presence here in- 
duced Mr. Noyes to have read the old article in the Per- 
Keetionist, entitled, ‘Come out from Among Them.” 
After this Mr. N. gave a very interesting talk on Anti- 
Slavery, and the apostasy of Garrison and other leaders 
into infidelity: 

Mrs. Munson persistently endeavors to have us receive 
her asa member, notwithstanding we have repeatedly 
informed her that we do not think she fs fitted forsuch a 
relation. Fronrthe two last letters which have been 
sent her she has appealed to Mr. Noyes, in the last 
instance forwarding to him Mrs. Joslyn’s letter, complain- 
ing of it as cold and stern. How little cause she has for 
such a charge may be seen by reading the letter, which, 
as Mr. Noyes remarks, “is excellent, and ought to pub- 
lished for the benefit of those who will appreciate it more 
than Mrs. Munson does.”

Dean Mus. Murnson:—Your letter of the 20th inst. 
written to Mr. Noyes, was sent here yesterday, and read 
Inst evening in our meeting.

Weare expecting a family of five from New Hamp 
shire next month. They have long stood knocking for 
adinission, 

We certainly fecl for you, and sympathize with you in 
your homeless condition, and benevolence, and a kind 
of fellow fecling, would prompt us to open our doors. 
and offer you an asylum. But it is plain to us, that for 
some cause the way is hedged up. God knows for what. 
I. for one, cannot. think you are so well fitted for mem- 
bership as you think you are yourself—yet I have hope 
in your case. I don’t think it probable that you will be 
‘alled to join us at present, therefore would it not be 
oelter for you to seek a home and some regular employ- 
nent, and not be drifting here and there without any. 
yurpose other than connecting yourself with us? I think 
you told me that you were not concerned about a liveli- 
hood, and I should think, judging from your natural 
activity and energy of character, that you would make 
vour way in the world without much trouble; and you 
zan, at the same time improve your relations to us, by 


iecking to know more of Christ and_ his gospel of salva- 
tion from sin. If you prove to us that you are an car- 
aest Christ-secker, instead of a Community-seeker, the 
veil between you and us will be rent. Jy greatest de- 
sire every dav I live, is that I may please the Lord, and 
if I please him I shall_be acceptable to the Community 
spirit. If we draw nigh to him he will draw nigh to us. 
If you lay your life open to the judgment and are sin- 
rere with yourself, you ¢an be a helper to the cause right 
where you are, and act in harmony with us. 

Ihave written thus plainly because I felt that you 
were indulging in hopes in reference to joining us, that 
could not at present be realized. What future years may 
bring forth in respect to your case, E cannot foresec, but 
afone thing Tam certain if you are one of Christ's flock, 
vou will sooner or Inter be gathered into his fold. Com- 
dort your heart with this thought, and quictly and patient- 


ly waiton the Lord.

F. W. Evans, the Shaker elder at New Lebanon, writes 
that our offer relative to the Corn-Cutting Machine is ac- 
cepted by his socicty, and that he will notify us as soon 
as they are ready to have onc sent. 

Mr. Burnham writes from Cleveland, giving an account 
of a visit he has made to Prof. Nyce, the inventor of the 
Patent Fruit House. fc says: 

Very soon after my arrival, a lady brought in several 
clusters of Catawba grapes and a plate of apples—among 
which were specimens of apples grown in the summer 
of 1863. Both grapes and apples were of fino flavor— 
and the apples were as hard and plump ay you could 
desire. Mr. Nyce was very fee in conversation-—and 
although I havea clear impression of much valuable 
truth, both of a scientific and practical nature, which he 
attered, I can give you but the merest epitome of it. 

He is just now engaged in certain, experiments in the 
line of canning corn and vegetables which bid fair to re- 
sult in greatly shortening the process of boiling or steam- 
ing, us practised by us, Thad with mea copy of Tie 
CinccLancontaining W's article on Fruit Preserving, and 
at his request, read that paragraph in which it speaks 
of corn boiling 5 hours—making a vent for the escape 
of steam Kc. 

His theory about the matter Is this: that these tixed 
gases in the grain must be set loose and expelled from the 
can, but that 5 hours boiling more or less does not neces- 
sarily do this while the can is perfectly tight. His meth- 
od is to make a emall puncture in the can, at the outset 
of heating, not so large as to let air dn, but sufficiently 
large to allow the air inside to escape. He then drives 
a sharp fire—watching, meanwhile, the operations at 
the vent. So long us the current is outward, the boiling 
must be continued butsoon it begins to diminish in force ; 
and then to determine whether the gus is all out he makes 
a thin paste, or perlaps uses thick soap suds and with 
his fingers puts it over the hole. Ifthe paste, or what- 
ever is used bubbles up, then the heating must be con- 
tinued, but if not, he considers the process ended, the 


little opening is soldered over and the can placed away 
in the cellar. 

Ho Is not through with his experiments, butso far as 
he has gone, everything is in favor of his theory. The 
boiling process does not occupy over 30 minutes. 

He says-that these gases cannot be eliminated if con- 
fined, they must have room fr the atoms to move free- 
ly about, and hence the mistake in boiling with the cans 
air tight. Ie thinks he will be through with his experi- 
ments in a weekx—and, as I gave-him your address, he 
will write you on the subject.

Several smaller orders were received. In all, the orders 
amount to between $2000 and $3000. 

Our rain is over and gone, and to-day is very pleasant 
the sun shining clearly except when occasionally obscur- 
ed by the great cumulus clouds that float slowly east- 
ward.

Yesterday afternoon the 
croquoterie and, ground being in roadiness, an arenas 

was marked out on the lawn in front of the rustic sum- 
mer house, and the stakes and bridges arranzed for play- 
ing. Scveral experimental games were afterwards play- 
ed. The game bids fair to prove very entertaining, and 
‘to afford a pleasant and graceful excercise. We have not 
yet sufficiently mastered it to enable us to speak intelli- 
geatly of all its beauties, or ils scientific points, but it 
seems to combine in a rare degree many interesting quall- 
tices. Here is what the author of “ Croquet; as played by 
the Newport Croquet Club"—xs little manual which we 
would commend,to all beginners as a very clear exposi- 
tion of the rules and manner of playing—says of the game: 


“The origin of this game is unknown. No man in- 
vented whist or chess, and croquet like them sceins to 
have been eyolved by some process of nature, as a crystal 
fonns ora flower grows—perfect, in accordance with 
eternal laws. There is in all these games a certain theo- 
ry which furnishes interpretations fur all cases that arise 
in actual’ play. The rales are grouped about a central 
principle. The mimic battles have a unity, and are ho- 
mogencvus in all their parts. If the ruics are Indefinite 
or contradictory the game loses its distinctive character, 
If the rules are accurate and rigidly enforced, croquet is 
a gume of the highest interest, I am informed by a aci- 
entific billiard player that though croquet is inferlor to 
billiards in affording opportunities for delicate maninula- 
tion and manual dexterity, that it far.cxccls that clegant 
game in the field it opens for tho exercise of the higher 


qualitics of combination and foresight. Whist exercises the 
memory and the power of'calculating probabilities ; chess 
the imagination and the faculty of abstract reasoning ; but 
croquet, though it taxes these mental qualities lesa, con- 
bines them with the delights of out-door exercise and 
social enjoyment, fresh air and friendship—two things 
which are of all othcrs most effective in promoting bap- 
Piness. Those who have been in the habit of regarding 
croquet as a game for children may, perhaps, smile a! 
my enthusiasm; but Iet them procure a perfect groad, 
balls and mallets, play half a dozen four-ball_ games in 
strict accordance with the rules, and when they can 
chim to have mastered the game, they will acknowicdge 
themselves converts.” 

In mecting Mr. Noyes delivered a very interesting dis- 
course, criticising the doctrine of Llusion as presented ir 
the poem in the last CancuLan.

Messrs. Burt and Kinsley were appointed to look into 
the matter and speak to the hostler that he have his poul- 
try removed. 

Martin mentioned that our Hay-cutter is in very bad 
order; it has been repaired a number of times and is 
getting worn out. It was decided to have it put in thor- 
ough order for the present; and that we have it in view 
to purchase s better one when we hear of such in thc 
market. 

F. A. Marks inquired how far-our hired people should 

be allowed to help thomsclves to fruit. It seems: they 
have been doing so very freely although our own family 
do not. Martin said that he should take care that none 
-of the farm hands should take any such liberty—if they 
did, he should discharge them atonce. The heads of oth- 
er departments will be expected to take equally firm mvas- 
ures with those under them.

PRESERVED FRUITS. 


The way the fruit orders are coming in is very grati- 
fying. Most of them are in reply to tbe Circular sent 
out a short tinic since. 

It is important that our customers have no good cause 
for complaint, even that we have disappointed them in 
respect to filling their orders; and with this in view I 
will endeavor to keep rgents and others posted through 
the Journal of the actual condition of the fruit business—- 
the supply and the demand. And persons will be writ- 
ten to who give orders which we lack fruit to fill. 

Look over the fruit circular, as you read the following, 
and you cnn tell how matfers now stand : 

It is intended to put up from ten to filteen thousand 
cans of Tomatocs; 3012 are ordered. About 5000 cans 
of Peas have stopped swelling; 8744 are ordered. 5004 
cane of Corn are ordered of the 40,000 we hope to have 
for market. 1793 cans of String Beans ar on hand; 
only 824 have been ordered. Shall probably be able to 
fill orders received for Pears. It is too early to speak defi- 
nitely about Peaches, but prospects are now favorablo 
for getting a good supply of this fruit. Get no orders for 

Mazzard Cherries either in bottles or cans, for Mayduke 
Cherries in bottles, and for Yellow Spanish in bottles. — 
Of Cherrics unordered there are on hand Maydukes in 
cans 624; Black in bottles 435, Black in cans 1576; Yel> 
low Spanish in cans 2203. Prospects are goo] for Plums 
and Quinccs. Pine-npplea are nearly all ordered, but the 
present iutention is to put up another thousand or two. 
Of Red and Orange Raspberries more than twice as 
many are ordered as we have on hand, but of Black 
Raspberries there are still on hand 516 bottles, 1585 cans. 
Of Strawberries there are only 431 bottles and 1275 
eins uncalled for. There are about one hundred cans of 
Iluckleberrics on hand. There is no immediate danger 
of our receiving too many orders for Blackberries: the 
indications are favorable for an unusually good crop 
of this fruit. A the Currant jelly likely to be made is 
already ordered, but send on the orders for the other ya- 
rietics.

The mecting was mostly occupied with conversation 
on a communication from John Leonard, in which he re- 
vealed some of his spiritual troubles.

Mr. Dixon last eve- 
ning talked for an hour or more to the fumily, giving 
interesting, reminiscences of his Inte tourin the Holy 
Land. He ia very entertaining as 9 conversationalist —

to the other Communes. Mr. Dixon is intimately ac- 
quainted with Carlyle. 

Mr. Noyes remarked this moruing, after playing a fine 
pame of croquet, that he had got a new vicw of the sub- 
ject of competition. He says that, accepting our doct*.18 
ubout the war, that God is on both sides in every fight, 
as true, we may apply it to all games, and in so doing 
find that there isa legitimate place for competition and 
that itis a good thing.

About 25 Ihs of silk have been wound off and the great- 
er part of it cleaned and doubled. A small quantity was 
twisted the second time to-day and stood an even test 
with C. L. Bottum’s of the same letter, though as yet un- 
stretched. 

An order has been taken from Bennett of Oneids, for 
17 cast-iron window caps at $7,50 apicce. A- good pat- 
tern has been bought and it ts thought that more jobs of 
the same kind may be procured. 


21 Top stoves have been sold this scason mostly of the 
300 Ib. size. 


Mr. Burt has just finished an additional contrivance 
for his Corn Cutter. It consists of a series of Jongitudi- 
aal knives which will slit the kernels before they are cut 
off. This was got up originally to satisfy the Shakers, 
who wished their corn cut finer than the raachine usually 
leaves it, but as the corn is thought to be improved by 
this process, it is likely we shall adopt it for ourselves. 

The machinists are just finishing a large cast-iron 
steam-box for fruit preserving: it will be capable of sus. 
‘aining quite a high pressure—ns the sidcs are half an 
inch thick and strongly braced. c.

METEOROLOGICAL. 
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MONDAY. 


The present “ father” of the Kitchen, J. P.H., has in- 
vented an ingenious automatic faucct stop for the boiler 
that stands on the Kitchen stove. Ithas been a thing 
of frequent occurrence for persons when filling the boiler 
to open the cover, set the faucet running and go off to 
attend lu other duties, neglecting lo cone bacix till warn- 
ed by the hissing sound of the water runniug over on 
the hot stove. The new automatic stop consists of a 
acaled fruit-can filled with air, which floats on the water 
in the boiler: this connects with the hook which holds 
the cover open, in such a way that when the boiler is 
filled up, the floating can disengages the cover and Ieta 
it fall, while the cover, being connected with the faucet 
by a chain turns off the latter in falling. Wecan give the 
invention this praise: that it works well. 

On Saturday evening Mr. Noyes delivered a discourse 
on the study of Theology, and the importance of having 
a school started for the training of some of our young 
men as orators and religious teachers, who will be able 
to present the truth to the world in an effective und nc- 
ceptable way.

Mr. Hamilton thought it would be 
well not to transfer any hands from the trep-works to 
any other department at present, 

G. W. H. called attention to the necessity of obtalning 
additional help on traps, and wished also to know, how 
far he can depend on our own folks for help at Willow 
Place. Mr. Hamilton thought it would be good to exer- 
cise faith in God in respect to help. 

Mr. Burt called attention to the disposal of the old 
flume at tho Wilson place. “Left to the disposal of 
Mcssra. Burt and Kinsley. 

D, P. Nash reported that, in view of manufacturing 
-ilk-machinery for the trade, he and J. F. Scars have 
heen trying to construct a perfect cylinder and have not 
succeeded. Mr. Nash thought that J. F. Sears might go 
op to Willimantic and learn the art. The cylinder- 
maker there had offered to explain the secret for twenty 
dollars. @. W. Hamilton and John F. Sears were ap- 
pointed a committce to find out how this art can be most 

casily learned, and to act upon such information as they 
obtain.

I judge that grape-culture is one of the most profitable 
businesses we have, as well as one of the most pleasant;

nenses aitending the crop, and of the proceeds will be 
sept for a few years, that we may have more reliable 
data on the subject. Fancy paper boxes or “pockets” 
have been ordered, and efforts will be made to introduce 
grapes the present season into more distant markets than 
heretofore. They will be sent, at least for experiment 
to Boston, Saratoga, Troy, and perliaps to Montreal and 
other Canadian cities. Mr. Olds has been advised to 
ascertain whether grapes can profitably be scnt to some 
mike cities of the West.

FRUIT AT THE WEST. 


Mr. Olds writes from Detroit, Aug. 19, as follows: 

“From what I can learn since I came here, I am pretty 
well persuaded that tle Peach crop is very small in many 
parts of the country, and that we had better calculate to 
put up all we can. TI find that fruit is and has been very 
high here all through the scason. It has been so high 
and scarce that families who have heretofore-put up their 
own preserved fruit, did not do it this season. The ob- 
vious reasons for this are, in the first place, partics found 
fruit was so high and scarce that it was difficult to get it, 
and in the second place made up their minds it would be 
cheaper to buy it already put up. People know that 
fruit will be high, but we may be sure that these parties 
who have moncy and did not put up fruit, intend to 
have it and will buy it if they can get it. No doubt thie 
is pretty generally the ense everywhere. Would It not 
be well for us, under the circumstances to put up all the 
Peaches we can, provided we can get them within rea- 
sonabic bounds? This is rather my mind in regard to 
the mattcr. I find Christensen and Bush have the same 
opinion. I should not be surprised if they should want 
to double their orders for some kinds of fruit. I think 
they will want more Peaches. They are making calcu- 
lation to advertise and solicit orders from their customers. 
Itold them we might not be able to fill their orders — 
Well, we will trust God and do the best we can.”

No. 2, 
none on hand—4,000 or 5,000 can be put up next week 
if neecssary. Nos. 3and 4, nearly out. 2000 No. 3, 
anc 4,000 No. 4 will be put up in two or three weeks. 
Twenty-two hired hands are employed in the Trap-Shop 
together with ten of our own folks.

Our first meal of tomatoes this scason was scrved yes- 
terday for dinner. 

Our trapper friends, Mesars. Holland and Gunter, 
of Canada, in a recent Ietter, give the following results 
of their trapping during the last three years: 

“We give the amount of Furs we have caught for three 
years, for the trapping class to judge of for themselves, 
and to encourage those in new countrics who, besides 
farming during the Summer, may have opportunity for 
trapping in Winter. For the years 186:3 and ‘64 we will 
give the No. of skins we caught, as we kept n mem- 
orandum of them. In 1863 we caught 03 mink, 62 mar- 
ten 14 fisher, 10 otter, 53 beaver, 5 wolves, 13 coon, 7 
foxes and 280 rats. In 1864 we cauglit 89 mink, 47 mar- 
ten, D fisher, 9 otter, 10 foxes, 6 coon, 240 rats, 5 wolves 
and 62 beayer. Inr 18635 we kept no account of the No. 
of skins, as we sold in so many parcels, but we will give 
the sales. First in the Spring $138, in the Fall $222,50 
at one time, $77,50 at another, and $67 for fur sold in 
March caught in 1865, in all $505. In these three years 
we caught 137 deer. 

“The most of our furs of last ycar’s trapping we sold 
to the Oneida Community, to whom we recommend 
all trappers to sell, as we found them to be honcst 
in all respects; and we think they areentitled to the first 


offer of furs, 18 they make the best traps now in use in 
America.

TRAP DISCOUNTS. 

The letters of our agents indicate that they are oc- 
casionally tempted to give the highest of discount, 15 
per cent., to the second oy third class firms, who may 

olfer to order onc or two hundred dozen traps; and the 
home department is sometimes subject to the same temp- 
tation. 

As remarked in a previous JounNAL, (about the time 
the new trap-list was issued,) the highest rates: of dis- 
count should be limited to the very largest dealers, such 
as New York houses, Gardner and Co. of Milwaukee, 
the Daileys of St. Paul and the Iludson Bay Co. If 15 
per cent. discount is given to smaller dealers it will soon 
make trouble in the family, and tempt such firms as 
Gardner and Co. to think they should have more than 
15 per cent, which cannot be afforded, 


Our agents should of course have some discretionary 
power, They may mcct with cases where the interests 
of the trap trade will require them to deviate from the 
above rule, but such cases will evidently be rare. The 
indications are that the Community fs getting nearly the 
whole trap trado, “sweeping the board,”—the prices are 
now so reduced that fur dealers will not buy other traps 
if they can obtain tho Nowhouse traps; so that it cannot 
be often necessary to doviato from tho gencral rule, by 
the doz. at list; tocommon retailers at 5 per cont. dis- 
count; to jobbers at ten per cent.; tothe very largest 
houses at 15 percent. It is hoped that our agents will 
study to act wisely, and not use too much bait while fish 
bite so readily. Gardner and Co. recently sent an order 
for over 500 dozen of Jerge and smell traps. Firms giv- 
ing such orders can complain with apparcnt reason if the 
same discount allowed them is given firms who only 
purchase one third as much, and to whom they have per- 
haps, themselves formerly sold. w

There arrived at the Depot yesterday, one hundred and 
thirty-nine crates of peaches, of which about twenty 
were soll at Oncida and the rest brought home. To 
mect the necessities of such a supply, the Theolesy and 
German classes were suspended, a bee was started ina 
mediately afer supper, ant the frait-room was soon well 
filed. The Willow Place hands soon joined the party, 
ond then the.raom was crowded to overflowing. A fur: 
ther nddition consisting of hired help who had volun- 
teered their aid, (about thirty we belicve,) soon made 
their appearance and were accomodated in the laundry, 
while a few of our own people, forming a cozy group of 
their own, met in the parlor of the old childred’s-house. 
Altogether, the numbers, including the preservers down 
stairs, amounted, we understand, to 171 persons. 

The bee was ncomplete success, and yielded about 
800 quarts of fruit to the preservers, which was all put up. 
We have never scen anything so bniliant. It was per- 
fectly electric. Tho condensation of magnetic lifo pro- 
duced a gencral sparklo and flash of mirth and humor 
throughout the bee. Tho arrival of Uncle Horaco was 
hailed by 2 chorus of sopranos calling “ Come and sit by 
me,” Come over here,” or “This way, Uncle.”

The following letter from Mr. Burt indicates some. of 
the results of his Portland excursion. It should be re- 
marked that Mr. B. is entirely confident he can readily 
adapt his machine to the cutting of cars of corm of any 
size. 

Gorham, Sept. 9, 1866. 

Dear Brother William :—I am at present stopping at 
this place about 9 miles from Portland. 

The company here are packing about 8,000 cans of 
corn perday. I came here Friday evening with my 
machine, and sct it in operation yesterday, on the whole 
with good results, Mr. Baxter one of the principal pro- 
prictors of this firm, is a very finc man and is disposed 
to give me all the chance I wish, to exhibit my machine, 
and is quite favorably inclined towards it. 

IIe is the man Mr. Webb sold to. Mr. Webb is the 
man who saw the machine at New York. IIc officiates 
here still as an oversecr and is quite active in helping 
me. Since coming here, I have made an important 
discovery about the machine, i. e. that it cannot cut 
their largest sized comm. When I started on their me- 
dium size, such as we raise at Oncida (which, by the 
way embraces two thirds of all they raise here), the 
machine ran beautifully, and [ put through several bush- 
els, in & way that charmed all with its work. Well, 
next, I tried some large ears, but I soon discovered that 
the cobs did not come through in good condition. I 
went back to smaller ears, but still there was the same 
tesult. 

On examination I found the knives were bent and dis- 
arranged. I put them in order, and again went to cut- 
ting small corn; all went well again as at first, but on 
making another trial on Jarge cars, the same result fol- 
lowed. as before. I straightened up and repeated my 
effort bit to no purpose. On close examination I found 
that in opening the knives too far, it gave the cut an 
outward incline, so that the tendency was for the knives 
to run out towards the surface of the car and thus 
spring the rods and, after a while the knives would ect 
bout, Well upon discovery of these facts, I frankly re- 
ported the deficiency of the machine to the partics in- 
terested L explained to them the difliculty, and showed 
them where I could remedy it hereafter. I made my 

roposition to them viz.: that under the circumstances, 
T would not scck to sell the machine, but if they would 
furnish a good man, [ would stay long cnough to in- 
struct him how to run it, and then leave It with them for 
the season, to be run with corn adapted to it. They ap- 
peared glad to take it on these terms. I offercd it to 
them, because it seemed to me the best I could do.— 
Otier shops were unwilling [ should give any exhibi- 
tion whatever, Mr. Jones, the largest packer here, said 
he should like to see it run if I would get it going in 
some other shop, but he had very little confidence in its 
answering his turn—said he had 300 hands at work in 
his establishinent, and he did not like to have their at- 
tention diverted from work by such a kind of novel ex- 


hibition, 


You may guess I have had some blue times here, bu! 
am fecling well and happy now, and have been Icarn 
ing some rood Iessons—siall hive considerable to tcl} 
when. T get home. 

Mr. Webb appears to be a fine man and is responsible 
as far as TI can learn. Ile evidently is a good deal inter- 
ested to have me succeed, and will, I think, do what Le 
can, in that direction, with the. hope of hereafter, ju 
Some shape, acting as an agent in this region. 1 have 
as yet however, made him no special promise to that cr- 
fect. I now intend, if nothing happens to hinder, to 
leave here tor home Wednesiday, shall stop at the Shakers, 
but shall not attempt to work the ‘machine there, as 
theirs is the largest kind of Stowel corn.—Good bye, 
with cver so much love to all. J. Burt.

The peach crop has not been se 
large for years in Niagara Co. Buyers from some nes 
point artive every day; they are shipped every where, in 
all directions, to Boston, New York, Montreal, Philadcl- 
phia, Bakimore, Washington, Cleaveland, Chicago, Cin- 
cinnati, and all intermediate places. The growers arc just 
finding out that they are worth more to them to ship 
than they are getting here, and they begin to stiffen on 
prices.”—" We think, however, that to-mo:row, Peaches 
Will be plenty and cheap, as it has rained and prevented 
picking for nearly two days, but it has been fun to sce 
the buyers suap them up. Crawfords go quick to-day 
at $12. You can see the buyers sianding along the road 
and when a load comes along, run atit: the one who 
lirst says * Are they sold?” has the right of way and can 
proceed at his leisure; and if he does not strike a bar- 
gain, there is another siriv tosee who shailhe first. This 
afernoon 2 loadsceme along at once; while I was talking 
witu the first another fellow went at the second ; after tell- 
me the first that [ wanted his peaches, I turned to the 
other avd said Ifow many craces did you say you have 
on? ‘Sixteen’ said he.” On hearing that’ the buyer 
Iuh, and walked on a little way lIcavinz me to make my 
bargain at Icisure. Your Bro. L. H. Dravuey.

BUSINESS MEETING. 
0. C., Sept. 23, 1866. 


Mr. Kinsley suzgested the necessity of purchasing halt 
a dozen arm chairs for use in the Hall. It was decided 
to make such a purchase, and Mr. Ifatch, W. A. Hinds 
and J. II. Barron were appointed a committee to act in 
the maticr, 

Mr. Abbott introduced the subject of the insuficiency 
of our present supply of water. There was some gen- 
eral conversation as to the best way of getting an in- 
creased supply. Sugyvestions were made with reference 
to various adjacent springs und also to the rain water 
shed from the different roofs. Messrs. Burt, Clark, 
Abbott, Woolworth and G. W. Hamilton were appojnted 
a committee to consider the subject and report. 

Mr. Woolworth suggested that as our corn is, for the 
most part, too large for the corn-culting machines as 
they are at present constructed, some patent knives, like 
those described by Mr. Burt as in use at Portland, 
should be bought for the Preserving Department. 

F. A. Marks stated that there is a muck swamp for 
sale near tho cheese-factory. It seems that onr own 
swamp muck is not of first rate quality, is fast giving 
oul, and the excavation of it, is making unsightly holes 
in our farm. Mr. Conant, who has seen the swamp 
now for sale, considers the muck of good qualily.— 
Messrs. Kinsley, Barron, Hinds and Martin Kinsley 
were appointed a committee to learn the price at which 
the swemp can be bought, and the best means of access 
to it from our farm and orchards. 

W. A. Hinds introduced the subject of Fruit Labels. 
It has been thought desiruble to have a new slyle of 
these in which cach different kind of fruit put up by us, 
shoukl be represented on its own label. If they are to 
be got up in time for next year, it will be necessary to 

ke early action in the matter, Mrs, Miller is ready to 
commence work at once on the new designs; and My, 
Leonard considers that'a new printing press will be re- 
quircd for printing them, A committee was appointed 
consisting of Mrs. Vanvelzer, Messra, Mamilton, Pitt, 
Thacker and Ifinds, 

Q. W. Hamilton spoke on the subject of npparatus 
to raise water. at Willow Place. [Me had seen, in use at 
Sencea Balis, a pamp, etitvble for such a purpose, which 
vost SEL0, It was thowsht very dealrable to have some 
such tneiiities, considering the amount of valuable prop- 
erty we have at Willow Place, Voted that Messrs, Ins- 
lee and G. W. Hamilton be appointed a committee to 
learn the entire cost of such an apparatus, and report, 

G. W. Hamilton stated that for 8300 or upwards, a 
movable six-hand fire-cngine could be had, suitxble to

A peep at the Trap Factory, is worth somethirg ia 
these days. We spent half ay hour, yesterduy, in poing. 
through this department, and Ia, what a nicket there 
was! And no wonder. Just thiak that with the mate 
rial which, of course, wus got’ ready beforehand, the 
number of treps pul together and campleted during Tae! 
month, preseats the neat litle figmie of 42,0C0.. To 
turn out goods at such a rate as this, many iiands are re: 
quired. Consequently, we have fogiy nine hired work- 
men and twenty members of our own family, all busily~ 
engaged In this single department. These sixty nine 
persons are distributed through many dillerent branches 
of the work, from the original designer, down through a 
long grade of processcs too numerous for particular 
mention. There are blacksmiths and machinisis wlio 
keep the tools in order; those who roll out the bars of 
stecl, who cut-out springs and who temper them; those 
whotom the different picces, who put them together, 
who nail and rivet them; those who cut out the dogs, 
who bend them, who put them in; those who weld 
chains, who put them. on, who test them ; and. many 
others whoso specific craf{ we must pass over til we 
reach the group who jnspect the finished article and 
han 1 it over to the packer to be got ready for shipment. 

Ii is something of a “steep comparison” to pass from 
all th’s clang and clatter into an adjacent room where 
we hear the ingessant murmur of the Silk machinery.—

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There is, at present, among the dealers, a great de- 
mand for our productions: letters are daily received 
from city jobbers and firms doing a large wholesale 
business, inquiring the prices of onr traps, fruits, etc., 
and frequently enclosing orders which would have star- 
tled us a few years since by their magnitude. This is 
all well; but still Jet us keep in mind the fact, that our 
nearest und best relations are with the consumers, and 
that our truc policy isto-seck the interests of the consum- 
ers, and not “give them the cold shoulder,” for the 
sake of favoring the “ middle-men.” We must not for- 
get that we are mainly indebted to the consumers for 
the increased demand for our productions, and not pri- 
marily to the efforts of the dcalers in circulating them. 
The demand has grown in this way: the consumers first 
find out that the Community can be relicd upon for 
good, honest articles; and they trouble the retail mer- 
chants until they conclude to order a limited supply ; 
then the retail dealers and country merchants trouble the 
city jobbers and wholcsaic dealers until they find it. for 
their interests to:.take hold of our wares; and then they 
claim ‘especial privileges,” “exclusive right of s::!e,” 
nnd assume that they ought to be allowed to contro! 
and monopolize the entire trade. The “ middle-men” 
have a proper and uselul function to perform; but they 
should not be allowed to interfere unnecessarily with 
the relations of the consumers and producers.

As this was. a move of some importance 
Frederick request¢d that some persons be nominated to 
advise wh the department on the subject and share 
ther resronsitt ties, T. L. Piti, W. A. Ifinds and Dan- 
icl <dcolt were appcinted for this purpose. 

Mr. Olds gives an interesting report of a visit he 
made to Berlin Hights by request of Mr. Noyes.

The labors of the Preserving department, if it Keeps 
fewer hands at regular work tban some ether branches 
of our industry, yet, dealing as it does in material that 
is more or less perishable, requires, in addition to occn- 
sional bees, a steady course of incegsant labor from its re- 
guiar Coips. We eamnot but admire the unwearicd 
anil methodical activity that has presented jiself to our 
observation every time our business has !ed us into the 
basement where the principal operations are performed. 
Within the lust three days, 851 quoits of peaches have 
been put uy, and 1!51 quarts of quinces, besides 210 
quaris of peaches for fanily use, mukiag in all 2,492 qts 
This gives an average of over 830 auaris per. day. 


It may give a further idea of this department to say 
that fourteen different Linds of jelly have becn mad” 
this sexson: and although the jellies arc not nearly all 
made yet, there have, np to the present time, been put 
up 2,803 pints, and 3,080 half-pinis. In addition {to all 
this, 2 quantity of jams has been made, of which we 
cannot now give particulars. 


The hands, including those in the fruit-room, comprise 
six of our own*family and th'rtcen hired people. 

One of the great curiosities of the greenhouse at the

Vanverzen:—I have just returned from 
the North American Phalanx, and a: T hitd some tats 
with Mr. Bucklin the Fruit Preserver, I ihouzht I woid 
give some of the results to you. 

Mr. Bucklin’s fort is in preserving Tomaics. Lis 
method is to turn off the liquid portion, filling the eas 
with the solid tomato as far as can be readily done, and 
scaling the can before the fi uit is cooked. He leaves no ori- 
fice for the escape of fixed gasses, but cooka the Toma- 
to, thus hermetically closed, about 30 minutes. The result 
iz (as he claims), that the original flavor is preserved and 
he docs not lose one can in a thousand. His Cura, 
Peas, Beans and fruit of various kinds, are, like the To- 
matocs, steamed after the cans are soldered. This is differ- 
ent from Professor Nyce’s method as reported by mo 
several weeks ago, and, as I suppose, different also from 
your method. Am I correct? Five minutes’ boiling is 
all the time given to Peaches, also most other fruits — 
Corn, this year, he cooked thoroughly, ten hours, and 
even then, like us, he lost quite a percentage. The ren. 
son for this, he is unable to decide on satisfactorily, a’- 
though this much he has observed: that corn plant- 
ed late, is more likely to pack well. 

Corn cooked in 4 copper kettle becomes discolorcd at 
the kernel. An enameled kettle is better, ora copper 
kettle, tinned. 

Tomato Catsup is made from the skins of the fruit and 
not from the fruit itself. The first cost is about $1,00 
per barrel—his wholesale pricc for the sane is $12,00. 

Mr. Bucklin is a very practical man, and I could not 
but feel (und I told him as much), that he and some of 
our prctical Fruit Preservers ought to confer together 
an compare notes as often as oncc in two years at lenst.

Bro. WiiiiaM :—In accordance with your suggestion, 
1 tried the sweet-corn, and found It first-rate. You need 
have no fears of our suffering in reputation, if the rest 
of the corn is as goodas the five cans Tbaye opened. 
dnt one thing LT noticed which was unfavorable—the 
cans were not evenly filled. Two of the five were full 
weight; the rest varied from one to two ounces, which 
diflerence can casily be made in careless weishing. 1 
have never heard how serious the loss in corn was, 01 
whether you have found out any satisfactory cause ot 
some failing to keep. Were the farmers who raised 
com for us, faithful in bringing it freshly picked? I[ 
have also questioned the policy of stacking the cans to- 
gether in large bodies, perhaps before they were thor- 
oughly cool, &c. However, these sugsestions may not 
be to the point. It scems to be. a precarious business: 
judging from the many failures, but J hate to give up 
teat. If we decide to do anything at the business anoth- 
er year, I would suggest the propricty of making ita 
separate thing from the fruit preserving. At the (me 
of putting up corn, the business is liabic to be uure or 
less interfered with hy tomatoes, Inte peaches, pears &e., 
which come along about the same time, and perhaps not 
riving time to do as nich at cithce as would be desirn. 
dle; under a pressure of business, things are Jiable to 
ye done in a hurry or left too long undone. But perhaps 
we can do all the business We want to in this line, in 
preserving fruit alone, without doing anything at put- 
ting up peas and corn,

There has been talk of having a sweet-comn thanks- 
giving. The final results of corn- -packing this senson 
are likely to be much better than any here expected.— 

Ve have shipped twenty thousand earns, and lave now 
yn hand sbont cight hundred. The number of “swelled 
heads,” which have been seen around home, is estimated 
as not far fom tlirco thousand, Only one customer has 
vet made serious complaint, and to him the cor wns 
hipped carly in tho season, Some others may claim 
‘leductions for poor corn ; but atill thero is occasion for 
gratitude that it has turned out so well. 

‘I judge that the general impression now is, that the 
failure of a part of the corn was on account of its being 
heated before it wentintothepreserving-room. At differ- 
ent timcs there was corn enough picked in the afternoon to 


Jast the buskers and cutters till ten o'clock or Jater 
the next forenoon, Considernble pains was taken in. 
dpreccue the coun, but we Jearn that at least one load 
was badly heated when brought by our neighbor Davis, 
T understand that successtil corn-packera are very par- 
ticular, and will not receive any corn picked after twelve 
o'clock. nnd thut they sometimes induce those who 
Taise the corn to commence picking at three vo’ clock in 
the morning. 

The fact that our corn spoiled “ in streaks” favors this 
view. Of some lots nearly every can puffed itself into 
uncomfortable ahupe, while it was difficult w find a 
“swelled head” in other lots. 

It should alan be mentioned that it was not possible to 
boil the corn under so much pressure as was desired, on 
account of the distance of the bath-room from the en- 
gine, and the great amount of other work it had to 
pertorim. 

Perhaps other important reasons might be given.— 
Mre. Vanvelzer thinks as you do, that the caus ought 
not to be stacked together in lurge quantitics until en- 
tirely cold. 

The preservers here do not yet consider themaciyes 
“ masters” of corn and pea preserving, and any hirts 
you or others may have for their benefit I know will be 
thankfully received.

time ago, to become a good business man and a good 
student. Ife had falt blessed since forming such a pur- 
pose, Joining tn the general testimony Mr. Hamilton 
suld: T have found in my experience in writing In the 
Office that I could work a great deal caster after getting 
warmed up with a purpose to do all I could id a given 
time. I found to sit down.and work In a moderate way 
would tire me; but when [T would get warmed up with 
some resolation [ could-don great deal more, and not 
get Into this dull sleepy state.

Mr. Hamition :—It has occurred to me it would be weil 
to make some remarks nbout-the finances, aud espectialls: 
concerning the showing of the Bag-department. The 
earnings of this department were not very hinge the bast 
year, and some of the members connected with it wer: 
tempted to feel discouraged. Ihave not acen anything 
very serious, bul I thought it was a rather small view to 
take. Others, perhaps, think it} would hardly pay to 
carry on a business that docsn’t give better returns. I 
thought it would be well to show huw that department 
Was situated, 

Last winter when we made our inventory, the Bag-de- 
partment had a large supply of stock and finished work 
on hand, All this was charged to the department when 
purchased, and then what was on hand at the end of the 
year, was credited in the inventory to the amount of 
about $20,000. At this your's inventory their stock on 
hand was only about $7000. While they have not earn- 
ed only some two or three thousand dollars, they have 
turned a good deal of property into cash, and have 
helped us pay our debt in that way. That has been our 
business this last year. We had a heavy stock on hand 
in both the Trap-department and Bag-department which 
we have greatly reduced. It would have been good 
policy to turn this into cash, rather than to carry it 
along another year, even if we hadn't: made anything on 
it above the-first cost. 

The Bag-business had a good deal of competition to 
contend with and was pretty hardly run, as so many 
went into it the season belore. Then business was very 
dull for a ood part of the year. But we have kept our 
foot-hold, and stand now where we can go ahead and 
probably advance our prices some the coming season.— 
So as I understand it the Bag department has furnished 
us some 314.000 or $15,000 toward paying this debt the 
past season. That fs pretty good, They carved more 
last season, but it didn’t help our finances because it was 
all put into stock.

“ By Schedule C., section 170, the stamp lax for ‘ every 
can, bottle, or other single package, containine ments 
fruits, vegetables, Ge., is rated according to the weigh: 
of said can of bottle ‘ with its contents.’ 

“ By a subsequent provision, ‘Tin cans used for pre- 
sorved meals, fruits, vegetables,’ &e., are exempted from 
the manufacturers’ edlealorem tax, But glass bottles 
when used for precisely the same purposes are still sab- 
jecued to this adoalorem tux. 

“As the Law now stands, and is construed, the same 
quantity and value of freit which Ina tin’ ea requires 
only a one-cent stamp (because with the can not excee.ling 
t-o bs.) requires, if preserved in a heavy glass bottle, 
atiree-cent stamp, (because exceeding widh the bottle 
theee tba.,) in addition to the five per cent. aletorem tax 
previously paid on the bottle by the maunatietnrer.

sion bears heavily upon those who are engaged in pre- 
eyclog fruits in glass, and. to pray that such chanzes 
iaay be made in the Toternal Revenue Law that the tax 
recuired on fruits preserved in botiles, shall be the same 
uo that required on the same fruits in cans.

It has Been asserted by some, that fish could be frozen 
solid, and afterwards restored to life. [have always 
doubted the assertion; it sounded too “ fishy” for me to 
eredit. Finally I thought I would try the experiment 
myself. I therefore obtained a perch from the Oncida 
Like, of about one-half pound weight. Onc cold night, I 
cut s hole ina large block of ice, and filled it with 


water, and put the perch into it, and Icf it. in it nll 
night and the next forenoon; in all; about seventeen 
hours, In the meantime, the mereury sunk to twenty 
degrees below zero: so there could be no possibility of 
doubl, that the fish was frozen solid. I then put the 
block of ice into a tub of water, and left it to. thaw out, 
which it did in the conrse of the afternoon: and upon 
exunining the fish It was found to be dead. 

I still hold to the opinion, that if a fish’ is thoroughly 
frozen, it cannot be rceatored to life again.

Mr. Tlamilton said he had given con- 
siderable thought to the subject, and several times indi 
resolved to make drawings and estimates of cost; bur ior 
soine reason he hadn't commenced the work; and in 
tatking with Danicl he found some dillerence of opinion 
about the building required, Altogether, he was led to 
inquire whether it was best to put up the building tie 
coming gsenson. Ife seemed to feel that tt was not; and 
in course of the conversation it appeared that others 
had bad the same query; and before we got through I 
think the feeling was unaminous, that the erection of a 
building had better be postponed, at least one year, 

“ The reasons urged in fayor of this course were, first, 
that we do not know exactly how large a building we 
need; secondly, we are undecided where to place it; and 
thirdly, the subject has not been sufficiently studied, so 
that we are certain what would be the best arrangements 
that could be made for sucha building—what are the 
best labor-saving contrivances that might be put into 
such a structure. Then another important consideration 
was, that by putting up the building the present season, 
we should tic up, so to speak, quite an amount of capital 
which we need in our business. 


‘As we do not design tocan a large amount of vegeta- 
blea, corn, peas, &c.,. it was thought we could get along 
the coming scason very well, with our present accommo- 
dations, with some changes. For one thing, it is proposed 
to erect a large wooden building near the Tontine, 
probably west of it, which shall be used aso store-house, 
and perhaps have a jelly-room connected with it. With 
that addition, it was thought the department would get 
along very well the coming senson ; and after the sum- 
mers campaign, we shall be better able to decide with 
reference to the future. 


* A remark, made hy Mr. Noyes, had some weight with 
Mr. Hamilton and thecommittee. Te said we might 
want to build ona very large scale for the fruit-depart- 
ment, and perhaps it would be better to put up a wood- 
en building in the mean time. Ft is evident it would be 
perfecuy wise and safe to crect this wooden. building, 


for it will always be in demand in that place for storage 
and other purposes. 

“Ti the course of the conversation there was a view 
taken of the future development of the fruit business 
that may have an important bearing on our building: op- 
erations. The fruit business hag gradually increased in 
dimensions, and it is difficult to say why it should not 
continue to do so, and become at least a dozen times a 
large as it is now—why it should not double every year 
it we choose to have it. If that is the true view, ther 
the question arises, whether there is not a limit to the 
mount of business we can do here profitably, and 
whether we shall not eventually contrive some way tc 
preserve different kinds of fruits in the localities where 
they grow most abundantly; peaches, for instance, i 
New Jersey, plums near Rochester, quinces some 
where else; and blackberries and huckleberries in stil 
another locality. Or, better, a Community may yet kk 
sturted in. the midst of the best fruit region. Som: 
one remarked that Rochester and its vicinity was ont 
of the best localitics in the State, and perhaps in the 
whole country, for growing a great varicty of fruits 
We now get all our peaches, nearly all our cherries, and 
a large proportion of our plums and quinces from tha‘ 
region. It is about one hundred miles from here, and 
would full in with Mr. Noyes's plan, of hnving a line 
of Communitics from Wallingford to the Pacific. J 
don’t know how soon something of that kind may. tak« 
plice; but certainly, it is worthy of consideration. I 
confess the more I think of it the more enthusiastic I 
get over the idea, The trap-business and the bag- 
business, in a financial point of view, might be said 
tu have made the Oncida Community. Why is not the 
fruit-business capable of making another associntion as 
large as this Community or larger? You sce at once, 
there would be a great many advantages in having the 
preserving factory. right where fruit is most plenty.— 
This would save a large amount of expressage. We 
must have paid several hundred dollars for expressage 
last year. And then there is always considerable loss 


hy decay, where fruits are transported any distance, and 
more or leas is purloined while on the way. Then we 
might have our factory so near the railroad, that it 
would save a great amount of carting, which is expen- 
sive. 

“The main object the committee had in making this 
report, was to find out if the Community would sympa: 
thize with this plan of postponing building, till we are 
better prepared.” [The report was approved.]

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Last evening Mr. Hamilton gave a particular ac- 
count of his visit to Wallingford, and his call on 
Victor on his return home. There is good evidence 
that Victor is almost wholly recovered, and will be 
able to return to his friends soon. Theodore remarked : 

“Victor wrote to his futher a while ago to the effect 
that the doctors did not wish the CrrcuLanrs to be 
sent to him any longer on account of the bad mor- 
al influence the papor excried. Dr. Gray sald he 
looked that letter over, and said to Victor he did not 
think he told the truth strictly, in ascribing his stop- 
ping it to that cause. Victor was free to draw his 
own inferences, but ho had said nothing about the 
moral character of the paper either way, and didn’t 
care about giving him his reasons fur stopping it. It 
was cnough that he wanted it stopped. He then told 
us he stopped it solcly on medical grounds, in his 
treatment of the case. He explained it in this way: 
When in the stage of acute mania, patients are casily 
excited and stimulated to a high piteh. Their brains 
are very active. That runs ile course, end then comes 
a reaction, in which the patient passes into what. is 
Called dementia... La the stage of scute mania, ey 
run down tn flealy an? suffer from lack of nutrition. 
Warea ty past on iste the staesot dementia they 
qdin in thesh, as prety mech all they do isto eat 

mid sleeps Some laid in that state and never come 
vatof it. Wien Giew viidually come out of it there 
is danzér that excitement may bring on another 
attics of acute min. 

“Dr. Gray said when Victor first came there he was 
very inisclnevous, nad very insubordinate, and dispos- 
ed to get away. Hle was very abusive ts his referen- 
ces to his father, and was always playing some pranks, 
like pulling handkerchiefs out of peoples pockets, 
opening the windows, or whatever he could think of 
toannoy people. Daring this period he run down in 
flesh, and became quite thin. Atler that he went into 
the stave of dementia, grew dull and was dispused to 
sleep most of the time. He then passed into a state 
where he Cil'nt want to see any one, and was very 
sensitive aboat his position. In that state he liked to 
have him read t'.2 Cinceban, beeause it stimulated his 
intellectual powers, and helped him to get rid ot tor- 
por. Now he had passed out of that state and begun 
to hold discassions with the other patients, and if bis 
mind was over-stimulated, he would be in danger of 
another attack of acute mania, Jie is in a ward with 
a number of persons who have a great deal of religious 
ardor, aud they aro very opinionated, as such persons 
are apt to be. -f left to hold their discussions, there 


would be no end to them. The Doctor said he would 
not allow discussions on politics, any more than on rc- 
ligion. He has a number of persons there, who were 
engaged on the side of the South, in the late war, and 
if he should allow discussions on political subjects, 
they would have a strange time of it. He said he told 
the Southerners they must stop their discussions, as 
he would not allow them to go on. There was one in 
particular, very fond of recounting his exploits, and he 
told him, ‘I have nu sympathy whatever with what 
you have done; but as asick person and my patient, 
I do sympathize with you, and for that reason I want 
you to stop these discussions.’ He stopped the Cm- 
CULAR because it was getting tocreate quite an excite- 
ment every week, as Victor would bound out into 
pretty fierce discussions, and it was having a bad in- 
fluence in a medical puint of view. 

“J thought the doctor was quite careful to disclaim 
passing any opinion on the moral aspect of the Cir- 
cuLar, [ie saidin the course of six or cight weeks 
Victor would beso fur recovered that he could be 
taken out, and it would do him good to study some, 
in n steady way, if he did not du too much, in order 
to get his mind in # state where he could reason sys- 
temnatically without excitement. 

“1 was quitesinterested in talking with Dr. Gray.— 
He stnkes me as a persun who is in some sense a gen- 
jus and well adapted to.his position He scems to 

have a good deal of decision of character, and insight 
into the ways of the insane. He said to me that 
when young persons were taken with acute mania 
they run risk of having the development of their 
brains and intellectual powers arrested. If attacked 
by aenfe mania before the brain is tally developed 
and the intellectual powers matured, the development 
is stopped, and there is danger that it will never be 
completed. Ino fact it was quite rare he said for 
young persons to fully recover from such an attuck.— 
They generly showed some evidence of arrested 
mental development through life. But he said from 
present symptoms, he should think Victor was going 
to entirely recover, if he keeps on us well as he is do- 
ing, and that would be nither an exception to the rule.”

Mr, TT«milton :—Mr. Noyes said considerable on 
this subject there at New Haven, and seemed to bo

It took great hold of my attention and has been a 
new key-note to me ever since. I appreciate the form 
of Communism, but I think more of the substance.— 
Isce here in the Community, that we must be sure 
and get our hearts on the substance. Where the 
spirit of God rules, there is the kingdom of heaven. 

Mr, Wooleorth :—There is great advantage every 
way in being free from bondage to forms. The Prim- 
itive Church were comparatively free from forms ; they 
held them all loosely. After the second coming the 
apostate church built up forms and surrounded itself 
with them, until it became a dend, lifeless form of god- 
liness without the power. The Primitive Church had 
tho power that wrought miracics, and anved men from 
sin and selfishness. There was substance there. 
They were in fellowship with tho Holy Ghost, and 
could afford to be pretty carcless about forms. At the 
same time they looked forward for the country whero 
all hostile surroundings and restrictions would be re- 
moved. 

7. BR. Noyes :—This talk furnishes me with a good 
deal of profitable thought. It scems as if it pointed 
out, ina way to come home to every body, that mere 
living in the Community is not salvation. Being con- 
tent to live in the Commnnity, and loyalty of that 
kind is only useful as it enables a person to take hold 
of interior life and join’ Christ in that way.

They can have unity with Christ, salvation from sin, 
the spirit of victory and rejoicing, and all that any- 
where. They can baye unity of hearts and fellow- 
ship with all saints, and Communisin of the interior 
kind under any conditions of outward life. 

Mr, Ilamilton :—Y had some talk with Theodore 
right in this line, and he expresecd a wish to do what he 


could to promote the spirit of heaven, and conversion 
to the heart and substance, among the young folks. I 
haye had some queries as to the best way to get at it. 
I would suggest, as x begining or experiment, that all 
the young men, for instance, who are interested in the 
subject, meet with Theodore and myself, and perhaps 
one or two others, to-morrow night, at a quarter to 7 
o'clock, in the Reception-room. No matter if it inter- 
fers with the classes a little, I think it would pay. 
The young folks have a good deal to do with the tone 
of the family.

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Mr. George Gray our visitor left here yesterday.— 
He gave me a brief sketch night before last, of his life, 
occupying some two anda half hours. He has fol- 
lowed the sea from his youth, his first voyage being to 
Europe in 1844, the 14th year of his age. Since then 
he has taken four voyages to the Pacific, via. Cape 
Horn, visiting the Sandwich Isiands and numcrous 
other Islands in the Pacific and Atlantic: spent ten 
years coasting between California and British Colum- 
bia, visited the Gold mines twice, without realizing 
any financial prosperity. He has taken two trips to the 
Mediterrancan, visiting several of her most important 
citics, including Naples, also the Ruins of Pompcil, 
of which he had with hima number of fine photo- 
graphs, which he purchased ja Naples. On Icaving 
he gencrously gave us the pictures. On two of his 
voyages he had very cruel commanders, though he 
was always treated kindly bimsclf, yet the harsh 
treatment tho other sailors received, grieved him 
quite as much as it would to have received the same 
crucity himself. 

He went aboard a Merchant vessel at San Frran- 
cisco, bound for London, and before they had been out 
twenty days the first mate kaooked down a youug 
sailor and stamped on him forsome trifling offence, 
and when he turned his back, the young man sprang 
up and stabbed the mate in the back, with his knife, 
(which sailors always carry ja tucir belt)—the mate 


sprang to his state-room for his pistol, saying he. 


would shoot the d d rascal—bvut fell as he reach- 
ed his room, and in fifteen minutes was dead. The 
Captain was very sick at that time, and not expecting 
to live, and there was no one aboard but Mr. Gray, 
that could take the sbip’s reckoning, therelore that 
duty fell upon him and he took her safely ‘ato port 
at Londou; a four months voyaze. He stood at the 
wheel one time and saw every thing washed over- 
board that was on deck, masts and sails blown away, 
&e., &c. He told about his visit to Frazer river, the 
uccount of which was very interesting as were his

CONCERNING MR. A. C. SMITH. 


Mr, Pitt:—I might make some report of Mr. Smith’s 
visit here, as I had considerable communication with 
him. Svon after he came, Mr. Worden mentioned that 
he was here, and asked me to go in and seve him: He 
met me very pleasantly. Imight say, when I first 
joined the Community at Brookly», and became ac- 
quainted with Mr. Smith, there was a good deal of 
fellowship between us. I have always felt an interest 
in him since that time. He seemed very glad to get 
here, and thankful that Mr. Noyes had invited him to 
come, That evening or the:next morning, he related 
some circumstances in regard to his early connection 
with Mr. Noyes. Some of them appeared to come up 
quite fresh in his memory, though he said he bad not 
thought of them before in a good many years. They 
‘related to his submission to Mr. Noyes there at Kings- 
ton, while Mr. N. was stopping with him. One day, 
Mr. Noyes came out and claimed the position of a 
spiritual father to him, and demanded that he should 
submit to him and accept the relation. This position 
at first seemed strange to him, and he did not under- 
atand it; but Mr. Noyes insisted upon it, and made it 
the condition of his fellowship and sojourn with bim. 
Matters goon came ton crisis when they had sat together 
as mieh as an hour, neither of them speaking a word, 
bal ninkiag and praying, or at least he was, for ligne 
todo the rigat thing, All at once it seemed to be re- 
vealed to him that that was their true relation to cach 
other, and he burst out laughing, it seemed so.clear 
and simple to him. He said to Mr. Noyes that he ac- 
cepted the position. Mr. Noyes then proposed they 
get their skates, und’ have a skate upon the river. 
They did so, and skated up some ten or twelve miles 
and took dinner, and then returned hone. 

The next morning Mr. Noyes told him he wanted 
him to go to Putney as he had business for him to do. 
They looked over their purses and found they had 
about eighty cents. I won't be certain as to the exact 
amount. Mr. Noyes advised him to put on his skates, 
go up the river as far ashecould. Ie skated to Troy 
and then walked over the mountains. When he came 
to the foot of a mountain he stopped over night. The 
next morning he started carly. There was snow on 
the ground, and it happened that he took a wood road, 
instead of the right one, and this led hin to the top of 
the mountain, and there it stopped entirely. He con- 
cluded he would not go back; and as the sun was 
just rising, he laid his course with the expectation of 
striking the road on the other side. It wasa terribly 
rough place to get through, down one mountain and 
up another, but he traveled on for about eight hours, 


right through the woods without a compass or guide 
of any sort, as the sun soon after noon became obscur- 
ed. There was noroad whatever. Finally he grew 
tired and lay down upon the snow. He soon fell into 
alight slumber, but suddenly awoke with this question 
running through his mind: “ Does the Lord want me 
to lav my bones on this deserted mountain ?” He got 
up and pushed on, and in a short time came out to 
the road.

All the time Mr. Smith was here, his mind appeared 
to be turned back to that old experience connected 
with his submission to Mr. Noyes. He told me that 
the night Mr. Woolworth first called upon him to 
speak in mecting, it came so suddenly that he did not 
know what to say, andsodid notsay much. That 
night he did not sicep any, and this old experience 
kept coming up over and over again in his mind. On 
Sunday he wished to haye some talk with me, and I 
found he was laboring some on his relations to the 
Community. I might say from the moment of my 
first mecting him he seemed in a soft state, more so 
than [ ever saw him before. 

He seemed ready to take criticism if need be.— 
During my coversation I had a pretty strong feeling 
to be sincere with him in aes his relations to 
Mr. Noyes, and to ascertain whether he had indeed 
really apprehended Mr. Noyes’s position in the Church. 
The more I talked with him the more I saw that he 
never had fully apprehended it. I felt quite an inspi- 
ration to present that subject to him aad sincerely 
press it home. I bad a good deal of ircedom jn pre- 
senting the subject of Community organization. The 
nf before I went out to Geneva I read him the talk, 
“Salvation From Sin, Community Property.” He 
said it presented the subject iu rather a new light to 
him, but the more he thought of it the more he was 
dis to accept it, aud [ telt his spirit yield. He 

purposed to start foc home on Monday morning, 
but concinded that night to remain another day and 
vide the subject firther. Next day Tread him sey- 
erat tleaTalks oa the subject of organization, and 
by ben cari -iecd of freedom in talking with him. I 
jet Sais spirit vichl more and more to the truth, and he 
<i grew more earnest in regard to his relations to 
Sir. Noyes. Ie seemed to sev that his only hope of sal- 
vation was ingetting back to the old point of submis- 
sion to Mr. Noyes, taking him as his head. 

1 was a good deal interested In my experience with 
him. It was a profitable season to me whether It, 
helps him or pot. L felt that age had done a good 
word in him, in breaking down self-righteousness and 
evolism. He said he felt that he was poor spiritually, 
and tinese doctrines of “ Salvatioa From Sin Commun- 
ity Property” and spiritual organization that we had 
developed here, showed him that he had never oat 
beea saved from sin, in the full sense of the word, 
aud that there was a great work yetto be done in 
him. Ile said he shoul! go home and study it all, 
avd then wrile tous. He purposes to go down to 
New York some time this spring, when he would try 
and meet Mr. Noyes, as he had long wished to have 
a season of reflection and conversation with him. 

I could not help thinking of his (rip to Putney as 
typical, somewhat, of his whole course. IIe has wan- 

ered off into the wilderness and come very near lay- 
jug his bones on the barren mountains of isolation. I 
felt a strong prayer io my heart that he might work 
through and come out safely. Ie said he Joved Mr. 
Noyes very much, that he always had and always 
should. We also said that fora long time he had 
dreamed about the Community nearly every night, 
and seemed to be here with us. 

He joined the Methodist church some years ago, but 
does not seem to have a great deal of sympathy with 


it. They make him free to talk in their meetings it he 
chooses, but he feels that he has been growing out of 
fellowship with them for some time, They appointed 
him trustee lately, but he told them he should not 
act, ns there were points of difference between him 
and them that he could not give up.

I left here on Thursday Iast for "Dubuque, Iowa, 
reaching Dunlcith on this side of the Missisippi River 
about 10 P. M. On arriving there I Icarned there 
was to be no crossing over the river that night with 
teums, as it was considered dungerous on account 
of the ice breaking up.

From a lot of scraps that were 
carried to the Shoe-shop at the time of their last inven- 
tory, there has been cut out between 60 and 75 paira 
of women’s and children’s shoes; and tle pile is not 
half exhausted. Besides this, the lightest of the peb- 
ble scraps are found to work well and be very suitable 
for piecing out boot legs, Also the best part of them 
compare nicely with oil dresscd goat-skin, and works 
in well, for quarters; and when the shoe is made up, 
none but the best judges of stock could tell it from 
oil dressed gont-morocco, and as the shocs are cheap- 
er, and do not require to be blacked to keep them 
bright, it is proposed to substitute them for calf skin, 
for our women’s every day wear, which I think will 
be much more satisfactory to them.

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WILLOW-PLACE ITEMS, 


The quarries at Willow-Place are quite an institu- 
tion, or would be considered such it worked by a pri- 
vate Individual, Five men have been employed at 
them all winter with av net result of about 300 cords of 
stone quuried, at the tine of this writing, Of there, 
100 cords ate at the quarry hy the foundry, and 200 at 
the one by the new dam. 85 cords have been sold and 
mostly drawn away. Quarrying stone on a bleak 
creck bink might seem to be rather severe employ. 
ment for winter, but they have kept it up through 
snow and blow, with the exception of ovcasionally a 
day or two In the severest weather. The stone are in 
horizontal strata, or nearly so, the dip being scarcely 
perceptible. They vary In thickness from mere slate 
to about a foot or eighteen inches of impervious rock, 
The quarry is about six feet in depth and underlaid 
with a bed of slate. Much of the stone foosens up 
readily with a bar and pick skillfully applied, but the 
more solid strata have to be started with powder and 
fuse. The stone are of varying quality, but seh at an 
average of about $3,00 per curd, the Itmits being $2,50 
and $3,560. This would give us $900 as the result of 
the winter's work, but we pay $1,50 per cord for quar- 

rying, besides some other incidental expenses for tools, 
powder, &., amounting to perhaps twenty-five or 
fiNy dollars more. G.

I might say it was the dullest time I ever found. A 
great many are failing, especially among the clothing 
dealers, and those who bought bags and dealt partic- 
ularly in ready made clothing. They bought when 


gomls were up, and now are losing and are unable: 


to get_ money enough to pay their bills. © One lnrge 
house in Milwaukee, Simons, Brooks and Wells, 
expect to Jose all it has made for the last two or 
three years. [In ordinary times [should have received 
a large order for bags trom them, but now they suid 
they did not dare to give one. Business will be Inte 
in that region this spring. The Trap-business prom 
ises well. The country is nat so full of traps as it has 
been; there ‘are notso ma yw Of te lai. raps 
Most all our customers are satisfied with oar prices 
now, and will deal in our traps entirely. —In regard to 
Fruit: The only trouble will be tn filling ordera.

We find so far, that 
it is pretty close business, especially it we put up silk 
honestly. If closely managed it will yield a tnir profit.

He is 
going into the business extensively, he depends on 
getting his mink to start his menagerie with, of me, 
aud I think if he can grow mink, Lean, but I should 
like to hear from some person that knew of its being 
done, and how they manage to keep them in «a healthy 
condition. 

I havo several live mlvk on hand now. [ keep 
them in large boxes with « smallten by twelve cn- 
closure within the large one, for them to nest in. T feed 
them the carcasses of muskrat, fish and mice, and keep 
a sap-trough full of water, but they don't appenr to 
have the same rich and glossy color that they wore 
when first taken. I would very much like to have 
your opinion, and if you have ever tried the experi- 
ment, I would like to hear: of it, Lam guing west;~ 
to eitch mink for this market. Tmean to capture 
them alive, just as svon as the spring trapping Peover 
I shall be gone about two months, und then TF think 
of coming to Oneida to sce the trip-makers.

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REPONT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CHILDREN’S ‘DEPT. 


The Committes on improved accommodations for 
the children’s department, respectfully submit to the 
consideration of the family the following changes and 
alterations : 

‘The room over the bakery would answer very well 
as it Is, by enclosing the chimney with a wood casing, 
leaving a vacuum of 9 foot or more between it and 
the chimney, allowing the heat to pass into the room 
above. The next change proposed, was‘to enlarge 
the north room by remaving entirely, the three bed 
rooms now connected with it, so as to make one large 
reom for a general play room, necting room, &e., &e. 
The size of it would be 154 by 86 feet, containing: four 
windows on the north, one on the west and two on 
the south; affording ample means for ventilation and 
geod air. For additional sleeping accommodations, 8 
door could be cut through at the foot of the chamber 
stairs, into the room now occupied by the two Messrs. 
Kinsleys, Mrs. Underwood and Lady Ellis. “This room 
with the one occupied by Mrs. Jane Kinsley, or some 
other room in that vicinity, and one up stairs occupied 
by’ Mr. Ackley, wonld be all the rooms the children’s 

ent wotld require;in cunnectiom with the one 
leading out of the room aver the bakery. The north 
room will overlook the small yard, that is to be, brig 
ing the indoor and outdoor play grounds in close prox- 
imity to cach other. And by a little expense of paper 
and paint, the north room can be made quite a pre- 
sentable place for the exhibition of our little once, of 
whom we need not be ashamed, and in whom, as 
Community children, we have a growing and an nbid- 
jug interest. 

“P.S. Room No. 5, now occupied by Miss. Thomas, 
withtwo cbildren, will be retained by the childien's 
department.”

Some remarks about butter, which enters so largely 
into our daily fare, may not be thought amiss by the 
Community, frum one who buys snd generally pro- 
Vides it. 


He would say that itis his intention aeays to pro- 
vide a good article—but that it is sometimes difficult 
to obtain the same—that he buys the best he can in 
the Jinits-of the neghberhood round about, and from 
all he gei¢ he selects what he judges best for table use, 
aud allows4he balance tu geo iuto the kitchen tor cook- 
ery. 

It is his impression, that on account of the number 
of cooks and persons engaged fn cellar and kitchen, 
the butter gets more or Jess mixed and mingled, so 
that offensive butter comes before people at table, 
from that cause, occasionully . 

All should know that good butter, exposed fur but a 
short time to the peculiar almospbere of a cook-roum, 
will be impaired in favor and quality . 

Hence the need of observing something like the fol- 
lowing :— Keep the table butter distinct from the 
other, and as closely from the air ns possible. 

It necessary to use or put on table, parcels the see- 
ond time, have them taken up specdily and repacked 
or placed in the coolest and best condition for keeping 
—und by all meana don’t mix two surts—or butter of 
different firkins together. 

Within the past six months, preceding the first 
of the present, $3,109.44 have been paid for butter 
alone, at the counter of the business oflice.

The decision of the Justice in the ease of the Murphy 
Lawsvits, waa received yesterday. Ft will be remem- 
dered there were two suits, One for damages to: his 
cabbages, and the other a claim: for pay for working 
overtime, nights and mornings and Sundays, The 
damage to the enbbages was hud at cightcen or twenty 
dollars, nad the Judgment rendered was the following : 

Judgment for Plaintiff, 


Damages $5.00 
Coats RH 
Total $10.55 


This judgement being agninat the Community, they 
have the above amount to pay, 

The amount of estrt pay chiimed in the other suit 
was one hundred and minty-three dollars, to which 
the Community brought in as an offset, a counter 
claim of thirty-six dollars and forty-four cents, for 
rent and ove or two other items, There was also a 
claim of twenty-five dollars for damages to our Grapes, 
by his hens, which the justice ruled out, as being prop- 
erly a separate cause for action —The judgement ia 
this suit was in favur of the Community, and was the 
following : 

Judgment for Defendants, 


Damages $10.35 
Costs _$ 6.05_ 
Total $16.40 


It will be seen that the Judgment in this suit ts for 
just the amount the Community have to pry in the 
Other, with the cost added, which of course Murphy 
pays. The Community come out, therefore, with vir- 
tually nothing to pay but lawyers fees, besides recciv- 
ing a litle bonus in the shape of a twenty-five cent 
fee to those who were summoncd as witnesses. Mr.

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A TRIP WEST. 


My object in making the trip, was, in the first place 
to ascertain what the prospects were, for the coming 
fruit crop, aud secondly, to post myselt more thor- 
oughly in regard to Bartholomew's new ‘method of 
preserving fruits in their natural state. The following 
isa brief report of my observations in a somewhat 
hasty trip as far west as Westfield, New York, via. the 
N. Y.C. railroad: From the Sencca river to the end 
of my route, I found the apple and pear bloom very 
abundant, and the universal: answer to my inquiries 
was, that the present prospect of a crop of those 
fruits, was never better; especially in the first tier of 
counties along the lakes, and also from other parts, re- 
ports are flattering. The prospect of the peach, 
plum: and cherry‘ crop, is not very good except in 
Orlcansand Niagara counties. In the latter it is claim- 
ed that the prospects were never better for all kinds 
of fruit, and the same is claimed for Orleans, but trom 
my own observations I judge that Niagara stands at 
the head. There are scarcely any peaches this side of 
Orleans; no cherries, or plums with the exception of 
a partial crop in the vicinity of Rochester and north 
of Fairport, near the lake shore. There will be how- 
ever, plenty of the common sour cherry beginning 
with Wayne county, as fur west as I went. 

In regard to the second object of my trip, I will 
say that I found Mr. Bartholomew a rather unpretend- 
ing, modest sort of aman. A genius and a worker ; 
and I judged, scientific in his investigations and dis- 
coveries. He generously offered to give me all the de- 
sired information, in regard to his new discovery in 
preserving fruits, «c. 

His principal depot and place of operation at the 
present time, is in Buffalo, with parties who have ap- 
plicd for the right of that city, and who are now tcst- 
ing his system. 

Mr. B. docs not pretend that he can preserve soft 
fruits, such as strawberrics, raspberrics, &c., and keep 
them in a perfect state longer than a few weeks be- 
yond their natural period of ripening, but fruits of 
a firm texture and tough skin, may be kept in a pers 
fectly fresh state a year or longer. I saw oranges and 
lemons in cases, that were subjected to treatment more 
than a ycar ago, that tooked fresh, ‘and appeared to be 
perfectly sound. Alsoa fall apple that was taken from 
a case of eleven bushels, the first of June, ‘The apples 
were put in the case the carly part of winter, and on 
being opened were found unchanged. The case was 
again scaled up, and is to be opened again the first of 
July. The process of preserving fruit by this metbod, 
is simple and cheap. Mr. B., suid that tive minutes 


was all the time required, to put through (be process 
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of treatment, a cace of apples of the capacity of twen- 
ty-five bushels, and I would recommend that some 
furcher notice be taken of this new method o< preserv- 
jog fruits, by the O. ©. i.

On reaching the bridge 
over the Sconondoah Creck a short distance above 
the Community Saw-mill and Foundry, Charles Pri- 
mo, the driver of the forward team, advised the driver 
of the other team to romain on tho hill, till ho, Primo, 


had crossed the bridge, as ho entertained some sus- 
picions that the old structure was not altogether safe. 
Indeed, the reputation. of the bridge, for soundness 
and safety, has not been good for some time past, and 
only a short time since, the Vernon commissioner of 
highways, had been notified to inspect the same.

But his judgment 
did not relieve our ‘teamster from his fears, so he 
drove on to the decrepit frame, slowly and cautiously, 
and when horses, wagon: and driver were fairly sus- 
pended, the treacherous timbers gave way, precipitat- 
ing them all into the shallow stream, some ten feet 
below.

The Fruit-preservers commenced putting up straw- 
berrics to-day. A bee to assist in preparing 
bottling, is called for this forenoon. 
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Thank God, the Job of Inying the Iron pipo, to.cou- 
duct the water from the eprings fo the house, after 
much labor and persistent: eflort, Is finally successtul- 
ly accomplished. That is all wo oxpect to do at pres- 
ent. (For the branches we still use the old pimp logs.) 
Alt four o'clock P. M yesterday, we comploted the union 
which connects the iron pipes with the reservoir, and 
this morning it is discharging one zallon in fourteen 
seconds, or 195 barrels per day. ‘The old aqueduct 
has, of late, discharged only avout sixty barrels per 
day, from the sume springs; the remainder must have 
leaked out, though uot ina way to be discovercd on 
the surface of the ground. 

The length of the aqueduct now luid, is 155 rods, 
and its weight about 41,000 pounds; 1150 pounds of 
lead and about 140 of turred rope or cord, were used 
n calking the joints. The tarred cord causes the wa- 
ter.to taste of it some, but we expect it to improve 
soon. The family can now have all the water they 
want for bathing purposes. The aqueduct has cost a 
good deal of bard labor and expense, yet we consider 
it a wonderful success, and a cause of thankfulness to 
God. At another time I may speak of the process of 
laying it. J. Apyott.

The process of laying iron pipe is as follows : In the 
first place a trench has to be dug about 3 fect deep, 16 
inches wide at bottom a1 80 at top, more or less.— 
Aswe lay the pipe, the ditch has to be enlarged 
against the joints, by digging it deeper and wider, to 
enabic us to scc on the under side, so that we can work 
all around the joint. Then a right selection of picces, 
and grading to fit them, is made (na many of the 
picccs are sprung in casting). Next, some cight or ten 
yards of tarred cord is tamped into the joint—a slow 
process; then clay hus to be worked to the right con- 
sistence and pliency, and is packed about the joints, 
with an opening at top to pourin lead. The clay is 


held to fs place, by a bank of meliow earth being 
pressed agninst i Kor melting the Jend we used a 
common coal stove, With some 12 fect off pipe to pive 
it dratt—the pipe being supported by a stake driven 
into the carth, and fastened to dt. The stove iad to 
ho moved and set up as we advanced, every ten rods 
or Jess, as we could not well carry the lead and keep 
iL hot enough over five rods each way. Et reqnived a 
very hot fire to melt the lead and make it hot enough 
to pour around cold iron, We used both stove-coal 
and charcoal, and made a fire on top as well us vader 
the lead, and had to blow it with a hand-bellows, to 
Dring ittoa proper heat. It averaged four ponads of 
lead to a joint, though offen a pound more was used, 
that had to be trimmed of with a chisel. After pour- 
dng the lead, and ‘removing the dist and clay from the 
jolt, and trimming off all unnecessary lead, it had to 
be tamped on all sides with a heavy hammer to make 
it tight. In laying the pipe we averaged about twen- 
ty picces—ten rods—per day, though we might have 
laid more had we not been hindered by leaky pipes.— 
Some persons tay be surpriscd that we use so large 
pipe (4 inches in diameter) to bring so small a qu:\- 
tity of water. One reason is, we expect to bring more 
water, by adding other springs to those we new nee; 
but the principal reason is, the small amount of fall 
there fs in the distance—there being not over one foot 
of fall from where the water ts received to where it is 
discharged ; which causes it to move slowly, requir- 
saat a large pipe to discharge a small amount of water.

My conclusion, in regard to the Oneida 
Seedling is, that in quality and delicacy of fiavor, it 
is not a whit. behind, if notsuperior to “ Burrs New 
Pine,” and were the berries as large as the Wilson, it 
would eyen rival that far famed variety in product- 
ivencas. Tho undersize and tenderness of the berries 
are faults that must always exclude it from the list of 
market varictics ; but as o table fruit, and for the con- 
struction of the much-esteemcd Community stvawber- 
ry-short-cako, it stands unrivaled by any strawberry 
that I am acquainted with. The fruit begias to ripen 
a weck earlier than the Wilsons, and holds out about 
as long—plant perfectly hardy.

“We had a good many visitors to-day, Including 4 
party of native Grecks, consisting of Mrs. Dr. King 
and her three daughters. She was born in Smyrna. 
Her daughters are married and reside in this country. 
They all talk Greek fluently as well as French, and 
when they did not wish to have us understand their 
remarks, they would run into Greek and jabber like 
monkeys, much to their own apparent edification ; 
but it. was not particularly interesting to me. 

“ We talk about the inquisitivencss of the Yankce, 
but I think the native Greek is more than 4 match for 
him. These people were very inquisitive, and sharp 
and shrewd in their observations. They seemed to 
lead right to the center every time they asked a ques- 
tion. 

“ Onc thing about them that I liked very much was, 
that they appearcd to be fully devoted to Christ. 
They sald if we followed Christ we could not go 
wrong. I rarely meet with visitors who find so many 
points of sympathy with us. as these did. They wero 
all retigious people, and one was a member of the 
Congregational church. 

“ Dr. King was not with them. He is some twenty 
years.older than his wife, and is now about seventy 
years old. He is a very fine scholar, speaks seven 
langinges fluently, and ts perfectly at home in the 
Arabic tongue. Mr. Reynolds has heard him preach. 

“ Mrs. LaSalle, one of the daughters, had a very ac- 
tive mind, and appeared to be well read, She saw at 
once that the center of ouf faith was the Second Com- 
ing of Christ, though she herself believed that the 
Second Coming wus yet future. They were much 
pleascd with our confessions of Christ, and thought 
that was the real substance of all truc religion. They 
inquired into our system of criticism. 

“ Though the daughters left Athens wheu children, 
one only nine years old, they have a very vivid recol- 
lection of Greece. They saw our passion-flower in 
the green-house, and said it grew wild in Greece, and 
was so prolific that they could hardly kill it out of 
their gardens. The mother is going back to Greece 
this Fall, and one of the daughters accompanies her 
to visit her native place.

Mr. E. 8. Bartholomew, the inventor of Bartholo- 
mew’s improvement in preserving fruits, meats and 
other sutstances, arrived here Tuesday, the 23d, with 
his apparatus, according to agreement, and proceeded 
to make arrangements for testing the efficacy of his in- 
vention here on our premises. Accordingly, yester- 
day was occupied in preparing several small wouden 
cases, made air-tight by glueing and pasting paper over 
the joints. The cases were then filled with the fol- 
lowing articles, viz., butter, eggs, fresh beef, lemons, 
and three varieties of raspberrics. The contents of 
the different cases, were then put:through the process 
separately, by attaching an india-rubber hose to the 
case, and connecting with the machine, by which the 
oxygen is exhausted, and the space filled with carbon- 
ic-acid-gas. The hose is then disengaged, and the ap- 
erture in the caso closed and scaled. Thus far we are 
well pleased with the cxperiment, and have taken 
measures to secure a Community right, provided we 
are satisfied with further experimonts with different 
fruits, at the end of thirty days. i. T.

Mrs Hawley's friends leave to-day, all apparently

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After it waa decided that Pxhould come to Oneida 
and-take charge of the preserving business this scason, 
I was led to study the subject with a view of making 
soine Improvements by way of labor-saving inachin- 
ery &c, By the time Thad arrived here, Thad blocked 
out In my mind one or two ditt machines that T saw 
would materially facilitate some parts of our work. 
Not being a regular bred mechanic, I sought aid in 
catrying out my enterprises, and founditin Mr. Inslee 
and J. F. Sears. In presenting an outline of a ‘ma- 
chine that I wanted for the purpose of cutting up 
string-beans, I asked Mr. Inslce if he thought it prac- 
tical? After a little study he replied, “Yes, [ think it 
is; but we must consult J. Senrs, and devise the best 
plan for its construction.” Accordingly J. was cou- 
sulted, and on being asked if lc could make such a 
machine, replicd, ‘‘ Yes, Ican get up just what you 
want.” Well, the first steps to be taken was to pro- 
cure a pair of rubber rollers of suitable pliability, 
that were deemed indispensible, and without which 
it was useless to proceed. Accordingly, application 
was mado to our Agency in New-York, and the city 
ransacked in search of the article, but nothing suita- 
ble could be found, und no firm would undertake to 
make a single pair for icss than fity or seventy-five 
dollars. This outlay to begin with, was not decmed 
advisable, as the project was considered as something 
ofan experiment. Mowever, Mr. If. and Mr. E. 11. 11. 
continued the search for the desired rollers, and final- 
ly came across some rubber tubing, that as far as 
pliabililty was concerned, they thought might answer 
the purpose. Accordingly samples were sent, and it 
was decided that by placing one piece of tubing with- 
in another, of larger size, n fair roller could be 
constructed that possibly might be made to answer 
the purpose. Accordingly, the tubing was sent, the 
rollers formed, and in due time the machine was fin- 
ished, and has to-day been put in operation, and we 
ure happy. to say, performs the work well, far exceed- 
ing our expectations, One other machine previously 
constructed, was one for the purpose of slicing and 
quartering Pine-apples, which saves the Inborof at 
least three hands, and does the work much better 
than it could otherwise be done. But what I was 
most interested in, was in secing how beautifully 
Community life is adapted to all our wants. For in- 
stance, one, perhaps, invents and another judges as to 
ils practicability, and still another has the genius and 
qualification to execute and put the thing into opers- 
tion.

A talk was read last evening, on tho Diotrephian 
spirit, showing its manifestations in various ways, 
which led to a general and very iuteresting conversa- 
tion on the subject. All seemed to think that that spirit 
had effected them tn some way—some had gained 
victories over it, and all were sure of victory through 
Christ—through the “blood of the Lamb and tho 
word of their testimony.” This spirit was considered 
the greatest enemy to Christ—to humility and meek- 
ness, and thanks were expressed that the judgment is 
let loosé upon it. Mr. Woolworth quoted this passage 
of scripture: “ How can ye believe who reccive honor 
one of another, and scck not the honor that cometh 
from God?" And said, “Is not the desire to secure 
the honor and approbation of our fellow men, one 
form of the Diotrephian disease? It is death to fuith. 
It seems to me that one way in which this disease 
works, is through the spirit that seeks honor onc of 
another.” 

Mr. Underwood thought this spirit one of the most 
subtle and powerful enemies to unity, and a friend to 
isolation. Mr. Noyes, in defining and exposing it, has 
struck a death blow not only et individual egotism, 
but at all forms of socicty that are sustained and 
nourished by this spirit. Purge a man from the Dio- 
trephian spirit, and he can unite with his fellow-men, 
with Christ and the primitive church ; but if he is not 
purged from this spirit, he will be like Thoreau and 
others, who spend their lives in building up self, hav- 
ing no reference to the kingdom of God. 

Mrs. Miller said she had formerly been affected by 
this Diotrephian spirit in reference to love, but for 
some time past had felt that it was enough for her to 
be loved. Love in itself'is.a good thing, and she did 
not consider how much or how little she had, but 
was thankful for it, and reccived it as Gou's gift.

Our Trap-trade is growing continually, and now 
embraces’ a large list of customers’ from nearly all 
accessible parts of the North American continent.— 
These customers range from the single trapper to the 
great fur-company, from the small country retail store- 
keeper to the large city wholesaler. For reasons 
which I will not now give, we are obliged to vary 
vur prices to these different classes; and the object 
of this preamble js, to introduce @ rule of discounts to 
guide our agents in giving rates. 

Our customers are divided into four classes. No. 1 
—the Wholesale dealer. No. 2—the jobber, No. 3— 
the Retailer. No.4—tho Trapper. We give our larg- 
est discount, 15 per cent, to No. 1, 10 per cent, to 
No. 2, 6 percent, to No. 8, and List to No. 4. To 
avoid confusion it is very important that these rates 
bo as strictly followed as possible by our agents, Ex- 
perience is proving that they give general satisfaction 
to our customers.—As it is diflicull to make u rule that 
will apply justly in all cases, some room must be left 
for exceptions—as for instance, where very large re- 
tailers should receive jobber’s rates, or when in order 
to introduce our traps, it fright be expedient to offcr 
an extra inducement for a limited time, &c. But 
generally these exceptions should be referred to the 
Ilome-council.—Many houses claiming to be whole- 
eale dealers, are properly elassed as Jobbers—and 
agents should be wary in giving the No, 1 discount, 
Where the agent Is not well posted as to the general 
trade, it ly well to conter with the Home-counctl before 
doing so.

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TIE BOARDING PROBLEM AGAIN. 

The greatest obstruction to the growth of our silk 
and bag manufacturing businesses is found to be in the 
boarding problem. We can obtain any number of 
operatives provided we could get them bourded within 
reasonable distances of our Mills ‘and Shops. Shalt 
we not be led, ultimately, to carry out the idea, vague- 
ly entertained a few years since, of erecting a large 
commodious Hotel to be conducted by Community 
men and women, furnishing the tables preciscly as we 
do those of ourown? Establish rulcs and regulations 
of a civilizing character and then charge so much for 
board, or in other words sell the board thus provided, 
just as we would ecll any other commodity, for so 
much per day or week to our own operatives: first, 
and then, if there is room, to others. Huve no mix- 
ing up of work and board, but say to our employees 
we will pay yuu for your services leaving you free to 
board yourselves wherever and however you pleasc. 
Here is a Hotel where board can be had on certain 
conditions, &c. Get the business be conducted by 
itself just as we would conduct any other branch 
of enterprise, calculating on making a fair profit on. 
the investment. We believe in carrying the Com- 
munity dpirit and enterprise into every department 
of Icgitimate business, and there is no one business

Something has been said in favor of building s 
large number of tenant houscs in order to accommo- 
date small private families, which would, in the course 
of time, raise up scores of children to be made ayail- 
able at an early age in our businesses. This view 
of the case looks quite feasible and would, no doubt, 
work as well here as: it does in the large Factory 
Villages of New England. But are we called to 
follow the old beaten paths of the world? [ think 
not, but called rather to strike out into new paths 
demanded of us by the inspiration of heaven nod 
seconded by a progressive civilization. Faith in 
science, and in Christ the soul of all scicnce, will 
surely lead usto anticipate great changes in the 
social, as well as in the political economy of life; 
changes that will in a great degree, harmonize with 
the fundamental principles of Communism. Indeed, 
if we interrogate the spirit of tho day of Pentecost, 
which has reappeared in Communisn, we are cnlizht- 
encd at once as to the nature of the clunges now im- 
pending.

It is said that man, by nature, is a religious animal, 
and true to his instincts he builds. mecting-houses.

THREE S1ANDED CLOCKS. 

While ona recent trip through the western part 
of the State, my curiositoy was excited by observing 
that many of the clocks in the Hotels, Stores, &c., 
where we stopped, had a third baud. At first sight 
this third pointer (which was similar in size, but 
‘different in appearance from the minute hand), seemed 
so utterly superfluous and out of place, that it remind- 
ed me of the old adage about “ the cat with two tails RY 
but on inquiry I found the use of this third pointer 
was to show the difference between the mcan solar, 
or true time, and the railroad time. This differenco 
of time between the railroad and the sun, as you 
may say, becomes more and more marked as you 
proceed west. At Rochester it amounts to more than 
sixteen minutes, The cause of this discrepancy as I 
was informed is simply this: railroad time means 
N. Y. City time, and as Rochester, for example, is 
about 250 miles west from New-York, the difference 
between the relative time of the two cities must bo 
considerable. Hence the emplovment of this third 
hand on the clock-face, to point ous that differcace.

what is necessary to do to it and have it done soon.

27.—I will report that 186 crates 
of peaches have been purchased for us this morning, 
at an average price of $1.85 per crate, and that nearly 
two hundred busy hands are engaged in the work 
of packing them, The shippers are playing the mis- 
chief with the packers in this market. There being 
sich ademand for peaches in sections where there 
are nove raised this season, shippers have the advan- 
tage of the packers, as they can afford to pay higher 
prices, and thus secure the peaches, or compel them 
to pay the same rates. Consequently they will not 
be as Jow ng was anticipated. Peaches come into this 
market in three grades, via, extra, prime, and those 
called common, or scalawags, OF course the packers 
can't touch the extras, and there is a lively compe- 
tition between the packers and shippers for those call- 
ed prime; and tie Arab’s tuke the rest. (The name 
Arab is given to designate a class of packers, that put 
up all the miserable stuf that is found in the mar- 
kets), The first class of peaches here, are truly very 
fine, and a Jot turned out of the boxes isn sight worth 
Jooking at, and as the saying goes, “ would be benee

Barrimore Avo. 23.—The Baltimore and OFfo vil 
road passes through one of the piincipal streets of this 
city. But the locomotive is not allowed to pass except 
at certain hours of the night. Consequently the cars 
ore drawn through each way by herse power. Five 
powerful horses are hitched toa coach and driven 
tandem without the aid ofa line, but guided and urged 
forward wholly ‘by the crack of the whip, whieh may 
be heard at almost all hours of the day and night. 
On the arrival of a train, 2 courier starts off on the 
track on horseback, giving notice by loudly blowing 
bis horn, thats train is coming; presently you bear 
the sharp crack of the driver's whip, siamling on the 
platform of the car, and also blowing whorn, which 
is the signal to clear the track, Thus-one by one the 
care are ‘passed to and fro through the City.

Wittow-Piact, Serr. 9.—Four or five of the 
young men worked almost all day yesterday in the 
shop, getting a press ready for making springs by the 
new method. <A brief description of the process by 
which the amall springs, at least, are made, may not 
be out of place here.—Instead of cutting the steel in- 
to short pieces and forming the springs by heating 
and rolling, it is cut into pieces eight or nine feet long 
and annealed. After this, itis put into a large tom 
where it is kept tumbling until it is bright and quite 
free from scales. The springs are punched out while 
the steel is cold. They are then ready for the second 
press, which forms the bows, without requiring the 
steel to be heated. They aro finished in the usual 
way, Making springs by this method, saves eight 
heats on every spring, and also is a great saving in 
time.and labor. Only half the amount of coal hereto- 
fore used, will be required to manufocture them in 
this way. MSfore steel is used in making a spring by 
this process, but this expense is more than covered by 
the saving in other respects, 

A slight accident happened a day or two since, One 
of the pulleys which runs the toms in which the steel 
is scoured, was placed rather tuo near another pulley, 
and the consequence was that the belts. which were 


running on each, got mixed up. One belt broke 
and getting wound into the machinery, threw the 
tom six or seven fect from its place—quite a feat con- 
sidering that the weight moved was at least one tun. 
No serious damage was done, unless the thorough 
frightening of several boys at work in the room, 
might be called so.—Ellen Hutchins and Frank Hil- 
lerman are members of our family for the present.

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How To GovERN. 

Those who govern best are those who seem to govern 
least, This assertion may appear somewhat paradox: 
ical at first sight, but ict us take an interior view of 
the proposition before rendering an adverse verdict. 
The best example of superintendents or managers ot 
men, the world ever saw, were Christ and Paul, From 
their teachings we learn that the true, scientific meth- 
od of inducing men to do ns you want them ty, Is to 
understand the art of putting your own will and dis- 
position into them. [cre the snpposition ariscs, what 
if your disposition leads you to shirk all you can 
yourself, while you require the ultermost falthfilness 
on the part of those under you? Now it will not be 
difficult to discover that tho more you govern others 
in such aapirit the more you would diffuse among them 
a spirit of eye-service and unfalthfuluces. Or, in other 
words, the more government of. that kind, the Icss 
obedience you would reap. Whilo, on the other hand, 
a foreman who can say, sinceroly, “It is my disposi- 
tion to govern others by examplo—that I will require 
no greater obedience, no more fuithfulnoss of those 
under mo, than I render to those above me,” Is one 
who will govern most perfectly without scomling to 
govern atall, Indeed, such foremon would govern 
men by the new covenant principle, by the diffusion 
ofa good disposition into them, a disposition to do 
the right from choice—from attraction. A truc foreman 
or a father, therefore, whose oflice it is to govern oth- 
ers, is one who possesses the most hemelity, the most 
fudfalness and the most obedience to the light and 
truth within and above him; one, in short, whose 
meat, drink and every pleasure, is found in the spirit 
of perpetual service for the good of all. And will it 
not be one function of Communism to educate men to 
govern others by the éafuson of a true, righteous dés- 
position that will make it easy und natural for men to

One of the great advantages of Communism is, that 
the Interest of one is the interest of all, There ts 
scarcely anyihing required to be done or desirable to 
lave dove, but that every member of the Community 
can, in some way, participate in its accomplishment, 
For instance, the O. C. has given fiself the job of pay- 
ing off its debt just as soon us it is possible to do so by 
steady industry aud frugality. Now, as it amounts to 
about the same thing whether a penny ts saved or 
earned, all who can eave money are rendering service 
in extinguishing the debt of the O. C. as truly as 
those who earn it by hard labor. If I have my boots 
mended so that they answer all the purposes of a new 
pair (except in looks), several dollars are thus saved 
to the O. ©. treasury. Tho same would be truo of 
garments of every description. Let every one ask 
himself the question, ‘‘ Can't I have my pants or coat 
mended and made comfortable six months or a year 
longer, and so save ten or more. dollars toward liquid- 
ating our debt?” Let those who have more dresscs, 
of staff for them than they need at present, distribute 
to those. who do need them; and #0 save the expense 
@f buying new ones.. Perhaps the color.or style does 
not suit you, then rally your patriotism, and sacrifice 
your taste to the cause. 

Indeed, one can hardly realize, in so large a family 
as ours, how much might be saved by taking caro of 
property of all kinds, particularly so, in small things. 
The spirit, probably, that necds cultivating most, in 
many of the younger members, if not in some of the 
older ones, is onc that will tnke care of things that 
would otherwise be destroyed. ‘A word may be said 
too about the treatment of books. Evidently our 
books do not have the care in being handled and used 
asthey deserve.

refusal. Mr. Burt fully explained our views. They 
accepted them in part, especially that we had helped 
them in the past more than they had helped us. They 
looked upon the article in the Democratic Union much 
as we do, and said it would have no influence in the 
plece. Still, they claimed this road would benefit us 
if it did not come close and give usa depot, as it would 
reduce freight rates by competition, and double the 
value of our realestate. Mr. Burt conceded the first 
point, but to the sccond he replied that we were not, 
like the farmers around us, intending to sell out, and 
that the only effect of increaso of value in real estate 
would be to double our tsxes, a favor which we could 
cheerfully dispense with. To this they said little or 
fiothing. Mr. Stevens admits that the route we wish 
the road to take is the straight one from the end of the 
Lake up through the valley; that he first advocated it 
on that ground; and that In order to bring the roud 
where the Oneida people want it, a bend of over two 
miles will hase to be made; thus turning their plea 
for a straight ruad, bending to accommodate no one, 
against them into # stronghold for us. 
Oneida’s subscription is conditional, as follows: If 
ne road comes within the borders of their corpora- 
tion they will do so much : if not they will do nothing. 
Thus they boldly justify in themselves what they 
comlemn inus. They made no secrect of the fact 
that they would never consent to Mr. Burt’s plan, 
of running the road cast of Oneida and giving them 
a depot near the mouth of Scovondoa Creck ; though 
they admitted its advantages. Mr. Stevens thinks he 
could bring the road so as to give us a depot near the 
situ of the.old red echoolhouse. Mr. Littlejohn will 
soon be nt Oncidsa and Mr. Stevens intends to try and 
bring him up here that he may compare notes with 
us, and examine the merits of the two routes.

BUSINESS MEETING. 

Mr. Miller said that he could not carry all the per- 
sons that go to W. P. with one horse, aud wanted to 
know if the Board would ey mpathize with his having 
another one. The Trap:shop committee together 
with Mr. Cragin are to consider the need of another 
horse, mornings and nights. 

Mr. Perry wanted to know if something could not 
be done to procure through rates in the shipment of 
traps and other things. Parties out West can get 
goods cheaper from New-York than they can from 
here, and sometimes insist on having their traps sent 
from there. It was proposed that some one go to 
Albany and see what can be done. Messrs. Hamilton, 
Burnham and Perry were appointed to consider the 
matter of sending some ore. 

The tenant-houses near the Trap-shop are destitute 
of any place to shelter their wood or for the men to 
wash. Mr. Milbury has ten boarders and Mr. 
Christian twelve and all are obliged to wash out doors. 
Proposed that sheds be built large enough to shelter 
the wood, coal &c. and afford to the men a place to 
wash. Left to the Building-Committee with power 
and recommendation to act. 

Mr. Hatch said it had been the practice to have the 
eysin the children’s department furnish col, kin- 
dlings &c., to those rooms occupied by persons unabie 
to get them themselves. But the boys he had lust 
winter had gone to other places, and as the family 
had failed to furnish bin with more, he woul like 
to have the wen take charge of those chores without 
being appointed to it.

She asked Myron to take them and govern them as 
he would a child of his own, and if they needed it 
punish them. Myron consented out of benevolence, 
and the boys returaed to the shop, but soon were in 
mischief again. Myron whipped one of’ them, and 
called upon the mother and reported it. She app'ov- 
ed his course. The other boy recently started some 
machinery contrary to orders and sot his fiaser 
pinched iu the gearing. Tuesday he started the dumb- 
wailicr, though be had been told not to touch it, and 
seeiug some one coming he ran off and leit it to go up 
atils leisure, Attb's Myron and Geo:ze E. took bim 
in hend, end p ezeaied the ele:native of leaving the 
ahop ortatiuga whipping. The boy p-ete: eu ‘o be 
whipped, and Myron (ook bim up in the garret and 
sweched bim on ‘he bere skin with a Jiitle stick that 
Qeorse E. snid could do bim ro inju v, 

Yesterday morning neither of the boys came ‘to the 
Shop. Myron then wentto the Castle where they 
live, and saw Cieir mother, when it appeared the boy 
had complained of bis punishment and created quite 
an excilement. His father had taken him to Dur- 
hamville. Myron followed and was there served 
with a warrant by the sheriff. 

Last evening Mr. Buri, Me. Kinsley, Geo. E. and 
Mvron waiied upoa the bov’s mother. The father 
was absent, though be had os*red to meet them. He 
demanded $50 for damages. They thoueht it would 
not be wise fo pay anything, as it might confirm the 
rumor that the boy bad becn abused; ed so no con- 
clusion was arrived at. They foved ‘ho story bad 
been well circulated aud terribly ezatgeruted. Frank 
Hyde told them be had heard toe boy was whipped 
nearly to death. The mother of the boy admitted 
that she told M,. to punish ber boys, and that he was 
not Injured, though it appeared the end of the stick 
lind drawn blood in several places. Then the fact that 
he walked with his futher to Durhamville, showed that 
he was in usual health. 

After hearing this report the meeting unanimously 
took the following attitude: The Community entire- 
ly disapprove of the course taken with this boy, end 

wish tu Lave it so understood, and the facts fully 


known. Messrs. Burt and Kinsley are to try and set- 
tle the difficulty at once by leaving it to arbitrators.— 
The boy deserved all the punishment he received, but 
our folks were not the ones to administer it. We es- 
pecially deprecate the measure just at the present time. 
It is evident thut the devil is wide-awake t> do a3 mis- 
chief. Hints were given about laviog hinds on the 
boys in the shop. It was thought we should dismiss 
any boy we could not contro! without resorting to pun-

The Bag business is passing through some changes 
in the method of conducting it. In two particulars 
especially is it found desirable to improve arrange- 
ments. Working with direct reference to orders was 
found quite inconvenient, as it required constant and 
perplexing attention to carry through the various pars 
of the many kinds of bags in the small Jota, and also 
cousumed the time of the hands in their constant 
change of work. The plan of operation which 3 now 
being worked ivto, is to start the bags in gruss lots, of 
from two to sixteen dozen, according to the prospeet- 
ive demand, which is quite definitely gathered by ref- 
erence to past sales. This change of policy is nearly 
completed already, and reduces the labor of superin- 
tending very materially. 

The other change inaugurated, which is more im- 
pordant, and more difficult to effect, is to have the 
work done by the piece instend of by the day. The 
old viciona hireling system of the world, which is only 
one remove from slavery, tequires, in order to get the 
most work for the Icast money by the day, a kind of 
driving, quite distasteful to Community people ; and in 
the absence of this, the selfishnesa of Lirelings takes 
advantage of our lenily to make a great leak in the 
profits of our manufactures, which are already reduced 
to the very minimum, We are learning by special 
tests, os fast as we can get at it, what itis really worth 
to do cach part, and as sv0n a8 practicable intend to 
have it done by the piece. One man who works by 
the piece earns a third more pay than when he worked 
by the week, and the work per piece dues not cost us 
60 much, all because he has the more healthful motive 


to accomplish work, rather than the depressing spirit 
Which watches the clock and seeks dilatory expedients 
to kill time, Doubtless every man who works for 
money willdo much more when he knows that he 
will get every cent that he earns, and that every blow 
struck is so much cash in his pocket. The production 
is considerably: increased already by these changes, 
and three additional hands have been put on.— 

There are some thirty hired men and women and 
six of our own folks statedly employed, with volun- 
teers occasionally, and generous bees of the family. 
Considerable work is put out to neighboring families. 

As soon as our orders and shelyes are filled, so that 
every order for regular varicties can be shipped on the 
next train after the order is received, we intend to 
start truink-making ina small way, to save our cus- 
tomers tbe always irritating charge of packing-boxes 
which are worthless to them, and which are consider- 
able trouble for us to get up. LB

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BUSINESS MEETING. 

The mind ofthe Board was asked in regard to 
buying logs, when Mr. Burt suggested the expedi- 
ency of packing our traps in barrels instead of boxes ; 
that is the 25 dozen boxes. One of these boxes costs 
us about seventy-five cents, while a new barrel costs 
only forty cents. This would have some influence on 
the number of logs we had better buy. It might also 
reduce our transportation rates, a8 barrels are easicr 
to handle than boxes. It was decided to have the 
trap-committec institute some experiments in regard 
to packing traps in barrels, and confer with the com- 
mittee, Messrs. Clark and Kinsley on buying logs. 

A committee was appointed last year to consider 
the propriety of buying 8 force-pump for the trap-shop 
for use in case of fire, but no action was taken by it. 
G. W. Hamilton, thought there was too much risk in 
the shop to let the matter go along much further 
without some decisive action, The cost of such 
av one as we should necd with tho appurtenances 
would be from $500 to $600. It is proposed to havea 
cast-iron pipe run up through the building to which 
hose may be attached in any story. The matter was 
doferred Inst year on account of the outlay required, 
po that it now becomes one of finance, Mr. Wool- 
worth remarked that as we do not take insurance 
policies we might afford to pay out a few hundred 
doilurs to insure ourselves. Referred to the original 
committee, Messrs. BE. If and G. W. Hamilton to 
consult with the Agency folks. 

The subject of a dry-house for the silk-department 
was brought up for consideration by the Doard. As 
things are now, the silk has to be dried in the office 
or in the sink-room, nid as these rooms are in use 
during the day, this work has to be done in the night, 
requiring.a vigorous fire to be kept up all night. It 
is thought unsafe to have such « fire in any part of 
the building und that we had better build aw brick 
room for the purpose outside of the shop. A house 
14 by 16 would be large enough and would probably 
coat about $200. The work of drying the silk is the 
most wearing and disagreeable that Charles has to do, 
nnd such a house will bo a great help to that de- 
partment. An executive committee was appointed, 
viz: Messrs. Burt, Kinsley, G. W. Hamilton, 0. A. 
Cragin and Miss Harrict Allen. It is desirable to 
have the work done without delay.

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EVENING MEETING. 

Mr. Bolles reported that four of the German work- 
men, Young, Woolfe, Hoffman and Fritz, had given no- 
tice of an intention to leave our service, assigning as a 
reason that they did not like the board. These men 
have given such entire satisfaction that it had been 
determined to raise their wages. They were notified 
of this, but it didn’t move them. They complained of 
the way the Yankce boarders treated them. German 
immigrants are very sensilive to ridicule, and some of 
our boarders are pretty rough, not scrupling to call 
these men “ Dutchmen,” “sauer-kraut,” etc. This is 
thought to be the chief cause of their disaffection. 
They were finally told that we would set a separate 
table for them and Jct them choose their bill of fare. 
At this they agreed to think of it and give us their de- 
cision to-morrow. 

If these men quit it breake the business right in 
two. Mr. Woolworth suggested that the aim should 
be to educate men who live right around us to do this 
work, sv that we shall not be dependent on foreigners 
and liable to be Icft just at the critical moment. Mr. 
Bolles felt that this was another attack of the devil on 
our business enterprise but thought that good would 
come,of. it. 

There war some talk about the boarding-house. It 
scems hardly expedient to atlanpt to curtail the meat 
dict or to be too economical there. Mr. Bolles thought 
the pies rather thin and the sugar a little too brown. 
Qn the other hand Mr. Worden) said) the boarders, 
with the exception of the Germans, were entirely sat- 
isfied with the quality of the lood, and better pleased 
with the boarding arrangements than ever before. 

Mr, Woolicorth—I confess Thave a desire in my 
heart to profit by the circumstances we are in. It is 
a time of considerable trial and) perturbation, and the 
devil seems to be very. active.

And all these remarkable changes in the babits,

How suddenly 
he was reconstructed after Obrist met him on the plaing 
of Damascus.

Mer mother and a white-haired old 
muan-accompanied her, These two ladies bad man- 
aged, through the agency of one of the merchants of 
Munnaville, to engage this old gentleman, a resident 
of that village, whom they had never before seen, to 
meet them at the house of a relative in that vicinity, 
and to bring them in his carriage from there tothe 
Community. The young lady asked for Mr. Noyes 
when she came in, and on learning that he was not 
here, she inquired for the head of the family, with 
whom, she said, she desired a private interview. Mr. 
Woolworth was duly presented and tho ladies were 
invited into his room, where they told -their story, 
from which it appeared, that the daughter was the 
wife of a man of more than twice her years, a violent, 
reckless, drinking fellow, well known to the writer, 
who abused her badly and persistently, aud had even 
threatened to hang her. She had borne with his 
tyranny and neglect to the last degree of endurance, 
and had finally concluded. to leave him and seek an 
asylum iu the Community. 

She had called here ecveral times, and she thought 
she might be contented and happy with our peopie. 
Mr. Woolworth inquired if she had any children? 
She replied that she had none. He then asked her if 
she expected any, whereupon she turned with a half 
smile to her mother, who helped her out by saying, 
that she didn’t expect any, and she didn't want any, 
and she didn’t mean to have any.—She was quite 
un good looking woman, only twenty years of age, and 
yery much the superior, one would think, of the per- 
son she wedded. “Ifow came you to marry sucha 
man,” inquired Mr. Woolworth. No reply. “ Did 
you love him?” “ No, she didn’t think she ever did.” 
The mother said, had she been at home at the time, 
the marriage would never have taken place. The 
whole party took dinner with us, and then there was 
some consultation, afler which we gave thein our de- 
cision. 

The young lady ts not a religious woman, and she

trial of two months it feels entirely confident of ulti- 
mate success in making Community boarding-houses 
attractive houses to all well disposcd persons, without 
being demoralized by the business. In order to se- 
cure that end, however, those who undertike the 
management of such establishments must represent 
fully the Community spirit. 

Serving tables is a business of unparalicled magni- 
tude, and the mischicf of it is, that the devil is *few- 
ard of this great kitchen of the world, while Jesus 
Christ, who actually owns the human race, and who 
should have the entire management of its dietetics, is 
only allowed occasionally to serve tables on church 
communion seasons, where a few crumbs of bread 
and a litte weak wine is served out to the guests. 
Now I protest against such treatment of Christ. Go 
to one of these monthly celebrations of the sacrament 
and wilnees the ceremony—sec their long disfigured 
faces, calling up unpleasant memories of their past 
sins, and cherishing no hope or expectation of doing 
any better in the future, Is there any resemblance 
betiveen so sud a looking company, and the multitude 
on the day of Pentecost, where all souls were full to 
overflowing with joy, cating their meat with gladness 
and singlencss of heart? The world can be civilized 
in its alimentiveness only by casting the devil out of 
the pantry and kitchen, and by taviting Christ in, as 
head steward. The truth is, there is life and death in 
the ordinance of enting and drinking. There fs great 
significancy too, in the exhortation of the apostles 
when deacons were to be chosen, whose office was to 
serve tables, that they should be men of honest report, 
full of wisdom and the Holy Ghost, men who were 
not afraid to say with Paul, “ ye cannot be partakers 
of the Lord's table nnd of the table of devils.”

The bag-frame business helped us to keep our help 
employed last year, some, but the objection to that is, 
we do not have cnough of any onc kind to make it 
pay.—Let us all watch and pray and see if the Lord 
has not something morc for us to do.

Mr. Clark having some difficulty in getting men to 
chop the wood ia our wood-lot on the hill, is author- 
ized to pay more per cord in order tu have it cut in 
the early part of the season. 

Tho Board decided to pay Mr. Hubbard something 
to take down his fences between his house and W. P. 
for the winter, to prevent the drifting of the snow. It 
costs us more to break roads than it would to take 
down the fences and nail the boards on in the spring. 
To be attended to by Messrs. Worden, Thacker and 
Clark. A fence should be built around the school- 
house near the boarding-house, and convenient gatcs 
be made for access to it. Referred to the building 
committee and foreman of the farming department. 

We are now obliged to supply the boarding-house 
with water by drawing it there with a team, from the 
large reservoir.

PRACTICAL PROBLEMS. NO. 3. 

Society at large holds the O. C. responsible for the 
moral: conduct of her employes. Thatis right, and 
we accept itso far as this, that we will not employ 
persons whom we know to be vicious and immoral, 
and who purposely lead others astray. It is our aim 
in. hiring help, to secure such only as will commend 
themselves to us and to our neighbors, by their good 
behavior, both in our shops and in thelr respective 
Doarding-houses, 

Situnted-as our works ure at W. P., ona street 
where families had previously located themselves, 
they could not feel otherwise than slightly solicitous 
about the social influences that would be brought to 
bear upon their families by the hundred or more of 
young men and women, many of them strangers 
from abroad, whom we are employing in our facto- 
ries. And some of these familics-have children too, 
which would natufaily be thrown into the society of 
these operatives, particularly so if the femilics to 
which the children belonged .took boarders, These 
employes may conduct themsclves orderly while en- 
gaged in work on our premiscs, conforming strictly 


to the rules and regulations of the shops. But still, 
sve of them may be persons wiolly destitute of mor- 
al integrity, and consequently dangerous members of 
socicty. Now how shall these things be avericd: ? 
Ilow can we get sulliciently acquainted with our em- 
ployes to discover the real animus of their characters ? 

Often, it is fuund that the most dangerous men in 
society—those who are preeminently wicked at heart, 
real cmissnries of Satan, are outwardly highly polished 
and attractive in their manners, appearing to @ super. 
ficial observer, as angels of light. To exclude such 
characters from our: work-shops and farms would re- 
quire an acquaintance with them that could not be 
formed during the period of work. Out of twenty- 
four hours only ten of them are employed on our 
premises ; the remainder of their time is spent at their 


boarding-homes or elsewhere. The only possible way 
therefore for the Community to offer anything like a 
guarantee for the good behavior and moral integrity of 
her employes would be to establish boarding-houses.of 
her own, superintended by Community men and wom- 
en—true deacons of the church.

At this time when there is an unprecedented failure 
in the springs and wells all over the state, it may be 
interesting to know precisely how the springs bold 
out which supply our aqueduct. The water was 
started in the iron aqueduct soon after the ground 
had been thoroughly drenched with rain; it then dis- 
charged by exact measurement, (July 7th) 18 quarts 
per minute. One month Inter, it discharged one 
quart Icss; since then, there has been a uniform de- 
crease in the water of one quart every twenty-three 
days, so that the discharge Nov, 20th, was thirteen 
quarts per minute, that being five quarts Icsa than 
when the springs were at their maximum hight, 
This proves them to be very durable, the decrease be- 
ing less than’ one third, after about five months in 
which there has not been rain sufficient to affect deep 
springs. J. A.

you are poor; take this your mother’s moncy and God 
bicss you.’ Some may call this begging, but if you 
are candid and in favor of fair dealing you will not sce 
itin that light, for asking a thing morally and law- 
fully your own, cannot be begging.” 

We hope the above will not draw on the sympa- 
thies of any in the family.

The severe cold weather during this month did 
little or no injury to the fruit-buds,—even the more 
tender varictics of cherrics and plums have received 
scarcely any damage. We seldom haye the mercury 
sink to twenty degrees below zero, without doing 
more or Jess injury to fruit-buds. We have known 
the buds of the Heart cherries to be killed at etghtcen 
below zero. We account for this dilference, from the 
fact that the fine and dry weather of last autumn was 
favornble-to the matuing-and ripening off of the 
wood and buds of frait trees. It is also noticeable 
that the fruit-buds are uausually small, which un- 
doubtedly isn favorable condition in order to with- 
stand the severity of the climate. Pench buds of 
course, will be found killed, if unprotected, where 
the mercury has sink as low as fourteen degrees

HIGHLY FLAVORED CHEESE, 

It is a notorious fact, thut the cheese fictories, es- 
pecially the one we patronize, have aude n great deal 
of very high-flavored, or what I should call bad -fla- 
yored cheese the past senson, the cause of which, is 
a problem among the knowing oncs, not yct satisiac- 
torily solved. For the purpose of aiding in a solution 


of the matter, I would suggest, that perhaps if the 
rmers world take measures in some way, 10 ven 
tiated cook thei, Chits divesting it of its ani- 
mal heat as soon xs possible, after it is drawn from 
tho cow, tt would be a great improvement, and possi- 
bly remedy the evil altogether. The practice now is, 
L believe, of turning the milk as fast us drawn, through 
the strainer direetly into the can, and thus in a con- 
fined nnd heated state, itis driven ‘for miles to the 
factory, allowing no chance for the cfluvium arising 
from the animal heat in the milk to pass off, which 
in very warm weather is linble ina short time to be- 
come tainted, thus imparting a peculiar flnvor to the 
milk that no alter process will entirely eradicate. It 
should be understood that decomposition once con)- 
menced though itmay be retarded, the process never 
ceases—though ever so slowly, it will go on to 
completion. 

Once on a visit to n condensed milk-factory 1 was 
forcibly struck with the peculiar and offensive effluvi- 
um that was drawn off by the pumps from the milk, iu 
the process of condensing. I am not certain but it 
will be found in the end, that the elements contained 
in animal heat in the milk, is the most prolific, insip- 
ient cause of all the bad butter made. H. T.

One of our trap-shop lands, George Walters, met 
av old school-mate at the depot the other day, who 
gave quite an interesting account of himself George 
tells his story as follows: 

“Three years ago he went to California and betook 
himself to trapping. The firat acason he had tolerable 
luck, though he had but few traps, and did not under- 
stand the art very well, (owing doubtless to his not 
having a copy of the ' Trapper's Guide.’) But last Fall 
he went aguin, taking with him quite a number of 
Newhouse's superior Nos. Oand f. About fitly miles 
north-cast from San Francisco, he found a trapping 
ground where mink were plenty and Comanches 
were not. In fact, not an hostile Indian within 150 
miles. Here he set himsell at work, and In three 
months liad captured $700.00 worth of fur, and ‘ used 
up’ his traps. 

“They got broken, I suppose ?” 

"No, not exactly. A few were stolen, and then 
when he got done trapping he threw away what traps 
he ladle. He used up nbont twelve dozen, in the 
{wo sensons. Thats always the way trappers do out 
Yhere—when the senson’s over, throw away the old 
traps, good oncs and all—the price of a trap Is noth- 
jng—when they start again, buy new ones.”

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“Why that’s a real handy way [ sliould think !” 

“Yes: black bears, panthers nnd walves gave him 
the most trouble of anything, as they were pretty 
thick, and as he had nothing but a gun, he couldn't 
thin them out much.

QO. C. has no new bread-knife, but we can boast a 
potato washer, This isa somewhat ingenious con- 
trivance, gotten up by Mr. Johe Leonard with the 
help of gome others. It is similar to the machines 
used in starch-lactories for the same purpose, and 
consists of a wooden, siatted cylinder, about three 
feet in length and sixteen inches in diameter, revolving 
by a crank, in a water-box, three fect long by two 
and # half wide. 

The water-box supports the cylinder nt a convenient 
height to putin the potatoes, atid allows a basket (o 
be placed beneath it. 

By removing three slats of the cytinder, that have 
been arranged for the purpose, you can pour in your 
potatocs—any qnantity not exceeding two bushels— 
replace the slats, give a few turns of the crank, draw 
off the water, open a small trap-door In the bottom 
of the water-box, again remove the slats from the 
cylinder, turn it round 60 that the opening is brought 
directly over that inthe water-box, and there are 
your potatoes iu the basket, very nicely washed In 
much less time, anda great deul casier than by the 
old method, 

Turnips, beets, parsnips and clams (if you have 


them) can be washed in this way equally as well.

They had been 
in Uc room some time belore George knew what 
ailed them, and when he Jearned he thought it best 
‘nottorun, Ie and Theodore talked it over after- 
ward,.and Theodore thought i possible that George 
would take the disease and communicate it to the 
children at home. George however felt a stron 
assurance that he should not take it; he could not fee 
that it was necessary. They returned home, and 
all went well. 

Gcorge then visited Mr. Rice in company with Mr. 
Kinsley, and found three children sick with measice. 
They were in the same room with them two hours, 
and took supper there. The air was close and rather 
unpleasant, 

After being home a day or two George began to feel 
queer. In tact the symptoms of measles were well 
defined. Still he felt that it was not necessary that 
he should have them. After consultation it was de- 
cided that he better remain in his room and not ex- 
pose the children unnecessarily. Te remained still 
Saturday, and did not attend the meeting in the even- 
ing. Ile really felt sick. _ Sunday he was better; and 
in the evening he came to the. [fall and played for a 
dance. A row of the little children sat on the stage 
in front of him, well exposed. None. caught any 
disease. Ife felt. nothing turther of the attack. The 
impression prevails that he never had the measles, 
though no one ig positive. He ascribes his escnpe 
from this oltack, be it of what nature it may, to faith. 
IIis experience has scrved to strengthen his faith in the 
doctrine that disease may be resisted and overcome. 

He believes from this experience, that the resurrec- 
lion epiritis growing strong in the nein flee and 
that It ls not necessary that our children should have 
such diseases av measles, Kooping-cough, chicken-pox 
etc. The power of Christ is sufficient protection 
against such cliscases, 

These views wero heartily indorsed, and thankful- 
ness was expressed for the excellent health of the Com- 
munity. Several had obtained victories iu answer to 
prayer,

This winter 
we have substituted chloride of limg. It costs us 
eight cts. per Ib., aud we tse it’ at the rate of {wo oz. 
for five yds. of cloth. By its aid weare able todo 
the work of our department quite satisfactorily to 
ourselyes and our mavy patrons. B.

Mrs. Deborah Hale has been spending two days 

with us, and lef th.s morning. 
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Dear Dat.y.--Mrs Deborah Hale of Genoa, Five 
Corners, gave some account of her experience in 
private conversation, which may interest some of your 
readers. She has been o believer iu Mr. Noycs and 
in the truth he advocates from the first I believe. 

Several years ago she parted from her husband 
without a penny for her support, and has since lived 
alone. Ifer son who died inthe army willed his

the otber, likely as any way hitting some unsyspect- 
Ing person on tho head; while amidst a tumult of 
small screams and terrified shricks from the women, 
away went the spools of thread, scissors, papers of 
pins, chalk, twine and everything else on the quilt in 
a shower of contusion, to hide themsclyes under beds, 
bureaus, stands, or any other un-get-at-able place. 

Things were gathered up and put in their places, 
order restored and quict reigned again, until another 
chair was overturned and a like scene enacted. 

Well, thanks to a man’s ingenuity and kindness, the 
quilters of O. C. need be no longer subjected to such 
dire disasters.

Mr Cumpbeil writes to us from W. P. : 

“ Assessor Williams called on us Friday afternoon 
to settle a question abott our silk tax that has been 
somewhat in abeyance for the last three months. The 
oceasion, was a letter just published from the Revenue 
Commissioner, expiaining in detail a decision he made 
in regard to it last fall, and about which the assessor 
had been waiting for information. That decision 
allowed the deduction of the cost of the raw stock in 
making up the silk tax returns, and reduced the tax 
on silk about one half. 

“ Mr Assessor came here full of the idea that he had 
discovered a rat hole, or something of that kin, in the 
letter of explanation that would prevent us from 
getting the benefit of that deduction, Raw silk was 
defined to be silk that ‘had been reeled from the 
cocoon’ and the astute oficial bethought himsctf that 
the raw stock we used was not m that state, as he was 
confident he had seen it being pul through that process, 
Exgo, we could not be entitled to the benefit of that 
decision.

to make and use “ Todd's improved, patent fence.” 

The fence is made by stretching four wires horizon- 
H1y from post to post, (wo at the top and two at the 
bottom, and then weaving inslats or pickets by alter- 
hate crussings of the wires. Itis claimed that this 
fence has advantages over most other kinds in chexp- 
ness and rapidity of construction, durability, and ease 
with which it may be removed and re-constructed 
when it may be desirable on road-sides, to prevent 
the drifting of snow. 

It may be made ornamental and used for door-yard 
fencing. 
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The question is often asked, “ When do you expect 
to finish the bag business?” We cannot give a definite 
answer to this inquiry, but will endeavor to report 
progress occasionally.

Mr. Underwood re-read the Talk in which Theodore 
was spoken of as one qualified to take the lead in 
finances and develop a true policy forthe Community. 
The nomination was-received with expressions of sat- 
fefaction. It was thought Theodore was well qualified 
to fill such an office. 

Theodore was appointed chairman of the committee 
fur the disposn! of dend property; and thia committee 
Was authorized to dispose of any property that it may 
be thought expedient to part with. This committee 
may also elect more members if those now serving 
think it desirable. 

By request of Mr. Woolworth Theodore unfolded 
some of the workings of his mind on the financial 
question. So far as he has matured any plan, it is to 
look the books over and learn how the different 
businesses “have run” for the past four or five years; 
see how much capital each has required, and put the 
whole thing in black and white. As it is now, nobody 
can tell the exact amount of capital invested in the 
trap-works during the busicst season. The same is 
true of the other businesses. We should know just 
what each business requires, Then the central man- 
agement could say.to- each department -of. industry, 
“Here, you can have the use of so much capital this 
year and make what use of it you think expediont.” 
This arrangement would save the accumiuation of 
dead property; educate the foreman of departments 
in wise fivancicring; and save overgrown plans in 
‘one department that would swallow the capital of the 
whole Community. Suchis a brief sketch of a few 
of Theodore's ideas.
